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Civic War 


Can a city so dedicated and so divided endure?

This column is about not just missing the for- 
est for the trees, but about being so confused by 
the trees without the context of the forest that 
you are not just dim but lost. It’s about step- 
ping on a $100 bill to pick up a dime. Those 
visitors to Austin who end up outsmarting them- 
selves by going to a chain barbecue joint rather 
than Iron Works because the latter is too close to the 
Convention Center so it must be “touristy” are covered 
here as well. It’s about ignoring what is in front of you because 
you are way too worried that there might be something better 
happening somewhere else that you are missing. 

This is an area where I specialize, very rarely dealing 
with what I should be, rarely focusing on what is in front 
of me when there is the much more scattered approach of 
entertaining a range of disconnected worries, interests, and 
concerns. Gifted by being able to attend some extraordinary 
events and blessed by uniquely wonderful opportunities, 
usually, instead of feeling appreciation or gratitude, I’m 
wrapped up in wondering what I’m missing elsewhere. 
I’ve never claimed that I am unusually observant or dem- 
onstrate much awareness of what is going on around me. 
But even at my densest, I’ve always been well aware how 
fortunate I’ve been - in what I’ve had access to and with 
what I’ve been involved. 

Last week’s column was about the passing of Robin Shivers. 
There was no way to be honest about how great and important 
she was (and is and will be) without going on at great length 
about the unique and special place that is Austin, Texas. Robin 
was a leader; she coordinated, provided a support system, and 
translated social graces, as well as playing the role of a caste 
and class diplomat who offered help across the board to so 
many. Both before I wrote the piece and after it was published, 
any number of people have come up to me to share one Robin 
moment or another. 

I’ve long walked point for this publication, being the first 
one to take fire or stumble on booby traps. On top of that, in

this column I’ve sometimes drifted into free-form 
discussions about myself that are excruciatingly 
oversincere. I know that when part of a piece 
is praise and appreciation for modern Austin, 
there is going to be incoming hostility - reac- 
tions offered in rebuttal to any such statement. 

In general, offering praise or any kind of optimistic 
outlook requires some built-in defensive strategies 
from the very start. 

Over time, I’ve discovered that it is far better to agree with 
criticisms and charges leveled at oneself, no matter what their 
focus, than to try to argue. 

Now I respond, “You are so right, so brilliantly on target.” 
Right off, I agree that “Yes, Austin sucks,” “the Chronicle 
sucks,” and “I suck.” Not only do I suck, but it’s also my fault 
that Austin has gone to hell, that it’s become yuppified, that 
the music scene has gained an international reputation, and 
that any particular band hasn’t been signed. 

I’m to blame for whatever the Chronicle is, regardless of what 
that is exactly, whether it is “too mainstream,” “too radical,” “too 
much about Austin,” “not enough about Austin,” and so on. Each 
and every one of those charges, even if contradictory, is true. 

When questioned about some of Alex Jones’ comments 
about me that seem grounded in no reality, I’ve even taken to 
agreeing with them. Remember, Jones is a self-anointed Truth 
Master who, along with Bill O’Reilly, is a sage offering not opin- 
ions but the truth! So if you ask, I’ll tell you, “My real name is 
not really Louis Black, but I’m not sure exactly what it is.” 

Last week, there was no way I was going to offer up a proac- 
tive defense - that old, insincere, please-don’t-hit-me two-step. 
Self-effacement is fine, but I’m not about to feign belief in crap 
or pledge to any inadequacy when it comes to Robin. She 
deserves being honored, not demeaned; she deserves the best 
and no cheap disservice done to her. 

I find my affection for and gratitude toward Robin constantly 
surprising, because she was so wonderful and unique. She 
was many things, including private and modest. She was also 
widely loved and never forced to travel alone.

Austin is unique. It was not better two decades ago or three. 
It was cheaper, and it was easier to get around, but it was not 
better. Many of the people who work the hardest to keep this 
town’s integrity intact and its creativity ever unfolding are rarely 
given any credit. Instead, they are far more likely to be offered 
criticism than compliments. It is a terrible irony that more often 
than not most public response in Austin is in the negative. 


But the “this town sucks” tirades are especially annoying, 
because they indicate more about the attitudes of those 
speaking them than they do about Austin. There is a real 
sense that even if those expressing those opinions were 
here back in the day, their comments wouldn’t have been 
positive then and are glowing now only because such senti- 
ments strengthen their current contempt. 

I don’t understand why anyone who hates a place doesn’t 
just move somewhere else. This is not to say, “love it or 
leave it.” I’m neither demanding nor suggesting that any- 
one be made to leave here forcibly or in any other way. But 
why, if you hate a place, would you continue to live there? 
Some will claim that they can’t afford to move, but that is 
nonsense. It’s easier to travel when you’re already living 
close to the ground. 

This is not specific to Austin, but the city’s extensive and 
overlapping creative communities can be in situations that 
are qualitatively situated between symbolic, flaming white 
light and late-night, sleep-devouring, burning flames of hell. 

The way the community pulls and works together to solve 
problems and be proactive on issues marks the former. The 
sometimes-present tension between nonprofits reveals the 
circumference of the latter. 

Not just often but routinely, it seems that some of the 
most vehement and difficult internal conflicts within these 
different communities are over the smallest issues. 

I think that to this day I’ve never witnessed anything as 
ugly as the great art wars in the early to mid-Eighties. The 
discussion and tensions were over how to divide funding 
for the arts community. The larger, established entities 
thought they should get most of the money because they 
served more people and needed more money. The smaller 
groups felt the city needed to be committed to artists at 
every level. 

The problem is that reasonable disagreements such as 
those, more often than not, devolve into irrational disputes. 
The art wars were vicious and insane. 

A nonprofit I’m marginally connected to went through 
a rough summer. Again, this is because the same thinking 
one now finds in politics has saturated public discourse. It 
seems that there is no longer such a thing as principled dis- 
agreement. These controversies are not between two hostile 
groups but rather among those in one extended community 
made up, across the board, of well-intentioned people who 
share mostly common goals. 

Now, instead of discussion and compromise, it seems necessary 
to cast aspersions and offer damning innuendo against those with 
whom you disagree. Lest I appear as though I believe I’m riding on 
some white horse here, I note that, unfortunately and regrettably, 
in the beginning of the controversy referenced above, I personally 
and mistakenly offered ugly and unnecessarily vicious criticisms 
of some of those opposed to what was being planned. There is no

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way to take it back now, but I’ve witnessed (and partici- 
pated in spreading) too much vitriol in a disagreement 
within a large community that not only has similar and 
shared goals but has worked together harmoniously to 
achieve those goals over many years. 

The decision sparking this controversy was not 
made lightly but instead was an economic neces- 
sity, agreed upon after a lot of consultation with 
professionals about the project’s economic health 
and long-term viability. 

A decision was made because it seemed the 
absolute surest way to guarantee the ongoing exis- 
tence of the project. The point of contention was 
over a short-term problem. Long-term plans that 
will solve any problems over the next five years 
have already been negotiated and are in place. 

Raising questions about all of this is not only 
legitimate but welcome. Doing so in an accusatory 
tone - especially when directed at the very people 
who have donated so much time and energy to the 
project without expecting or receiving any compen- 
sation in return - is not only unnecessary but has 
been hurtful. 

I responded to one of the letters blasting the organi- 
zation by asking: “Now did you ever write and thank 
those folks who, time and time again, solved prob- 
lems? Did you write the people who do not work in 
the field (thus generating no income from it) but still 
invested time, energy, and money in making the proj- 
ect happen and remain viable? One way or another it 
doesn’t matter. None of them did what they did for 
kudos; they did it out of a sense of community com- 
mitment and spirit. . . .

My life has been ridiculously blessed, but I’ve 
always managed to ignore that reality. My main 
and longest-lived hobby has been self-pity. I pride 
myself on having practiced it with a sophisticated 
level of complexity, if in no other way than by 
embracing all contradictions, rather having any of 
them shorn. The more the self-pity is removed from 
any reality - the less it is instigated by financial, 
creative, emotional, and personal problems - the 
more it has no catalyst: lacking any cause that 
could be described or explained, in many ways the 
more perfect the self-pity. 

It takes a lot of integrity and morally restricted 
vision to feel sorry for oneself despite a slew of real 
and mitigating circumstances that argue against 
that. I like to call this “character.” Most everyone 
else calls it whining - that’s if they are paying any 
attention at all.

DISMAL APPROACH TO TRANSPORTATION 

Dear Editor, 

Austin’s dismal approach to transportation is a major cause not only of polluted 
air but also of poverty. Cars are heavily subsidized, but the subsidies are hidden. 
Expensive real estate is given away free or cheap for parking cars. Parking meters 
don’t collect even enough money to pay for their installation. We spend money to 
make car travel convenient, but we won’t finish the sidewalk system or make the 
bus stops accessible to disabled people. 

The bus subsidy, unlike the car subsidy, is openly discussed. Bus fares will 
suddenly double, but not car parking fees. Buses can’t have their own lanes, 
because the space is “needed” for driving and parking cars. Thus, car owners are 
deterred from using buses. Most of our buses run on foul-smelling diesel fuel.

There’s no City Council meeting this week; council 
returns next week to clear several items from its 
plate before taking the following Thursday off for 
Thanksgiving. The Nov. 19 agenda includes a 
report from Austin Energy on how the utility can 
more effectively run its solar power rebate program. 


> Council last week punted the Grayco South 
Shore Planned Unit Development to Dec. 17, 
directing city staff to draft language for the PUD 
ordinance that addresses affordable housing. Final 
approval of the proposed project has been marked 
by a series of postponements because of ques- 
tions surrounding the affordability issue. The devel- 
opment, and others that follow, will remove a size- 
able portion of the city’s affordable-housing stock 
in the increasingly desirable East Riverside area. 


> Capital Metro will begin evening track testing for 
its MetroRail on Nov. 16. Trains will run from 
3pm to 8:30pm, while freight trains will use the 
tracks from 9pm to 2pm the next day. The Red 
Line from Downtown to Leander is expected to 
start carrying passengers in early 2010. The tran- 
sit agency warns road users to watch for trains 
and stay off crossings. 


> Three appointees were named to the Capital 
Metro board of directors Monday, under new rules 
requiring members to possess specific skills. 
Nonprofit director Frank Fernandez has a decade 
of financial/accounting experience, transportation 
consultant John Langmore has 10-plus years of 
management experience, and Mayor Pro Tern 
Mike Martinez serves as an elected official. All 
three are Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization appointments. 


> A Central East Austin neighborhood has been desig- 
nated as an African American Cultural Heritage 
District by the Texas Commission on the Arts, one 
of seven communities to secure the title this year. 
See “Res Publica,” p.14, for celebration details. 


> New chair of the Texas Forensic Science 

Commission John Bradley went toe-to-toe with 
the Senate Criminal Justice Committee Nov. 10, 
when he suggested that his agency, charged with 
examining potentially exonerating scientific trial 
evidence, should be able to work in increased 
secrecy. He then accused Sen. Rodney Ellis, 
D-Houston, of a conflict of interest because he is 
a member of the Innocence Commission. 


> Health care reform is headed to the U.S. Senate 
after the House of Representatives passed the bill 
220-215 on Nov. 7. However, conservatives have 
attacked the bill for containing a public option, 
some progressives attacked the public option for 
being too weak, and women’s health advocates 
savaged it for including the Stupak-Pitts amend- 
ment, which would block access to abortion care 
through funding restrictions.

Not About the Cameras 

The video is important - but the Sanders shooting has not been justified

“ Generally ; how can a department that cannot police 
itself adequately, he trusted to police other individuals ?” 
- Chief Art Acevedo, in a Nov. 5 memorandum concerning 
the indefinite suspension of Detective Christopher Dunn 

It’s arguable that Austin Police Department 
Detective Chris Dunn was fired for prematurely 
anticipating what Chief Art Acevedo finally decid- 
ed to do in the case of Officer Leonardo 
Quintana and his fatal shooting of Nathaniel 
Sanders II and wounding of Sir Smith. As 
documented in the KeyPoint Government 
Solutions review and acknowledged by 
APD, Dunn set out, from the beginning 
of his role in the Internal Affairs investiga- 
tion, to exonerate the officers involved 
regardless of the evidence and to block lines 
of inquiry that might suggest otherwise. (He 
was foolish enough to record his intentions in his 
e-mails to other investigators.) “In doing these sus- 
tained deliberate acts,” Acevedo concluded, “Det. 
Dunn has lost all credibility himself as an effective 
police officer or an investigator. ... I cannot and will 
not retain an officer who engages in prejudicial and 
partisan biases and intentionally refuses to obtain all 
relevant information in a critical incident to protect 
another officer.” (Jordan Smith recounts last week’s 
events in “Questions Unanswered,” p.26.)

Dunn has rightfully been terminated (he plans to 
appeal), and Quintana has received a 15-day suspen- 
sion - although not for the shooting but for failing to 
activate his in-car camera. One could readily conclude 
that under APD’s purview, the latter technical viola- 
tion is a greater offense than shooting two people in a 
moment of panic, but investigators decided - 
and in this they were anticipated by the 
Travis County grand jury (unsurprisingly) 
and the Citizen Review Panel (some- 
what surprisingly) - that Quintana had 
a “reasonable belief” that his life was 
in danger and fired in what he believed 

r to be self-defense. 

I can understand that conclusion 
(even though Acevedo suggested he would 
have acted differently), and it’s clear from the 
record that Quintana is an experienced, well-respect- 
ed officer to whom investigators were inclined to give 
the benefit of the doubt. I still don’t agree. In fact, 
there is ample reason to believe that investigators 
dismissed evidence that undermines Quintana’s 
self-defense claims and leads instead toward a con- 
clusion of panicked overreaction - akin to that that 
led to the dismissal of Officer Julie Schroeder in the 
2005 fatal shooting of Daniel Rocha.

Also new this week is an Austin Great 
Public Spaces Call to Action petition, to “tell the 
leaders of our city that collectively we are committed 
to making Austin’s public spaces some of the best in 
the nation.” The group is hosting a kickoff Great Public 
Spaces party Nov. 22, l-3pm, at HOPE Farmers 
Market, in conjunction with the East Austin Studio

Meanwhile, the Save the Warehouse District! peti- 
tion has steadily gathered more than 550 signatures 
since early August.

> HELP FOR NONPROFITS Local charities may be feel- 
ing the bitter end of the recession (see “Hard Times 
in the Land of Plenty,” Oct. 23), but local activists 
hope this weekend’s Austin Non Profit Camp will get 
their information-technology costs under control while 
adding online tools to their planning. The free event, 
sponsored by local social media groups including 
Plutopia Productions and the national Nonprofit 
Technology Network, is based on the increasingly pop- 
ular BarCamp model of “unconferences,” in which par- 
ticipants drive the agenda rather than rigorously stick- 
ing to pre-established scheduling. Co-organizer David 
Neff said, “We’re bringing 100 technology people and 
100 nonprofit people ... and we just want these two 
groups to meet and talk.”

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CALL US AMBIGUOUS 

City legal once again yanks council’s chain - will they finally yank back*?

Once, the Hustle asked City Attorney David Smith the color of 
the sky. Six weeks later, we received an opinion from the Texas 
Attorney General defining the answer as privileged information. 

All right, that’s a little bit of a stretch - emphasis on little - but 
currently relevant, as the city attorney’s office, and its operations and 
reporting, are again in the limelight following its opinion on a relative- 
ly straightforward City Council resolution last week, which seemed to 
suggest that council has no business directing city programs. 

The action in question, Item 40, directs the city manager to 
work with the Animal Advisory Commission in developing an 
implementation plan for the commission’s recommendations 
regarding the Town Lake Animal Center - things like a larger 
adoption program and low-cost spay/neuter programs. But 
council discussion hinged on the worry - propagated by 
our old friends at city legal - that council was conceiv- 
ably overstepping its powers in giving direction to City 
Manager Marc Ott, specifically by directing that city 
staff work with the commission. Bill Spelman drew 
out the issue, asking Ott if the direction gave him 
“any heartburn.” Ott replied that after speaking with 
the city attorney’s office, he had concerns that the 
resolution “may blur the lines” between “the policymak- 
ing responsibilities of council and the manager’s responsi- 
bilities for the administrative services and management of the 
organization. ... It’s a little ambiguous.” 

Ambiguity was in the air all week, as city legal had been corre- 
sponding with Item 40 sponsor Laura Morrison. Legal, natch, 
declined to share its advice with the Hustle without an AG opin- 
ion, but Morrison’s office forwarded an e-mail from Assistant City 
Attorney Cary Grace. Sent the day of the meeting, it read: “The 
underlying AAC report does not clearly differ- 
entiate between policy recommendations and 
programmatic and personnel issues. For this 
reason, language requiring an ‘implementa- 
tion plan’ blurs the line between council- 
manager authority.” 

Back in chambers, discussion centered on 
the concept of “programmatic” powers to 
develop and implement programs. Grace told council that pin- 
pointing “what is programmatic versus what is policy is some- 
times easy, sometimes not.” Deciding which is “less of a legal 
discussion and more of a policy and administrative discussion.” 
But seconds earlier, Grace seemed to vest those powers solely 
with Ott, saying “in essence, it depends on how the manager 
manages as to whether or not he believes a particular directive 
to be programmatic.” 
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The auditor’s 
review of city legal 
is posted online with this 
story at austinchronicle.com. 


“The word ‘programmatic’ was problematic,” Morrison told me 
afterward, noting “the word ‘program’ is not in the city charter, with 
regard to the city manager.” Taking a more bullish approach to 
council’s powers, she points to charter language - that “all powers 
of the city shall be vested” in council - as supporting her claim it’s 
“absolutely within the council’s authority and responsibility” to 
develop programs. Moreover, she says, “It almost seemed to be 
suggested by our legal department that it was the city manager’s 
responsibility and authority to make the decision as to ... what 
was under his authority or the council’s authority. I think that that 
was possibly suggested by some of what was said, and that is a 
position I would certainly disagree with.” 

Item 40 passed; as all it does is develop an implementation 
plan, Mayor Lee Leffingwell voiced the consensus it’s 
“basically a direction to go forward and develop a final 
product,” one that will be further vetted by council. But 
some on the dais chafed at the discussion they’d just 
witnessed. “What is going on up here?” Randi Shade 
asked, saying the debate over the item’s direction to 
Ott was “splitting hairs.” And astutely, she wagered “the 
reason why there is this angst” is because staff and the 
differing animal constituencies “have not worked as well 
together as they could in the past.” Reached later, Shade 
could “think of countless examples” where Ott worked with stake- 
holder groups on issues. And she feared the discussion obfuscat- 
ed the larger issue of animal welfare. 

Mike Martinez was characteristically blunt, saying: “If the city 
charter doesn’t allow us to direct the city manager to sit down and 
work with people, then we have a serious problem with our charter. 
It just blows me away. ... It’s very simple: the council reserves the 
right and the authority to direct the city manag- 
er to implement programs, to create programs, 
and even be specific. “I’ll be supporting this 
motion,” he concluded, “and if we need to do a 
charter amendment in a few years, I’ll support 
that too.” 

By coincidence, the day after the meeting, the 
city auditor issued a response to a question 
previously posed by Morrison: How common is Austin’s city attorney 
arrangement, under which the office reports to the city manager (as 
opposed to, say, the council)? Of the nation’s 50 largest cities, only 
19 have Austin’s council-manager form of government, and of those 
19, only three city attorneys - Austin’s included - report to the city 
manager. After last week’s constitutional crisis in miniature, those 
numbers should be on everyone’s minds in City Hall. ■

Anomalies and Contradictions 

There are obvious unresolved anomalies. 

The officers suspected the vehicle’s occu- 
pants were armed, yet from the available 
audio evidence and their own testimony, they 
initially approached the stop almost casually 
(perhaps because they thought the suspects 
were sound asleep) - until Quintana saw the 
gun and jumped away. 

Quintana says there was “a struggle” over 
Sanders’ handgun and that Sanders grabbed 
it and leaned away, provoking the officer’s 
shooting reaction, yet according to forensics, 
Sanders’ grip was inadequate even to leave 
fingerprints on the gun. 

Quintana says he fired at Sanders’ “silhou- 
ette” through the car’s rear window, yet the 
officers also testified that the car’s windows 
were so darkly tinted that they couldn’t see 
into it without flashlights, and at first 
Quintana didn’t see Sanders at all. 

Although Quintana jumped to the rear of 
the car and Sanders hadn’t turned sufficiently 
even to receive both bullets in the front of his 
body, Quintana immediately began firing 
instead of taking cover - so quickly that offi- 
cers Mohammad Siddiqui and John Alexander 
Hitzelberg were nearly in the line of fire, and 
Quintana and Hitzelberg both thought at first 
that the ricocheted glass fragments from the 
rear window were shots (in fact, nonexistent) 
from Sanders’ gun. 

Those are just the most obvious problems 
with the “reasonable belief” self-defense jus- 
tification of the Sanders shooting - without 
even addressing the shooting of the visibly 
terrified Smith. But in sum, the incident 
seems very reminiscent of Schroeder’s pan- 
icked reaction to the mistaken thought that 
Rocha might have grabbed her Taser - and 
her immediate kill-shot in response. 

No License to Kill 

Some of these questions may be addressed in 
the lawsuit filed by Sanders’ family, and were at 
least in the background of the investigation. 
Dunn and lead Internal Affairs investigator 
Detective Christian Harldn mutually agreed not 


to ask Quintana questions about the Schroeder 
incident (among other matters), because that 
might lead to answers unfavorable to Quintana. 
(It’s also not clear why Harldn and other inves- 
tigators received no discipline at all - was Dunn 
writing those incriminating e-mails to nobody?) 

I’m well aware that the officers had strong 
reasons to believe that the people they were 
rousting had recently been up to no good and 
that Nate Sanders (although the officers didn’t 
know it was him) had apparently, stupidly 
decided to try on thug fife to see if it suited him, 
turning away from his family and a chance for 
an education. He was drugged up with a gun in 
a suspect vehicle in the middle of the night - 
certainly a disaster in waiting, and it caught up 
with him. Even the notorious anti-cop senti- 
ments at that apartment complex are hardly 
unanimous; Quintana was watching the place 
precisely because residents had complained 
that thugs with guns were taking over the park- 
ing lot. Like nearly all police shootings, this is 
not a story of evil vs. innocence, but neither 
does that mean it was ultimately justifiable. 

We owe the Citizen Review Panel (and City 
Manager Marc Ott) thanks for the necessary 
independent investigation that exposed 
Dunn, although the panel’s recommendation 
of a minimum 90-day suspension of Quintana 
for the video violation and other (redacted) 
tactical errors fell on deaf ears at APD. 
Departmental in-car video policy is now seri- 
ously stiffened, and this repeated tragedy 
should be the final impetus to get automatic 
digital cameras into the cars. So be it. 

But despite Acevedo’s assurances other- 
wise, this is not about the cameras. 

As I wrote at the time of the Schroeder firing, 
“The principal reason we give police officers 
guns is that we believe they are both mature 
enough and sufficiently trained to distinguish 
between those rare occasions when deadly 
force is truly necessary and the many more 
times that it isn’t.” It in fact appears that this 
was an occasion when deadly force was not 
truly necessary - and the outcome was such 
that, as happened in the Schroeder precedent, 
Quintana should no longer have the ability, or 
authority, to repeat the same mistake. ■

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CITY AUDIT ARA OK ... 

BUT NOT EXACTLY SHIPSHAPE 


The Austin Revitalization Authority has 

improved conditions in Central East Austin - 
but not enough, and not in a financially sound 
manner. That’s the conclusion of a city of 
Austin audit of the quasi-public agency, which 
since 1995 has been charged with redevelop- 
ing the East 11th and 12th Street corridors. 

Auditors also laid some blame on the city 
for ARA’s failure to complete its mission, but 
the main thrusts of the report, released Nov. 3, 
are that the East 11th and 12th Street 
Redevelopment Project needs better moni- 
toring, ARA’s finances are shaky, the nature of 
the ARA/city relationship needs to change and 
be better defined, and results thus far have - 
in the understatement typical 
of auditors - resulted in “com- 
munity dissatisfaction.” 

That dissatisfaction arose in 
large part because the rede- 
velopment that has occurred 
isn’t necessarily what was 
originally envisioned in the 
project’s master plan, which 
required ARA to “preserve 
community character” and 
bring businesses that would 
serve and employ area resi- 
dents. Also, as even a curso- 
ry visit to the two streets confirms, almost all 
the redevelopment has occurred on 11th 
(where two major mixed-use buildings have 
gone up and the historic Haehnel building 
was renovated), while 12th Street “continues 
to exhibit slum and blight conditions.” 

ARA board chair (and former City Council 
member) Charles Urdy agreed with some of 
the findings, but in a strongly worded reply, 
he argued that his organization’s shortcom- 
ings are largely the fault of the city. Delays in 
or failure to transfer certain parcels of land 
resulted in “substantial financial damage” 
to the ARA, Urdy wrote. 

The city’s operations agreement with ARA 
ends on March 30, by which time the City 


Council will have to determine whether to 
continue working with the organization. A 
recent assessment of the relationship by the 
city manager’s office concluded that it was 
“not advisable to continue the relationship 
as currently structured nor to bring to close 
our partnership.” 

The audit made nine recommendations 
to push the project to completion; City 
Manager Marc Ott agreed with eight and 
partially concurred with one (see “The 
Auditor Recommends,” right). 

The audit slammed ARA - which was 
expected to be sustainable and self-sufficient 
- for being overly reliant on the city for reve- 
nues, having “liquidity chal- 
lenges,” and relying heavily 
on debt to finance its opera- 
tions. It reported that since 
2001, ARA’s debt-to-net- 
assets ratio has jumped 
from 2:1 to 27:1 (anything 
above 5:1 is “cause for con- 
cern”). ARA’s largest source 
of revenue comes from the 
city’s Neighborhood 
Housing and Community 
Development Department, 
which rents office space in 
ARA’s Eleven East building. “ARA does not 
have sufficient funds and revenue streams to 
support its operations and program services 
in the long term,” the audit says; “our review 
of ARA’s current five-year financial plan shows 
that the financial plan is unrealistic.” 

Urdy’s response letter challenges the 
importance of the city rental money: “If 
NHCD were not leasing this space,” he wrote, 
“another tenant in this space would generate 
equivalent rental revenues.” The letter also 
challenged the audit’s formulation for deter- 
mining liquidity, saying that rather than look- 
ing at changes in net assets, a better mea- 
sure would consider cash and cash equiva- 
lents and that ARA’s has steadily grown since 




Waller Creek Plan Flows Along 


At a town hall meeting attended by about 
60 people on Oct. 24, urban design consul- 
tant ROMA presented a formal draft of the 
Waller Creek District Master Plan and 

gathered further ideas from the community. 
Some of the key questions about which 
attendees voiced opinions included: 

1) How should a planned pathway sys- 
tem be designed along the creek? New 


paths need to accommodate both bicylists 
and those on foot. They must connect well 
with the Downtown grid at the street level 
while also working at the subterranean creek 
level. New features needed could include 
bridges, elevated boardwalks, on-grade 
paths, and street crossings. 

2) How should restoration of the creek’s 
ecological integrity be balanced with ere- 


The Auditor Recommends 

In its report to city management on its audit of the Austin Revitalization Authority, the 
Office of the City Auditor made the following recommendations on the East 11th & 12th Street 
Redevelopment Project. City Manager Marc Ott concurred with all but the last one. 

• “Re-vision” the project to bring it back in accord with the master plan. 

• Create a detailed implementation plan. 

• Clearly define the roles of the three partners in the project (the ARA, the city, and the 
Urban Renewal Board, which oversees implementation and compliance of the East 11th 
and 12th Street plan). 

• Appoint a “project champion” to oversee the implementation plan. 

• The city’s Neighborhood Housing and Community Development department must ensure 
that contract monitoring includes detailed accounting reports. 

• Evaluate redevelopment options and financial risks prior to any new contractual agreements. 

• ARA management must develop a realistic financial plan. 

• Clarify or modify expectations for ARA’s self-sufficiency. 

• Appoint a project coordinator at NHCD (city manager partially disagreed). 


2000 to almost half a million dollars. Urdy 
claims that ARA is currently paying down 
debts, and “ARA is not borrowing to finance 
operations. This is an inconsistent notion 
when the organization is paying down debt.” 
With regard to preserving community char- 
acter, the audit says ARA has failed to prevent 
gentrification (former ARA president/CEO 
Byron Marshall admitted as much in a 
Chronicle interview this summer). “An increas- 
ing number of current or prospective business- 
es in the Redevelopment Area target higher- 
income levels, such as an upscale restaurant, 
luxury apartments, a yoga studio, and a con- 
temporary art gallery,” the report reads. “Most 
of the jobs brought to the area have not gone 
to community residents, and existing local 
businesses have difficulty affording rents, 
although some assistance is available for 
small and minority-owned businesses renting 
space in the Snell and Street-Jones buildings.” 
“ARA’s poor performance is even worse than I 
imagined it to be, and I have a pretty big imagi- 
nation,” said Tracy Witte of the Swede Hill 
Neighborhood Association, which borders the 


project to the north. However, she also criticized 
the audit itself for “giving insultingly short shrift 
to what is the most obvious and greatest and 
long-standing impediment to private investment 
on East 12th Street, and that is woefully inade- 
quate infrastructure. ... It’s more than $6 mil- 
lion in improvements that they’ve put into East 
11th Street for infrastructure. And what have 
they done for 12th Street? They dedicated 
$121,000 for facade improvement.” 

Listing off the many tasks ARA was originally 
assigned, Valerie Thatcher of the Robertson 
Hill Neighborhood Association (between 11th 
and 12th) said, “They haven’t done any of 
that.” She said her house near 12th is still 
surrounded by vacant lots that attract crime. 
“They’ve completely neglected 12th. They have 
not spent their focus trying to attract smaller 
businesses like sandwich shops or dry clean- 
ers or a minimart that’s not a convenience 
store.” She also pointed out that the Juniper 
Olive historic homes have not been renovat- 
ed. “Why weren’t they doing these smaller proj- 
ects instead of focusing on these big, giant, 
grandiose legacy projects?” - Lee Nichols 


ating a new aquatic urban amenity and 
attraction? The more beautiful and well- 
done the creekscape, the more likely the 
area will attract visitors and positive rede- 
velopment. Do we want views of the water 
from the street level or dense greenery 
along the banks? 

3) How can the project best serve as a 
catalyst for positive public-private redevel- 
opment? In particular, new projects facing 
the creek need to be carefully designed and 
regulated through zoning code provisions. 

City Project Manager Jim Robertson 
said he’s optimistic that, while funding 
sources still need to be identified, the mas- 
ter plan will be implemented. He cited the 
tunnel project (which removes the flood 
plain that previously blocked redevelop- 
ment), the leadership of Council Member 
Sheryl Cole, and the strong interest of the 
city manager as three big factors in the 
project’s favor. 


The draft master plan and extensive back- 
up information are online at www.wallercreekplan. 
org. Robertson encouraged citizens with addi- 
tional comments to provide them through the 
website within the next few weeks. Having 
now gathered extensive stakeholder input 
from citizens, boards and commissions, the 
business community, cyclists, and others - 
including two rounds with the Waller Creek 
Citizen Advisory Committee - the team is 
beginning its next round of revisions. Aus- 
tinites will get a chance to review the final 
master plan in the first quarter of next year; 
Robertson hopes to take the ultimate ver- 
sion to City Council by March 2010. 

Still lacking is a financing plan to accom- 
pany the master plan once it’s approved. “It 
becomes a whole new campaign after that,” 
Robertson said, commenting that a nonprofit 
foundation or other group may be required to 
rally the community and funding to imple- 
ment the vision. - Katherine Gregor

Every challenge an 

Remember the Texas Relays? 

That’s the UT track and field event held 
each year in April - last spring a number of 
businesses didn’t even wait for the first run- 
ners to take their marks before shuttering 
their doors to ward off the 40,000 mostly 
African-American visitors. Since we last 
reported on the hubbub (“Highland Mall 
Hysteria Over Texas Relays,” April 10), a 
Texas Relays Task Force headed by 
Council Member Sheryl Cole has formed. 

“This year was not the first time people 
felt unwelcome,” reveals task force member 
Anoa Monsho of Austin Energy. 

The snubbing by local business- 
es “has become a problem for 
Austin’s image. We’re supposed 
to be this big inclusive city,” she 
says. “This is our city, and we 
want people to feel welcome.” 

The annual weekend is not only 
one of Texas’ largest black par- 
ties, it’s also “the second larg- 
est relay event in the USA,” says 
Monsho, and it brings in more 
than $8 million in revenue, according to the 
Austin Convention & Visitors Bureau. One 
would think such a specific audience would 
excite businesses, but unfortunately, racial 
panic often trumps the logic of a captive 
market share. “The only people making 
money [on Texas Relays] right now are the 
ones who are throwing private parties,” 
Monsho says. “Plenty of outside promoters 
would love to come in and take over. Why 
don’t we, as a city, take this opportunity?”

The task force is planning to move in that 
direction, along with the weekend’s big play- 
ers. The University of Texas, the Texas 
Department of Transportation, Huston- 
Tillotson University, the returning Urban 
Music Festival - and yes, even reps from 
Highland Mall - are cooperating to create 
a safe and hospitable atmosphere. “I have 
never seen so much cooperation between 
UT and the city,” says Cole. “This might be 
a milestone.” 

More specifically, the task force is working 
with a group planning to debut an East Side 
Fair to provide local families, visi- 
tors, and small businesses a new 
option. The group comprises folks 
from the East Austin Rotary Club, 
Central East Austin Weed & Seed, 
and Keep Austin Beautiful and has 
enjoyed early endorsements from a 
number of Eastside churches and 
neighborhood associations. Plans 
for the test are ambitious. The 
group aims to transform the corri- 
dor that runs through Austin’s noto- 
riously blighted intersection of 12th and 
Chicon, with the intent of encouraging a trans- 
formation lasting long beyond the event itself.

Cole is upbeat. “I’m most pleased at the 
effort that has come from the community to 
make this a welcoming event this year.” 
Monsho concurs: “This is a case of problem 
versus opportunity - not just for people 
coming in from out of town but for our peo- 
ple, our city here.” - Kate X Messer 



COLE TO COUNCIL 

BUY THE DASH-CAMS ALREADY 


City Council Member Sheryl Cole is urging 
replacement of the Austin Police Depart- 
ment’s antiquated dashboard camera record- 
ers. Already a public sore point, the issue 
has garnered additional recent relevance in 
the aftermath of the shooting death of teen- 
ager Nathaniel Sanders II by APD Officer 
Leonardo Quintana and police chief Art 
Acevedo’s eventual disciplining of Quintana 
for failing to record the fatal incident. 

Cole held a press conference Monday, 
flanked by unlikely if not strange bedfellows: 
civil rights leaders including NAACP Austin 
President Nelson Linder and pastor Joseph 
Parker, but also Austin Police Association 
President Wayne Vincent. All parties called 
for the city to take action on replacing the 
current dash-cam system, which records to 
videocassettes and must be manually acti- 
vated, with a more reliable and automatic 
digital system. In the aftermath of Sanders’ 
shooting this spring, City Manager Marc Ott 
tasked the APD and the city’s Communications 
and Technology Management department 
with examining different video systems. Now, 
Cole says, it’s time for the city to act. “I am 
urging the city manager to quickly bring for- 


ward a proposal that they’ve already started 
working on for a digital camera system,” Cole 
says, calling the situation one that “pulls at 
the very fabric of our community. When you 
have a rift between law enforcement and the 
community they serve, you need to act with 
all deliberate speed, because that situation 
should not fester. I want the recommendations 
to come forth quickly, and I want council to 
quickly address it. That’s what leadership is.” 
With a tight city budget recently adopted 
and a new camera system costing millions 
of dollars, expense is an issue. And for so 
large a purchase, City Council approval is 
required. Cole anticipates a combination of 
funding mechanisms, including amassing 
already budgeted amounts, grant funding, 
and new spending. She also hopes for 
council action within the next three to four 
weeks. “It’s absolutely essential that we 
maintain trust between our public safety 
officials and the community they serve,” 

Cole says. “Digital cameras are no silver 
bullet for all our complex social issues 
between police and the community. However, 
it is a necessary tool to help pull our 
community together.” - Wells Dunbar

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Greenprint Draws 
a Blueprint for 
Central Texas 

With money for conservation perpetually 
tight, which lands in Central Texas are most 
important to protect? Which sites offer the 
most bang-for-the-buck stewardship by saving 
natural areas with multiple features that peo- 
ple really care about? As major roads, trans- 
mission lines, schools, parks, recreation 
facilities, government campuses, and private 
development projects need to get built in the 
region, how should they be sensitively sited 
to respect conservation priorities? 

Providing hard data to help answer those 
questions is the new Central Texas Green- 
print for Growth. A joint project of the Capital 
Area Council of Governments (aka CAPCOG), 
Envision Central Texas, and the Trust for 
Public Land, the four-county Greenprint was 
released Nov. 11. It adds detailed mapping of 
community land-conservation priorities in Hays, 
Caldwell, and Bastrop counties to the Travis 
County Greenprint, which was completed in 
2006. (See “How Green Grows My County?,” 
Dec. 14, 2007.) Nearly half the project’s 
funding came from the Federal Highway 
Administration, which saw the value in an 
integrated conservation planning tool. The Trust 
for Public Land had hoped to include all five 
counties in the Envision Central Texas region; 
unfortunately, Williamson County declined to par- 
ticipate or pony up the $50,000 requested. Still, 
the Central Texas Greenprint offers a wealth of 
detailed information that could foster coopera- 
tive, data-based regional conservation efforts. 

It also challenges established Austin atti- 
tudes. Because it labels specific tracts, many 
privately owned, as needing conservation 
efforts, the Greenprint is inherently unpopular 
with some landowners. In addition, it presents a 
very different picture of land conservation priori- 
ties than the city of Austin’s neat split estab- 
lished in the Smart Growth era: an Eastside 
Desired Development Zone vs. a Drinking Water 
Protection Zone covering the western half of the 
county. Those zones were based largely on a 
single criteria: the Edwards Aquifer. By con- 
trast, the Central Texas Greenprint, which factors 
in many complex regional conservation priorities, 
shows large areas east of town as critically

important 
to preserve 
as well as sever- 
al tracts over the 
aquifer as appropriate 
for development. According 
to Sean Moran, CAPCOG ’s 
regional planning director, that new 
picture has raised the hackles of some 
aquifer-focused environmentalists. 

SIX GOALS 

The Greenprint online is a handy tool that 
rewards time spent viewing and understand- 
ing it. (In the interactive version, viewers can 
zoom in to see how specific parcels rank or 
view whole corridors proposed for projects 
Hays, Caldwell, and Bastrop counties each 
led public, inclusive greenprint processes, 
which identified six key conservation goals: 

• Protect water quality and quantity 

• Protect sensitive ecological areas 

• Preserve farm and ranch lands 

• Enhance recreation opportunities 

• Protect cultural resources and historic sites 

• Protect scenic corridors and viewsheds 


Retirement Opens Another Bench Seat 

On the heels of Travis County Criminal District Court Judge Bob Perkins’ announcement last week that 
he’ll retire after 27 years on the 331st felony court bench, supporters of Judge David Crain retooled their 
website and are now raising money for Crain to run for Perkins’ spot. Crain, who currently sits as judge of 
the misdemeanor County Court at Law No. 3, must resign to run and is not expected to do so until early 
next year. His supporters started a “Draft Judge Crain” website (www.draftjudgecrain.com) initially to raise 
money for Crain to run for the 147th District Court which is being vacated by retiring Judge Wilford 
Flowers. That race had become crowded with three Democratic candidates, however, including city of 
Austin Police Monitor Clifford Brown and Assistant District Attorney Karen Sage - a circumstance almost 
guaranteed to cause a run-off after the primary on March 2. (No Republican candidates have yet 
announced for either the 147th or the 331st, meaning the race will most likely be decided in the primary.) 

But there are also rumblings that Crain might not be alone in his quest for that seat. The rumor that 
Mindy Montford, who ran last year to be Travis County district attorney, might throw her hat into the 
ring to take over Perkins’ seat has spread quickly through the courthouse this week. Montford spent 
roughly four years prosecuting felonies in Perkins’ court during her tenure as an assistant district attor- 
ney. She said she has not decided whether to run but is considering joining the race for Perkins’ seat, 
a judge she says served as her mentor as a young lawyer. - Jordan Smith 


Each coun- 
ty’s participants 
weighted the 
shared goals some- 
what differently. The 
resulting greenprint includes 
separate color-coded “opportunity 
maps” for each individual goal (which varied 
for Travis County). The Trust for Public Land’s 
process, used for many areas nationally, 
employs geographic information system 
mapping and modeling technology with mas- 
sive amounts of data-crunching. But Central 
Texas is the first region in the state to pro- 
duce an overall composite map showing 
which lands meet multiple conservation goals. 

The greenprint will only be as powerful as 
its adoption and use. Moran says that he 
and Envision Central Texas and Trust for 
Public Land staff are committed to a year of 
promoting the greenprint to regional plan- 
ners. But he concedes that consistent refer- 
ence to the greenprint over time for projects 
and regional planning efforts will require 
political will. The three partners have shied 
away from asking elected officials, regional 
entities, or constituent groups to adopt or 
endorse the greenprint. Yet if its supporters 
fail to show political moxie, the Central 
Texas Greenprint risks being just another 
pretty plan; this has largely been the case

for the Travis County Greenprint, which has 
seen very limited use since 2006. While it 
did affect some county parks-bond planning 
and the 2035 plan for the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization 
(which oversees regional transportation 
planning), according to Envision Central 
Texas’ Sally Campbell, its use and promo- 
tion were limited by political and organiza- 
tional problems. 

CAPCOG notes that Central Texas needs 
conservation planning now more than ever: 
The Texas State Data Center projects that 
1.5 million people will move to the region 
over the next 20 to 40 years. As the city of 
Austin’s comprehensive planning gets into 
full gear this week, the Central Texas Green- 
print is a timely addition to the Imagine 
Austin dialogue. - Katherine Gregor

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Enviros Applaud EPA Choice 
for Texas Head 


Good news for the environment in 
Texas: On Friday, President Barack Obama 
announced his selection of Dr. Alfredo “Al” 
Armendariz as the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency’s new regional admin- 
istrator for EPA Region 6, which is head- 
quartered in Dallas and includes Texas, 
Louisiana, New Mexico, Oklahoma, and 
Arkansas. Austin’s regional Sierra Club 
organizers Ian Davis and Eva Hernandez 
said the national nonprofit had supported 
Armendariz’s candidacy. “It’s great news,” 
Davis said. “Industry doesn’t like him. They’re 
having an ‘oh shit’ moment right now.” 

Regional administrators are responsible 
for managing the EPA’s regional activities 
under the direction of the EPA administra- 
tor, promoting state and local environ- 
mental protection efforts, and serving 
as a liaison to state and local officials. 
Armendariz has served as an expert wit- 
ness for the environmental group’s advo- 
cacy against coal plants, Hernandez said, 
and he has been publicly critical of the 
Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality for its laxity in enforcing environ- 
mental protection. Armendariz’s resume 


includes a stint as a research assistant 
at the MIT Center for Global Change 
Science in Massachusetts, and he has 
worked for the EPA’s Dallas office as an 
environmental scientist. Currently he’s an 
associate professor at Southern 
Methodist University in Dallas. 

“At this moment of great challenge and 
even greater opportunity, I’m thrilled that 
Al will be part of our leadership team,” 
said EPA Administrator Lisa Jackson in a 
press release. As President Obama’s new 
head of the EPA, Jackson has taken steps 
to force the TCEQ to cease operating in 
violation of the federal Clean Air Act. 

Before Armendariz was selected, he post- 
ed a statement on his personal website 
outlining Jackson’s priorities for the agen- 
cy - including developing solar and wind 
energy resources, improving urban air qual- 
ity, converting brownfields back to econom- 
ically productive uses, and developing the 
water and sanitation infrastructure of low- 
income communities. “It would be a privi- 
lege to work as part of her team on these 
issues,” he wrote.

COUNTY SETTLES ONE CLAIM, 
REJECTS ANOTHER 


Travis County Commissioners last week 
agreed to pay $40,000 to the county’s for- 
mer human resources director but rejected 
a second settlement offer of more than 
$560,000 brought by Alicia Perez, the for- 
mer executive manager of administrative 
operations. Commissioners fired Perez and 
former Human Resources Director Linda 
Moore Smith on Sept. 1, stating their 
intent to negotiate severance packages with 
the two longtime employees. Commissioners 
voted 3-1 to approve the Smith settlement, 
with Margaret Gomez voting no and Ron 
Davis absent; the second vote, to reject the 
Perez deal, was unanimous. 

As part of her settlement, Smith agreed 
to assist the county with any future litiga- 
tion stemming from her tenure of nearly 
12 years, which included four Equal 
Employment Opportunity complaints filed 
against her. The action suggests that com- 
missioners expect Perez to ultimately file a 
lawsuit against the county, particularly 
given their refusal to make a counteroffer. 
Perez said her attorneys had arrived at the 
proposed sum of $563,880 based on the 
income and retirement income she would 
have received had she been allowed to 
stay in her position another three to five 
years. “We sent [the county] a letter with 
our offer, and we asked for a counter. They 
chose not to counter,” Perez said. If the 
county isn’t willing to return to the table, 
she said her next step is to file a com- 


plaint with the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. 

Smith’s settlement of $40,000 is rela- 
tively low - she had asked for nearly twice 
that amount - but commissioners took into 
consideration the number of formal com- 
plaints filed against her, as well as several 
e-mails to commissioners from employees 
who said they feared for their jobs under 
what they described as Smith’s authoritari- 
an management style, according to county 
documents (see “Travis County ‘Death 
Spiral,”' Oct. 2). 

In firing the two executives, the county 
asserted that the two could not get along 
and that their sour relationship was having 
an adverse effect on employees in the HR 
department. But records show that the 
source of the low morale in the department 
had originated with Smith as early as 2002. 
Perez, whose duties included oversight 
of the Human Resources Management 
Department, among other divisions, had 
sought to fire Smith in 2005, but the 
County Attorney’s Office instead advised 
her to place Smith on a performance improve- 
ment plan. Smith did show improvement 
but then reversed course, Perez said. Perez 
again tried to terminate Smith in July 2008, 
but by then commissioners were already 
drawing the conclusion that the two simply 
could not work together and the best solu- 
tion, as they saw it, was to fire them both.

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AE TASK FORCE 

JUGGLING THE 
ENERGY SCENARIOS 

For the last four months, nine representa- 
tives of local consumer, environmental, com- 
mercial, and industrial groups have been 
meeting once a week at City Hall to talk about 
“the future of Austin Energy” - more specifi- 
cally, what magical mix of renewable power the 
utility ought to establish over the next decade 
both to meet the criteria of the Austin Climate 
Protection Plan and to provide reliable, 
affordable electricity to ratepayers. Known 
collectively as the Austin Generation 
Resource Planning Task Force, 
the council-appointed members 
spent their Wednesday afternoons 
scrutinizing the financial and envi- 
ronmental implications of various 
combinations of solar, wind, bio- 
mass, coal, natural gas, and nucle- 
ar power. Then, last week, they took 
a vote - or two or four. 

Tasked with making one recommendation 
to council, in the end the group actually made 
several. The members voted unanimously not 
on a specific generation portfolio but on a 
set of guidelines for Austin Energy to follow 
(see “Energy Mix Highlights,” right). Then 
three members - those from the commer- 
cial/industrial bloc - voted to support a 
resource mix they’d developed themselves, 
dubbed Task Force Scenario No. 2, that 
attempts to achieve cost savings through 
greater emphasis on “distributed generation,” 
like rooftop solar and similar initiatives. 
Energy consultant Mike Sloan cast the lone 
vote for Scenario No. 1, a plan that would 
completely ramp down the Fayette coal plant 
by 2014. The remaining five members provid- 
ed the majority vote to support the (unnum- 
bered) generation mix AE had recommended 
in August, but with a proviso that AE “review 
the plan in two years with the target of accel- 
erating the phase down of Fayette plant and 
toward its eventual closure by 2020 if eco- 
nomically and technologically feasible.” 

Because the coal-burning Fayette Power 
Project accounts for 71% of the utility’s car- 
bon-dioxide emissions, it has become a 
major sticking point in the generation-plan 
debate. “The nation and the world watches

Austin,” said former ACPP 
Program Manager Jake Stewart, 
who visited the task force before the 
vote to argue against the Fayette plant. “If 
we can’t get out of coal in 10 years,” he said, 
“it puts us in a precarious situation as a 
nation and as a planet.” Though AE’s propos- 
al exceeds the environmental goals set by 
the ACPP it does not close Fayette. It does 
propose “setting the stage for eventual sale 
or other disposition of Austin’s share” - but 
that wasn’t enough for the task force majority. 

Coal hasn’t been the group’s only stick- 
ing point; cost has also been an issue. AE 
hired Pace Consulting to spin a dazzling 
array of cost and risk analyses for several 
scenarios. But with the exception of a sce- 
nario adding nuclear power, the data - 
including AE’s plan and a scenario that 
replaces the Fayette Power Project with 
renewables - showed “a pretty narrow 
range of economic outcomes,” as Solar 
Austin’s Cary Ferchill put it. Other task 
force members agreed. “Everything I’ve 
seen shows that there is just not that 
much difference in the pricing,” said mem- 
ber Chris Herbert, who also chairs the 
Resource Management Commission. 
Members Ferchill, Sloan, the Sierra Club’s 
Cyrus Reed, and Public Citizen’s Matt 
Johnson have been particularly enthusias- 
tic about data showing that phasing out 


Austin Police CpI. Darryl Fulbright has been cleared of three complaints brought against him by Mindy 
Montford, a former assistant district attorney who ran for the top D.A. spot in last year’s Democratic primary. 
Fulbright arrested Montford in June on a public intoxication charge. The Austin Police Department’s Internal 
Affairs ruled as “unfounded” Montford’s complaint that Fulbright arrested her in retaliation for stepping for- 
ward to advise her friend, the driver of the car she was riding in, of his legal right not to take a field sobriety 
test. Montford also complained that there was no evidence to suggest she was drunk, let alone so intoxicat- 
ed as to be a danger to herself or others (the legal standard for a public intoxication charge), and that 
Fulbright should have given her a chance to find a safe way home before hauling her off to jail for what is a 
fine-only offense. Fulbright was exonerated on both accounts. Montford intends to take her complaint to the 
Citizen Review Panel tonight, Thursday, to make recommendations on policy - and perhaps to ask that the 
case be reopened and reinvestigated. As it turns out, the investigator in charge of her complaint was 
Detective Chris Dunn, who was fired last week for his failure to maintain an impartial attitude in his investi- 
gation of the Nathaniel Sanders II shooting death (see “Acevedo: Chris Dunn Is ‘Damaged Goods,”’ p.27). “I 
still maintain that my complaint was not handled properly,” Montford says, “and everybody should be scared 
of being arrested if this is the standard” police interpretation of public intoxication. - Jordan Smith 


Fayette by 2020 costs only a few dollars 
more per megawatt than AE’s plan. 

Narrow as that difference is, it still poses 
potential difficulties for two groups: the low- 
est-income customers, from whose budgets a 
couple of dollars means a big bite, and the 
highest-income - businesses that use the 
most electricity - for whom small differences 
quickly accumulate. Without the purview to 
address rate issues (only City Council can 
decide “who pays for what,” says AE General 
Manager Roger Duncan), the task force 
tackled the first issue the way AE does - with 
a push for special programs assisting low- 
income customers. 

Satisfying the commercial/industrial inter- 
ests proved trickier. In October, the Power 
Improvement Action Committee, a group 
that represents AE’s largest users, called 
AE’s plan “an unreasonable burden on [our] 
community at this time.” The committee rec- 
ommended various improvements, including 
“cost goals,” a flexible planning process to 
allow for updates “based on changes to fore- 
casts and assumptions,” and increased 
demand-side management. The task force’s 
guidelines reflect all of these priorities. Still, 
three members - the Building Owners and 
Managers Association’s John Sutton, 

Span si on’s Ron Rogerson, and Freescale’s 
Roger Wood - voted for their own plan, 
Scenario No. 2, which they designed them- 
selves to reduce capital outlay. 

Still, Sutton says, “When you get down to 
it, the scenarios - there’s not a whole lot of 
difference between them.” He says he’s com- 
fortable with the task force’s recommenda- 
tions mainly because of the “triggers and 
double-checks” it has built into the process 
going forward. (To read the minority reports 
written by supporters of scenarios 1 and 2, 
see this story online at austinchronicle.com.) 

The Electric Utility Commission and 
the Resource Management Commission 
expect to make their recommendations 
Nov. 16 and 17. AE will then take all three 
recommendations, along with its own, to 
City Council; no date has yet been set. As 
a matter of “process,” says Duncan, AE will

The Generation Resource Planning Task 
Force voted unanimously to recommend 
that any generation plan adopted by City 
Council be subject to the following guide- 
lines (the group laid out specific strategies 
and goals for each of the guidelines, avail- 
able in the full report online with this arti- 
cle at austinchronicle.com): 

1) Increase conservation and efficiency. 

2) Favor carbon-free generation over car- 
bon-based resources, subject to eco- 
nomic feasibility. 

3) Reassess the plan as new cost and envi- 
ronmental data become available. 

4) Consider expanded natural gas facilities. 

5) Consider nuclear power. (While the task 
force “does not recommend additional 
nuclear power at this time,” it does recom- 
mend considering it “in the event power 
from nuclear or other generation sources is 
offered to Austin Energy.”) 

6) Reduce bill impact on those least able 
to pay. 

7) Ensure maximum transparency and public 
participation in energy resource decisions 
(e.g., any decision to acquire 10 megawatts 
or more of capacity should be considered 
by all applicable commissions and present- 
ed twice to council before approval). 

8) Assume leadership role in the Austin 
Climate Protection Plan. 

9) Maintain the reliability and quality of 
the Austin Energy transmission and 
distribution system. 


not be changing its own proposal based on 
those of the citizen groups. “We will stand 
up and say whether we agree or disagree 
with particular amendments and why,” he 
said, “but it’s up to the council to put 
together the final package.”

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RECA Gets a Splash of Cold water 


“Needs are not the same as wants” when 
it comes to water use, warned Tom Mason, 
general manager of the Lower Colorado 
River Authority, at a Real Estate Council 
of Austin luncheon Nov. 4. “You could live 
without oil, you can live without electricity, 
but you can’t live without water.” 

Mason described LCRA’s current water 
supply as “possibly worse than any drought 
of record.” While he reassured the crowd of 
developers and other real estate industry 
professionals that “we have plenty of water 
for Central Texas’ critical needs,” he said 
watering a St. Augustine lawn in a drought 
on a 100-degree summer day is not a criti- 
cal need. “Don’t let the revived green lawns 
and landscapes in Austin fool you,” he said. 
“The reality is, there’s not enough water 
coming into the lakes right now.” 

Mason warned that the continued drought 
and long-term water demands require our 
region to fundamentally 
change its water-consum- 
ing behavior. “Conservation 
is still incredibly impor- 
tant,” he said. “It’s the 
cheapest, easiest, best, 
fastest way to make our 
water supplies last longer.” 

He then counseled devel- 
opers to build water con- 
servation into new proj- 
ects. LCRA is advocating 
for a more flexible state 
water management plan 
that could allow denial of 
more water requests, he 
said; LCRA intends to go 
to the Texas Commis- 
sion on Environmental 
Quality to get the state 
plan changed. 

Mason and his staff 
recently recommended to 
the LCRA board new strate- 
gies - four separate 
actions - to manage water 
supplies. Attracting the 
most attention is a move 
to temporarily suspend new 
contracts for LCRA water, 
including existing requests 
from new subdivisions, 
industry, and other developments. Mason 
noted that the ban would not apply to cities 
using more water than their contracts cur- 
rently allow. But despite Mason’s call for 
conservation, another of the four recommen- 
dations would give LCRA’s blessing to its 
customers - which include Austin and sur- 
rounding cities - to lift their mandatory 
watering restrictions. Before the recent rain- 
fall, LCRA had requested a 25% reduction in 
usage for outdoor watering from its custom- 
ers. The LCRA board discussed all of the 
revised recommendations and heard public 
input at a Nov. 10 meeting. Speakers includ- 
ed Mayor Lee Leffingwell, who spoke to 
the city’s commitment to water conservation; 
he encouraged LCRA to incorporate new les- 
sons from this drought into its future plan- 


ning, emphasizing that Austin, as its largest 
($100 million) customer, is due a secure, 
long-term water supply. The board is expect- 
ed to act on the recommendations Nov. 18. 

In the Highland Lakes reservoirs that 
provide Austin’s drinking water, said Mason, 
“We’re still 267,000 acre-feet below where 
we’d be if we just repeated the historic 
drought of record.” That benchmark, from 
1947 to 1957, was used as a worst-case 
scenario in crafting the existing 1999 state 
water management plan. During that 10-year 
period, Mason said, “it almost stopped rain- 
ing.” Texas had a population of about 7.7 
million in that era, he noted; now it has a 
population of about 24 million. Mason 
believes we may now have a worse situation 
than the worst-case scenario. 

Mason reassured RECA members twice 
that LCRA’s water supply is “adequate not to 
limit growth or development.” But “in the 

water supply business, you 
want to be extremely con- 
servative,” he warned. 

LCRA is circulating a draft 
of its Water Supply 
Resource Plan, which 
looks out to the year 2100 
and emphasizes conserva- 
tion in forecasting a possi- 
ble water shortage. 

One interesting possibility 
Mason raised: The water 
shortage could become 
Texas’ best tool for halting 
coal plants. Among the 
pending water contract 
requests that would go on 
hold, if staff recommenda- 
tions get board approval, is 
a request from White 
Stallion Energy Co. to 
build a new coal plant in 
Matagorda County. The proj- 
ect - one of a dozen new 
coal plants in progress in 
Texas - is opposed by a 
slate of environmental 
groups as well as the Texas 
Medical Association and 
the American Lung 
Association. White Stal- 
lion’s application, as posted 
at www.nocoalcoalition.org, includes a request to 
remove up to 35,706 acre-feet of water from 
the Colorado River annually. 

LCRA is in the coal-fueled energy busi- 
ness too, of course. Water provides only 
about 7% of LCRA’s revenues, said Mason - 
if nearly all of the fights - while the other 
93% comes from electricity sales. LCRA pro- 
vides wholesale electricity to 1.1 million 
people in 42 cities and 55 counties (but not 
Austin). Currently, about half of LCRA’s 
power is generated from coal (it owns two 
thirds of the Fayette Power Project; the 
other third is owned by Austin Energy). 

In Central Texas, water is power, in more 
ways than one. “We have to have a compre- 
hensive water plan,” said Mason. “We’re all 
in this together.” - Katherine Gregor

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Wheels in Motion for New Bus Fares 


On the upside: Even after Capital Metro raises 
fares, a ride on one of the agency’s buses will still be 
cheaper than mass transportation in other cities. 

The downside: If you’re so bad off that you can’t 
afford the fares now, that’s a moot point. 

Changing its collective mind once again, Capital Metro’s 
board of directors voted last week to push a fare increase 
previously planned for August 2010 up to January. It will 
likely be the last major decision the board makes before 
state law changes its composition beginning Jan. 1. 

Last year, a single-ride fare jumped from 50 cents to 
75 cents, and it was scheduled to rise again to $1 in 
August. However, financial woes prompted Cap Metro’s 
staff to suggest starting the $1 fare and similar increases 
in multitrip passes eight months earlier. 

Discussion of diverting $2.6 million in federal stimulus 
money from rail improvements to regular operations was 
seriously considered late this summer in an effort to fore- 
stall the increase, but a 4-1 vote on Nov. 4 sealed the 
deal, and the board said new rates will begin Jan. 18. 

The only real debate last week wasn’t whether to 
bring fares more in line with other transit systems, but 
rather who would pay them. Staff proposed that 
seniors and the disabled, who ride for free, begin pay- 
ing a small fare, but that was squelched. 

“We’re not a social service agency,” said board 
member and Leander Mayor John Cowman, repeating 
what has become a bit of a mantra at Cap Metro late- 
ly. “Twenty-five cents [the proposed discount fare] will 
take a senior around the city. ... Everybody should be 
paying. I don’t mean to be cruel or insensitive, but I 
think it’s very important that we empower each other 
and all pitch in to build Capital Metro.”

“We’re in the people business, though,” countered 
board member Mike Manor. “I think in terms of using 
tax dollars ... we have some ethical considerations of 
what [the] social impacts are.” 

Eventually, Cowman went along with the majority for 
the January increase (minus the charge on the dis- 
abled and elderly), while Manor voted no out of con- 
cern for those with low incomes. 

On that front, “Origin and destination studies that 
Cap Metro has provided show that a majority of low- 
income and minority riders buy the 31-day pass,” said 
D’Ann Johnson of Texas RioGrande Legal Aid, a 
nonprofit that assists the poor. Those monthly bus 
passes were hit with especially large hikes, proportion- 
ately - the second in about a year. “We know that 
increase from $10 per month a year ago to $28 now 
is a significant impact to people. Twenty dollars a 
month, $250 a year for people on fixed incomes. And 
they aren’t choice riders, they’re transit-dependent.” 
The Capital Area Metropolitan Planning Organiza- 
tion, which oversees transportation planning for the region, 
has the option to reverse the fare changes by Jan. 4, but 
said at its November meeting it would not do so.

In other Cap Metro news: Although CAMPO elected 
not to renew Manor for one of its slots in the January 
restructuring of the Cap Metro board, Manor plans to 
apply for Travis County’s slot, which will be vacated by 
the current board chair, Travis County Commissioner 
Margaret Gomez.

Jacksonville state Rep. Chuck Hopson announced Nov. 6 that he’s 
switching from running as a Democrat to as a Republican in the next elec- 
tion, citing disaffection with the Obama administration. Texas Democratic 
Women President-Elect Joanna Reagan immediately demanded that he 
return recent campaign donations, while Texas Democratic Party Chair 
Boyd Richie said, “The only reason anyone would leave is for crass political 
reasons” The East Texas conservative Dem held House District 11 by a 
slender 120-vote margin in 2008, and Democrats had predicted a tough 
race for any Democrat there in 2010. However, Hopson may not be taking 
the seat with him. Although House Republicans applauded his defection, 
Hopson’s walk across party lines may actually be a march into the political 
wilderness. While his voting record put him on the Democrats’ right wing, 
he has scored consistently poorly with right-wing think tanks like the 
Heritage Alliance and Empower Texans, and, in reply to his announcement, 
the Young Conservatives of Texas wrote, “He’s a liberal now, and will always 
be a liberal.” Within two days of his party switch, he attracted a potential 
primary challenger: Jacksonville dentist Michael Banks.

First FLDS Conviction Since Raid 

Raymond Jessop, the first of 12 members of the polygamous Mormon 
breakaway sect the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints to be tried in Texas on charges related to the practice of taking multi- 
ple (and often underage) wives, has been given 10 years in prison by a jury 
in the West Texas town of Eldorado. His conviction was based on a sexual 
assault charge related to his “spiritual marriage” to an underage FLDS mem- 
ber, allegedly a daughter of the group’s imprisoned prophet Warren Jeffs; 
Jessop still faces trial on a charge of bigamy. His lawyers told reporters they 
would appeal the charge, challenging the search warrants that provided the 
government with evidence they said proved the charges. Indeed, the warrants 
were obtained last spring during a raid based on a hoax phone call to offi- 
cials. The caller had claimed there was abuse happening at the sect’s gated 
compound. Law enforcement raided the ranch, and more than 400 children 
were removed from the property, but later returned to their families after 
courts ruled that the state had no cause to remove them.

BIG TO-DO OVER NEW NAME FOR RAIL DISTRICT 


Down at the intersection of Third and 
Bowie (long live the Electric Lounge!) on 
Monday, the Austin-San Antonio 
Intermunicipal Commuter Rail District 
brought in some top-gun elected officials 
to announce the big news that ... it’s 
changed its name! Not much else to really 
convince people that the idea of a com- 
muter rail line running from Williamson 
County to San Antonio will actually happen, 
but for what it’s worth, it’s now the Lone 
Star Rail District, or LSTAR. 

Well okay, that wasn’t all - there was 
also a glitzy video with loud music and 
the announcement that environmental 
studies of the proposed corridor will 
begin. But of course, the elephant in the 
room is that a new route, east of 1-35, 
will have to be built to move Union 
Pacific’s freight rail off the existing tracks. 
Can that happen? Officials were less 
than specific. “I don’t think it’s a major 
problem if you have the money,” said 
Austin Mayor Lee Leffingwell. “But fed- 
eral money has to be involved. There’s 
not enough money in the region. I’m opti- 
mistic about that possibility.” 

Austin state Sen. Kirk Watson said he 
was also optimistic because voters voted 
in 2005 for a mechanism to allow it to 
happen, and the Legislature in the most 
recent session approved a small amount 


of money for rail relocation. But 
ultimately, Watson says, the Texas 
Department of Transportation 
- which he says has been 
resistant - needs to be on 
board: “TxDOT needs to 
recognize that ‘transpor- 
tation’ is in their name, 
and they’re not just a 
highway department.”

On its website, the Del Valle Independent School District 
says it “values ALL forms of parent involvement.” Yet par- 
ents are finding there is one form that the district adminis- 
tration doesn’t value highly enough to allow on campus: par- 
ent-teacher associations. After being rebuffed in her efforts 
to establish PTAs to assist staff and students, Del Valle 
Elementary School parent Liliana Orozco said: “Why don’t 
they want us to get organized on our own? I just don’t 
understand, and the other parents are baffled.” 

Covering much of southeast Travis County, Del Valle ISD 
faces complex challenges. Even though it achieved “recog- 
nized” status in the state’s latest accountability ratings, 

27.5% of its 2008-09 enrollment of 9,555 students were 
classified by the Texas Education Agency as having limited 
English proficiency and 79.2% were classified as economical- 
ly disadvantaged. Determined to help out on campus, Orozco 
tried to join her local PTA but found there wasn’t one at any 
of the district’s 12 schools. Convinced that she could find 
the 20 parents required to form a PTA and that additional 
parents would pay the required $4 annual fee, she tried to 
get the administration to assist this new parent initiative. 

Yet at successive meetings with Del Valle Elementary 
School Principal Bertha Hernandez, the board of trustees, 
and Superintendent Bernard Blanchard, parents got the 
same message: The district doesn’t have PTAs and so far 
has rejected all requests to formally discuss the matter at 
the board level. Orozco said, “They don’t seem to be interest- 
ed in finding out what good a PTA can do for the district.” AUStill OOIUp P1&J1 

Texas PTA Executive Director Kyle Ward called the admin- Gr0tS 
istration’s push-back “stronger than anything I have seen in & 

my three-and-a-half years here.” He said Blanchard had told 
him that here had been independent parent-teacher organiza- 
tions, but they had fallen apart over funding and nonprofit tax 
status issues - two decades ago. Now each campus has a 
parent-involvement committee, operated by the administra- 
tion. Del Valle ISD Communications and Community Relations 
Director Celina Bley explained, “Each campus meets with 
parents and talks with parents about different upcoming 
events and volunteer opportunities.” 

Since the Texas Education Code specifically allows for 
multiple parental groups on campus, establishing PTAs 
wouldn’t require disbanding the parent-involvement commit- 
tees. However, in a statement, Blanchard told the parents, 

“We don’t see the need for competing groups and especially 
don’t want parents to feel like they have to pay dues of any 
amount to be involved.” 

But Orozco said the PICs are indicative of the district’s top- 
down approach to parental involvement. She attended the Del 
Valle Elementary PIC meeting on Oct. 13 - one of only three 
planned for the entire school year. The meeting was sched- 
uled for 8am (“What we want is a real relationship with the 



teachers,” she said, “but the teachers were in 
the classrooms”), and she was disappointed to 
find that, rather than a discussion, there was 
just a list of school events that the district had 
already organized and for which they needed 
volunteers. She said: “There was a feeling that 
they really didn’t want our input. They had their 
activities, and that was it.” 

The Texas PTA backs the Del Valle parents’ 
call for their own associations because of the 
additional parental education programs and 
support they can provide. Ward said, “It’s not 
just about raising money but about making sure 
that parents have a voice and are visible in 
their child’s education.” He added, “[Blanchard] 
feels like his parent-involvement committees 
suffice for a parent-run organization, but it 
appears to us that they are more district-run.” 

That might violate the Texas Education Code, Ward said. 
“Section 26.001 talks about your parent organizations being 
parent-run. So I guess the question comes into play: Is [Del 
Valle] in compliance?” (The district counters that there is no 
such requirement and that its current policy in which it agrees 
to “cooperate” with such groups complies with state law.) 

Since the Del Valle parents started campaigning, there 
have been positive steps from the district. The parental- 


involvement link is now high- 
lighted on every school web- 
site, and there will be organi- 
zational meetings a week 
before every event, rather 
than just having parents sign 
up and turn up on the day. 
Orozco called these changes 
“great, but we still want PTAs.” 
So the parents petitioned for 
a discussion of PTAs to be 
placed on the agenda for the Nov. 17 trustees meeting. That 
agenda should be posted Nov. 13, and Orozco said she 
hopes that a discussion may answer an important question: 
“If there is resistance on the board, from whom and why?” 
Until then, she and the other parents will keep working with 
the parent-involvement committees, “because we want to be 
involved, however it is done.”

ECONOMIC INDICATORS FOR 
REAL PEOPLE 

How’s our economy doing? 

Most economists, media outlets, and 
politicos judge economic performance by 
such statistical indicators as the Dow Jones 
industrial average. Aren’t there better indica- 
tors than stock prices? 

Forbes.com has found several that it says 
could be more accurate - such as the size 
of restaurant garbage piles. The bigger the 
pile, the better, for more garbage indicates 
more customers, say Forbes analysts, who 
report that things are picking up from last 
year’s severe downturn, with garbage now 
amassing to the telltale point that “this 
summer it was stinky ... again.” 

I think Forbes is onto something by using 
sociological observations to determine eco- 
nomic well-being, but its love-the-rich bias 
causes it to overlook even more telling indi- 
cators of how things are going for the 
unrich. For example, its stinky index 
would’ve been enhanced by a count of the 
number of people rummaging through those 
garbage bins to find something to eat. 

Forbes also puts a lot of stock in the 
autumn sale of wines at Christie’s, the tony 
auction house. Wine bidders, reports a 
Christie’s official, are often speculators looking 
to buy low and sell high. At this year’s autumn 
wine auction, sales nearly doubled last year’s 
low volume - a clear sign of an improving 
economy, Forbes tells us. Well, maybe for the 
swells who are into wine speculation, but what 
about ordinary folks who buy wine to, you know 
... drink? A good measure of their status might 
be in whether the buyers of Two Buck Chuck 
have moved up to some of the $5 wines. 

The Forbes indicators are fun, but like the 
Dow Jones industrial average, they miss the 
economic realities experienced by the worka- 
day American majority. That’s why I think we 
need a Doug Jones average. Yeah, an index to 
tell us how Doug and Darlene are doing. Now 
that’d be economic information worth knowing. 


SWINE FLU? SHAME ON YOU. 

Sometimes, being mean to people can 
turn around and bite you on the butt - even 
if you’re a corporation and, physiologically 
speaking, you have no butt. 

One of the meanest and stingiest work- 
place policies is the denial of paid sick 
days for employees - a reality faced by 
almost 40% of private sector workers. 

These people are mostly working lower- 
wage jobs and cannot afford to miss even a 
single day’s pay. So the result of the corpo- 
rate minginess is that tens of millions of 
coughing, wheezing, sneezing, vomiting 
employees are on the job rather than calling 
in sick and staying home. These include 
food handlers, health care workers, and oth- 
ers who deal directly with the public. 

While this corporate approach saves 
money for employers, ill workers pay a 
heavy price - and their contagious illnesses 
can easily spread to co-workers and cus- 
tomers. This has always been a public 
health problem, but with a swine flu pan- 
demic sweeping our country, it has become 
a national health threat. 

In addition to workers who get no paid sick 
days, millions more are employed by such 
outfits as Wal-Mart, which aggressively dis- 
courages any use of the benefit. This retail- 
ing behemoth runs a points system - use 
one sick day, and you get one demerit; accu- 
mulate five or more, and you can be fired. 

This strategy is now biting corporate 
butts. Because of swine flu, executives are 
demanding that ill employees stay home, yet 
workers get no pay or get demerits if they 
do stay home, so they don’t. Instead, they’re 
at work, greeting customers with, “Cough, 
cough ... may I ... cough-cough, help you?” 

Meanwhile, these same companies are 
fighting a legislative requirement to pro- 
vide a mere seven paid sick days a year. 
The new company slogan could be: “Wal- 
Mart - Spreading Swine Flu, One Customer 
at a Time.”

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APD suspends Quintana, fires Dunn - but doubts remain 
about the Nate Sanders shooting

During the nine years that Officer Leonardo 
Quintana has served with the Austin Police 
Department, he says he’s learned on-the-job 
lessons to help him better perform his duties 
as a peace officer - including the best moment 
to activate his patrol car’s in-car video camera. 

Quintana has learned through experience 
that if he activates the camera while following 
a suspect vehicle but before initiating a stop, 
the red light that indicates the camera is on 
can be seen, through the car’s windshield, 
from the car he’s following. According to 
Quintana’s union attorney, Tom Stribling, that 
tip-off can complicate the stop. In one 
instance, Stribling explained, the moment 
Quintana made a stop, “four or five people 
right away bail out of the car and run.” When 
Quintana caught the suspects and asked why 
they had fled, they replied, “Because we knew 
you were about to stop us.” In order to avoid 
such situations, Stribling said, Quintana has 
learned to wait “and not 
turn on his camera until 
the last minute.” 

According to Stribling, 
that was the scenario just 
after 5 am on May 11, 
when Quintana spotted a 
gold Mercedes-Benz sta- 
tion wagon driving along 
Springdale Road toward 
the Walnut Creek apart- 
ments. Quintana had 
pulled into the parking 
lot of a nearby AutoZone 
and was writing up a 
report when the car drove 
by; Quintana had been 
keeping an eye out for a 
vehicle fitting the descrip- 
tion of the wagon, which 
he later learned was 
owned by Austin amateur 
boxer Sir Smith. Police 
suspected that the car was 
connected to a string of 
robberies that began in 
March - including that of 
two cab drivers robbed at 
gunpoint - and to an inci- 
dent just two days before, 
when Quintana and other 
officers had heard random 
gunshots being fired from 
somewhere in the Walnut 
Creek complex. Quintana 
pulled out of the AutoZone parking lot and 
began to follow the car. But he did not turn on 
his camera - not then, and not at the moment 
of making the stop. 

What began as a traffic stop (albeit a poten- 
tially risky one, of unknown suspects who 
Quintana believed were likely armed) ended

with the death of 18-year- old Nathaniel 
Sanders II. Quintana shot Sanders twice - 
once in the shoulder, once in the back of the 
head - and wounded the car’s owner, Smith, 
who took a bullet in the chest (it traveled 
along his pectoral muscle and exited near his 
abdomen) but made a full recovery. What we 
know most precisely (and yet incompletely) 
about what happened that morning comes 
indeed from an in-car police video, but not 
that of Quintana’s vehicle. Another respond- 
ing officer, John Alexander Hitzelberg, had 
activated his camera, and it captured part of 
the incident that ended in Quintana’s shoot- 
ing of Sanders and Smith. 

On Wednesday, Nov. 4, nearly six months 
later, APD Chief Art Acevedo announced that 
Quintana’s failure to activate the mobile 
video recorder that morning would earn him 
an unpaid 15-day suspension. (Acevedo also 
meted out a three-day suspension for Officer 
Mohammad Siddiqui, 
who was at the scene 
and who also failed 
to activate his camera.) 
But Acevedo said also 
that despite that fail- 
ure, Quintana had 
acted within policy 
during his encounter 
with Sanders, Smith, 
and the driver of 
the vehicle, Michael 
Franklin; Quintana’s 
use of deadly force, 
Acevedo concluded, 
was justified. “The use 
of force by . . . Quintana 
was objectively reason- 
able based on the total- 
ity of the circumstanc- 
es,” Acevedo told re- 
porters last week. “That 
was consistent with 
the recommendation 
of [Quintana’s] entire 
chain of command. 
That was consistent 
with the recommenda- 
tions of the Citizen 
Review Panel; it was 
consistent with the 
findings of the [Travis 
County] grand jury. 
And it is my finding as 
the chief of police.” 

Nonetheless, the months of investigation - 
first by APD criminal investigators, by Internal 
Affairs investigators, and then, at the request of 
the civilian police oversight panel, by an outside 
independent reviewer - have not put to rest 
questions about the shooting. That’s especially 
true for the Sanders family, who believe the rela-

tively light punishment for Quintana is an 
“insult,” said the family’s attorney Adam Loewy. 
The lack of visual evidence is also central to the 
overriding question that lingers for Sanders’ 
family: Did Nathaniel Sanders II have to die? 

Beyond His Control 

Austin police cars were first equipped with 
in-car video recorders in the late Nineties, a tech- 
nological advancement mandated as part of the 
settlement of a civil case sparked by the infa- 
mous Cedar Avenue incident of Feb. 11, 1995. 
At least 70 officers responded to a call about an 
officer down at a large annual children’s 
Valentine’s party held by Ira and Charmaine 
Bedford and attended by their friends, family, 
and neighbors in East Austin. The police 
response, to a report that an officer had been hit 
in the head with a knife by an unknown assailant 
at the party, mined into a melee, and the case 
eventually wound up in federal court. The instal- 
lation of patrol car cameras was part of a plan to 
improve community relations between APD and 
Eastside residents, who often felt more threat- 
ened than protected by the city’s police. 

That APD has had the cameras for so long 
(cameras that use VHS tapes and are now decid- 
edly outdated, a circumstance Acevedo has said 
he hopes to remedy with an upgrade to digital 
recorders as soon as possible; see “Cole to 
Council,” p.17) makes the lack of video in the 
Sanders shooting additionally frustrating. 
Without a complete video picture of the inci- 
dent, it is difficult to know with certainty what 
transpired between Quintana and Sanders in 
the early morning hours of May 1 1 . It is a grav- 
ity that Quintana fully grasps, says Stribling: 
“He knows and understands that the camera is 
a significant issue.” 

Although the city has not yet released the 
investigative file assembled by APD’s Internal 
Affairs, other documents released last week - 


including several disciplinary memos penned 
by Acevedo and a partially redacted report 
compiled by the outside investigators with 
KeyPoint Government Solutions - provide 
more information about what happened that 
morning and further insight into the remain- 
ing controversy. 

Quintana is not speaking to reporters, so 
his narrative of the incident is being provided 
partly by Stribling and partly from Quintana’s 
documented accounts to APD investigators. 
When the gold Mercedes pulled into the 
apartment complex parking lot that morning, 
Quintana followed. He did not turn on his 
fights and siren, nor did he turn on his cam- 
era. He intended to do so, Stribling says, but 
he didn’t intend to approach the car until 
backup arrived and thus didn’t want to turn 
on the camera and signal his intentions to the 
occupants of the station wagon. He drove past 
the parked car and then turned around. As he 
pulled up behind it again, the car’s driver, 
Michael Franklin, was already getting out. 
“Franklin opened the door and gets out, and 
[Quintana] needed to be on the ground, talk- 
ing to him,” Stribling said. “Tactically, you 
don’t want to be the officer sitting in the car 
with someone approaching you.” At that 
point, according to Stribling, turning on the 
camera simply “went out of his mind. In the 
beginning it was a tactical decision, but when 
events sped up they got beyond his control, or 
he just forgot.” 

What happened next indeed happened 
quickly. Officers Hitzelberg and Siddiqui 
arrived within moments of each other, just as 
Quintana was putting a handcuffed Franklin 
into the backseat of his patrol car. Sanders and 
Smith, who had been partying at an after- 
hours club, were apparently still passed out in 
the car. According to police, Quintana tried to

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Acevedo: Chris Dunn Is ‘Damaged Goods’ 


Two days after Nathaniel Sanders II was 
shot and killed by Austin Police Officer 
Leonardo Quintana, Internal Affairs investi- 
gator Detective Chris Dunn had an idea for 
how to approach the eventual administrative 
investigation into whether the officer had 
complied with policy and training during the 
fatal incident. “Let’s get [Sanders’] proba- 
tionary records,” Dunn wrote to two col- 
leagues. The investigators should see what 
kind of trouble the 18-year-old had been in 
before and whether he was potentially violat- 
ing any probationary conditions imposed by a 
judge as a result of any other encounters 
with police. If Sanders was in violation of any 
conditions, investigators could then make 
Sanders “a causation of the entire [shooting] 
event,” he wrote - an approach he explicitly 
described as clever: “Guezz I am so smart I 
scare myself,” he wrote. 

Unfortunately for Dunn, neither the offi- 
cers in the detective’s chain of command nor 
APD Chief Art Acevedo found the plan to be 
as smart as the detective thought. Instead, 
Dunn’s plan earned him an indefinite sus- 
pension from the department (the civil ser- 
vice equivalent of termination) for violating 
Austin Police Department policy requiring 
police to maintain an “impartial attitude” 


As a result, certain questions were never 
asked of Quintana, including questions Cronig 
had regarding Quintana’s familiarity with the 
circumstances and issues in play in two previ- 
ous police shootings. When asked on Oct. 19 
about his failure to ask pertinent questions, 
Dunn told investigators that he failed to do so 
because “if the officer answered that question, 
it would somewhat ... incriminate himself and 
his actions that he took on that day.” That, 
concluded Acevedo, was unacceptable behav- 
ior for an IA detective: to “deliberately not ask 
relevant questions in order to blatantly protect 
another officer,” he wrote in his Nov. 5 disci- 
plinary memo. “It is abhorrent to every princi- 
ple of effective policing that any Detective 
would begin an investigation with a preconcep- 
tion of the outcome and fail from beginning to 
end to have and maintain an objective, fair, 
impartial and equitable frame of reference.” 
Indeed, during a press conference, Acevedo 
said he really had no choice but to terminate a 
detective whose credibility would be forever 
damaged: “Have you ever heard of Mark 
Fuhrman? That is a name that will live in infa- 
my,” Acevedo said, comparing Dunn’s actions 
to those of the former Los Angeles Police 
Department detective who lied about using 



and for bringing discredit to the department. 
Dunn is “damaged goods,” Acevedo told 
reporters on Nov. 5. 

The e-mail was first discovered in the 
Internal Affairs file by outside investigators 
with KeyPoint Government Solutions, the 
consulting firm hired by the city after a 
request by the civilian police oversight panel 
for an independent review. In KeyPoint’s 
report, issued Sept. 30, the investigators 
concluded that bias permeated the IA inquiry. 

In response, Acevedo tapped a group of 
APD leaders to form a special investigation 
team to review the IA file. Those investiga- 
tors, led by Chief of Staff David Carter, dis- 
covered that Dunn had sent a second e-mail 
to a colleague in June suggesting that the 
investigators ignore a list of questions that 
Assistant City Attorney Michael Cronig want- 
ed asked of Quintana, because, according to 
Dunn, Quintana’s responses might incrimi- 
nate him in the shooting. “I don’t think we 
need to give him any ammo,” Dunn wrote. 


racial slurs during his police work and who was 
accused of tampering with evidence in the O.J. 
Simpson murder investigation. “Chris Dunn” 
will now have a negative connotation “for years 
to come,” Acevedo said. “I am not going to 
play Russian roulette with a detective whose 
name is [now] infamous.” 

Acevedo said it would not be fair to paint 
the entire Internal Affairs division with too 
broad a brush, but still he said that he has 
decided to make changes in the way IA oper- 
ates. Every officer transferred into the divi- 
sion will now first be vetted by Acevedo, and 
the chief will be asking City Council to 
upgrade several IA positions from detective 
grade to sergeant, so that each investigator 
within IA would be ranked as a supervisor, a 
best practice for internal affairs operations 
around the country. That move would take 
council approval, however, which Acevedo 
said he hopes to secure. 

Dunn will appeal his termination, pursuant 
to civil service law. The case will be heard and 
decided by an independent arbitrator.

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roust Sanders, who was asleep in the backseat, by slapping his 
cheek and rubbing his sternum. In the course of trying to wake 
the 18-year-old, police say, Quintana realized that Sanders was 
carrying a weapon in his waistband; suddenly, police say, 
Sanders started awake and tried to pull the weapon on Quin- 
tana. Quintana retreated, warning his fellow officers that 
Sanders had a gun (yelling “32! 32!” - the code for an armed 
suspect), then fired into the rear of the car, killing Sanders. 

“I know I reached out - as soon as I lifted [Sanders’] shirt 
and I saw the gun, I reached for it,” Quintana told investigators 
with an APD special inquiry team. “[H]e reached for it almost 
at the same time ... he grabbed it, and like I said, I don’t know 
if he grabbed my hand or grabbed the gun, but it was just . . . 
real quick. I tugged, he tugged, and then he leaned all the way 
into the car ... he had full [grip] ... of that gun, and he was 
pulling it out,” Quintana continued. “I could just see his sil- 
houette coming up from his leaning position, pulling it out, 
and . . . that’s when I fired.” 

Biased Investigation 

Despite Acevedo’s decision, Loewy and the Sanders family 
remain unconvinced that Quintana’s actions were justified. 
For example, although Quintana says he struggled with 
Sanders for control of a pistol, the only audio recording from 
the scene, taken from Hitzelberg’s mic, is nearly silent on 
this point. Quintana can be heard talking to Sanders, trying 
to wake him, but there is no audio suggesting a struggle took 
place, Loewy says: “You can’t hear any struggle because no 
struggle occurred in that car.” Moreover, Loewy notes that 
witnesses at the scene - among them Sanders’ girlfriend, 
who was standing with a group of young people in the park- 
ing lot while the incident went down - each told police that 
Sanders was not struggling, and from their vantage point it 
appeared that he was “barely awake.” But the APD ignored 
those statements, Loewy contends. Quintana acted reck- 
lessly, he says, and APD has simply given him a pass. The 
investigation into the shooting, he says, was “biased and 
rigged from the start.” 

In fact, according to the outside investigators with KeyPoint 
(and ultimately Acevedo), there was indeed bias in the 
Internal Affairs investigation: IA detectives asked leading 
questions, the investigators wrote; one investigator in particu- 
lar, Detective Chris Dunn, expressly approached the investiga- 
tion with a bias toward clearing Quintana, as demonstrated in 
e-mails that he wrote concerning the case and in his decision 


to ignore questions that the APD’s legal counsel, Assistant 
City Attorney Michael Cronig, wanted them to ask Quintana. 
Dunn didn’t want to ask those questions, he told investiga- 
tors, because whatever answers Quintana gave might tend to 
incriminate him. 

The revelations about Dunn’s actions prompted Acevedo to 
appoint a special group of officers to comb through the IA file 
and to reinterview Quintana, to make sure all avenues of 
inquiry had been covered. Acevedo also began an investigation 
into Dunn’s actions and, on Nov. 5, announced his decision to 
fire Dunn (see “Acevedo: Chris Dunn Is ‘Damaged Goods,”’ 
p.27). “Integrity is the corner- 
stone of the [APD] organiza- 
tion. Internal Affairs is in a 
position of even greater trust. If 
you violate that ... you really 
become damaged goods,” 

Acevedo said last week during 
a press conference. Dunn not 
only “failed the Sanders family, 

Officer Quintana, [and] the 
community, but also failed the 
APD and the fine men and 
women of this organization.” 

Yet Acevedo concluded that 
Dunn’s actions did not impact 
the ultimate outcome of the 
investigation. The criminal 
investigation was not marred 
by bias, Acevedo said, and 
their work became the basis of 
the IA review. Moreover, he 
said, the Citizen Review Panel 
agreed that Quintana’s use of 
deadly force was justifiable given the facts he had at hand that 
morning in the parking lot at the apartment complex. The 
panel also agreed that Quintana should be punished for his 
failure to turn on his camera, although the oversight panel 
recommended that Quintana be given “a minimum” of a 
90-day suspension for that and other tactical violations redact- 
ed from the report. Acevedo did not concur, allotting only a 
15-day suspension without pay. 

After announcing his disciplinary decision, Acevedo said 
he had also revised the department’s policy covering use of 
the mobile video recorders, requiring officers to use the 


cameras “in nearly every incident out there,” he said. Now 
cameras must be activated whenever “the officer has 
detained or arrested a person, is attempting to arrest or 
detain a person, or by nature of the call for service the offi- 
cer is likely to detain or arrest a person,” reads the policy. 
An “intentional failure” to turn on the in-car camera would 
now net up to a 15-day suspension; a second violation 
would result in “immediate and indefinite suspension” (the 
civil service equivalent of termination), as would failure to 
turn on a camera during a “critical incident” - such as a 
police shooting. 

Acevedo said he understands 
the controversy that lingers 
because of Quintana’s failure to 
turn on his camera. But he said 
that there is still plenty of evi- 
dence (including Hitzelberg’s 
camera and audio, ballistics and 
trajectory information, and the 
statements of Quintana and oth- 
ers) to conclude, definitively, 
that Sanders was a threat and 
that Quintana’s response was 
justified. “I do not take these 
situations lightly, and I do not 
make decisions lightly,” he said. 
And he has “no doubt” that 
Quintana’s use of force was 
“objectively reasonable.” Indeed, 
he said, had Quintana turned 
on his camera, it would be clear 
to everyone that the use of 
deadly force was justifiable: 
“Had all [three cameras] been 
on, interest in this [shooting] would’ve waned a long time ago.” 
But of course, only one camera was on, notes attorney 
Loewy. And he’s still unconvinced that the remaining evidence 
has not been filtered so as to justify Quintana’s actions. “This 
[process] has been secretive, behind closed doors. The next 
part of the process,” when a federal lawsuit filed by the Sanders 
family goes to trial next summer, “will not be behind closed 
doors and . . . Chief Acevedo will not be able to control it,” 
Loewy said. “I am confident that when a jury hears” what hap- 
pened in the parking lot that morning, “with the curtain lifted, 
we will prevail.” ■

PUBLIC ART Eastside artists jailed over a mural?!

The comix conversation that will ‘Zap’ you ‘Raw’ 


Mural artists Angel Quesada and Lannea 
Brooks were arrested and jailed on Oct. 24 for 
painting a botanical mural on a low wall over a 
bridge in East Austin. Quesada posted bail, but 
Brooks spent four days in the Travis County Jail 
in Del Valle. The two are now facing trial for this 
community beautification project, a brightly col- 
ored landscape of vines, flowers, and insects. 

Lyons Road, just east of Pleasant Valley, is 
a fairly dismal scene. Weeds grow knee-high, 
and people use the drainage ditch as a trash 
can. The retaining wall in question is fre- 
quently tagged, then painted over with gray 
paint. I live on the next street over. Quesada 
and Brooks knocked on my door after their 
arrest with a petition for support. 

“This bridge is frequently hit by gang graffi- 
ti,” explains Quesada. “One night I went over 
there and started sketching the mural in three 
colors with paint, looking at the trees and 
plants surrounding the area. I worked on it 
many times, morning, noon, and night, before 
we were arrested. When the police came, they 
said, ‘You guys know you’re doing something 
wrong here, right?’ and I said, ‘No, I thought I 
was making the neighborhood pretty!”' 

Quesada, an art educator at the Mexican 
American Cultural Center, has painted murals in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, and Austin. Brooks, 
a glassblower, jewelrymaker, and volunteer liter- 
acy tutor, recently relocated to Austin from 
Florida. Their mural aims to be fine art. But it’s 
not that simple. “The difference between art 
and graffiti is one word: permission,” says 
Austin Police Department Detective Kevin 
Bartles. “I’m not really sure why some ‘artists’ 
think they are exempt from the rules of society. 


When still small children, most people learn the 
basic rules to live in society as ethical and 
moral people. If you want to paint, buy a big roll 
of paper and do it on your own material.” 

Asked to explain the process for getting 
permission to paint an artwork on a public 
right-of-way, Bartles replied: “You can’t legally 
paint or mark on any public property. Public 
property belongs to the taxpayers, and most 
of them don’t want their city to look like 
that.” He’s mistaken that there’s no legal way 
to paint on public property; it can be done 
with a permit from Art in Public Places, the 
city’s public art program, which the officer 
was unfamiliar with. But he is understandably 
a bit tense on the subject, since he’s been a 
one-man gang graffiti response team for the 
city for years. 

It is a misdemeanor to paint on a public right- 
of-way without permission, but four days in jail 
and a possible sentence of 90 days for Brooks 
and Quesada is awfully harsh for a cheerful 
scene of plants and flowers. The two may have 
acted with naivete or taken a calculated risk, 
but the positive intent of the work is clear. 

Currently, three city agencies weigh in on 
the subject of images and words painted on 
walls. Let’s see Art in Public Places, the 
Health and Human Services Department 
Graffiti Abatement Program, and the APD 
Gang Unit sit down for tea and find common 
ground on the matter. 

And let’s see the Lyons Road mural fin- 
ished. The yellow background that Brooks 
and Quesada were working on will really 
make the green vines and pink flowers pop.

Dig it: R. Crumb is the brilliant cartoonist who, in 
the Sixties, introduced the world to Mr. Natural, Flaky 
Floont, Fritz the Cat, and so many other arch approxi- 
mations of humanity; he’s the man who continues to 
explore his art, personally and commercially, in 
impeccably limned autobiographical comics and 
spot-on portraits of blues musicians and subcultural 
heroes and women, women, women, and more 
women. He was both the subject of Terry Zwigoff’s 
1994 film Crumb and a supporting character in the 
Harvey Pekar biopic American Splendor. And he’s 
just released The Book of Genesis Illustrated, his 
own take on the first book of the Bible. He’s th’ King 
of Underground Comix, for fuck’s sake! 

This you should know: Art Spiegelman is most 
recognized as the Pulitzer Prize-winning creator of 
the graphic novel Maus, but he was also the origi- 
nator of Topps’ Wacky Packages and Garbage Pail 
Kids series of bubblegum cards back in the day, 
co-editor of the groundbreaking comics anthology 
RAW in the Eighties, and a frequent contributor of 
covers to The New Yorker. His recent collections, In 
the Shadow of No Towers and Breakdowns: Portrait 
of the Artist as a Young %@&*!, were given gung-ho 
reviews in these pages (and elsewhere internation- 
ally). He’s married to a French artist. 

Regardez: Frangoise Mouly is the art director of 
The New Yorker, a position she’s held since 1993, 
and is responsible for the joyous influx of alt-comics artists onto the covers and interior 
spreads of that venerable weekly. She was co-editor, with Spiegelman, of RAW and currently 
runs the kid-oriented spin-off lines Little Lit and Toon Books. She’s married to a chain-smoker. 

The night’s wide-ranging (we can only imagine) conversation will be preceded at 7pm by a 
talk from Austin’s own Sam Hurt, creator of the Eyebeam comic strip - as seen weekly in 
this very Chronicle. The bibliophiles of BookPeople will be on hand, too, offering copies of 
the participants’ many gorgeous books for purchase. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Art for Days 

Can you handle two weeks’ worth 
of the East Austin Studio Tour?

In the immortal words of Chief Brody, you are going to need a bigger boat. 

To wrangle this year’s East Austin Studio Tour, you’re gonna need Noah’s frickin’ ark. 

The annual excursion into the native habitat of Eastside visual artists has been growing 
steadily since its debut in 2003 - from 70 artists showing in 45 sites then to four times that 
number in more than 150 venues now It’s too much to see in two days, the standard length 
for the tour for several seasons now, so for 2009, EAST has exploded to 10 days, spanning two 
weekends and all the days between. The focus is still where it’s always been, letting you make 
that all-important connection with the people who make art directly where they work (which 
occasionally happens to be where they live), but supplementing the open studios on Saturday 
and Sunday - make that Saturdays and Sundays - will be a whole host of lectures, demonstra- 
tions, discussions, artists’ markets, community projects, parties, performances, participatory 
activities, and other events loosely organized under the heading “happenings” spread across 
all 10 days. Learn how to make an analog drum machine and blow glass into a flower and 
make art from flowers, discover the history of the Ortega neighborhood from the residents, 
find out the connections between biology and creativity and architecture and art - all this and 
much, much more. The list that follows provides a basic rundown of many of these, but you 
can find all of the events, as well as the locations of all the studios and exhibition spaces, on 
the EAST website, www.eastaustinstudiotour.com.

THE GERMAN MUJAHID 

by Boualem Sansal 

Europa Editions, 240 pp. T $15 (paper) 

It’s not that I necessarily wanted or needed 
to read another Holocaust novel. But this book’s 
declaration as “the first Arab novel to confront 
the Holocaust” certainly piqued my interest with 
the promise of a different perspective on an 
all-too-familiar topic. Originally titled Le Village 
de LAIIemand: Ou Le Journal des Freres Schiller 
and the winner of France’s RTL-Lire 
Prize in 2008, The German Mujahid 
is the story of two Algerian-born 
brothers, raised from an early age 
by an uncle in a Muslim ghetto on 
the outskirts of Paris. (Their parents 
remain in a remote Algerian village.) 

The older brother, Rachel, is largely 
assimilated, successful, and middle- 
class, while Malrich is an angry, 
alienated malcontent who has been 
unable to escape the oppressive con- 
crete jungle consigned to foreigners. 

The story revolves around the 
brothers’ quite different reactions 
to the murder of their parents, presumably by 
Islamic fundamentalists in that country’s “dirty 
war” of the 1990s. Rachel pieces together the 
truth that their German father, although a hero 
in Algeria’s war of independence from France, 
was an SS officer guilty of war crimes during 
World War II. In tracing his father’s escape 
from war-torn Germany to the isolation of the 
Algerian desert, he visits the concentration

camps where his father worked as a chemical 
engineer. Rachel reconstructs the implications 
of his Nazi involvement in “the final solution” 
with the meticulous exactitude found in the writ- 
ings of Primo Levi, even quoting passages from 
Levi’s Holocaust masterwork If This Is a Man 
(later republished as Survival in Auschwitz). 
Wracked with guilt and shame, Rachel steadily 
deteriorates mentally and ultimately gasses 
himself to death. His diary is found posthu- 
mously by Malrich, who in turn 
must now deal with his brother’s 
death, the truth about their 
father, and subse- 
quently the taking over 
of his ghetto “estate” 
by Islamic extremists. 

He takes the sub- 
stance of his brother’s 
writings and relates it 
to his current situation, 
drawing direct parallels 
from national socialism to the prin- 
ciples and tactics of contemporary 
Islamic fundamentalism. 

The book was banned in Sansal’s home 
country of Algeria, where the Holocaust is not 
currently acknowledged and remnants of its 
nasty civil war between a secular government 
and religious rebels still persist. 

Thought-provoking on many levels, perhaps 
the ultimate moral to this tale is the timeless 
one of how the sins of the father can affect 
the next generation. - Jay Trachtenberg 
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AN ECHO IN THE BONE: A NOVEL

Loyal fans of Diana Gabaldon’s now seven- 
book Outlander series eagerly await each 
new installment, hungry for more of the time- 
transcending love story between 20th century 
doctor Claire Beauchamp and rugged 18th 
century Scottish Highlander Jamie Fraser. 
Gabaldon weaves enormous tap- 
estries of well-researched histori- 
cal fiction enhanced by the epic 
love stories and political 
intrigues of her lovingly 
drawn characters, all 
within a framework of 
startlingly believable 
time travel. 

When we last saw 
the Frasers at the end 
of A Breath of Snow and 
Ashes, they were sifting 
through the charred remains of 
their home of Fraser’s Ridge in 
North Carolina, speculating about 
what the intruders who caused the fire hoped 
to discover. Like any accomplished creator 
of addictive serials, the author always leaves 
tantalizing situations begging for resolutions 
at the end of each book. With the early days 
of the American Revolution as a backdrop, An 
Echo in the Bone reveals the avaricious strate- 
gy behind the devastating fire on the ridge and 
yet another relocation of Jocasta Cameron’s

stolen gold. This installment details Lord John 
Grey’s efforts to see to it that Continental 
sympathizer Jamie Fraser does not meet his 
own son, British Lt. William Ransom, on the 
American field of battle and safely delivers 
Brianna Fraser MacKenzie and her family back 
to 1980s America, where life-saving heart sur- 
gery is possible for baby Mandy. 

The 1745 Scottish Jacobite rebellion against 
the English crown still echoes in 
Jamie’s bones in 1776. He decides 
his best weapon in this particular 
battle is the printing press he 
left in Edinburgh. The Frasers 
set off for Scotland to deliver Ian 
Murray home to his family in the 
Highlands and retrieve the print- 
ing press, but nefarious plots 
and political calamities intervene. 
Claire and Jamie end up in the 
thick of the Battle of Saratoga, 
encountering Benedict Arnold and 
William Ransom, among others, 
before they can embark on another 
trans-Atlantic crossing. Gabaldon 
blends the considerable research skills of a 
college professor with the talents of a gifted 
storyteller to the continuing delight of her read- 
ers. Her historical detail is fascinating, and 
her characters are always engaging. The latest 
book presents another rich tapestry dangling 
just enough loose threads to make us willing to 
wait another three years for more of the story.

Last summer, a friend tipped 
me off to the opening of a Gulf 
Coast seafood restaurant in her 
neighborhood. I went in as soon 
as I spotted the open sign on 
the window of the remodeled 
former Azul. On a hot August 
afternoon, a beer and some 
refreshing ceviche - full of fresh 
fish, scallops, and shrimp - 
were just what I needed. I loved 
the fact that the new owners not 
only respected but actually 
improved the outdoor area. The 
patio is even more inviting than 
before, with plenty of shade and 
a water feature in the middle. 
They added parking, a horse- 
shoe pitch, and a bocce lawn. 
There’s a window where diners 


can order directly from the bar 
if they want to stay outside. 
Inside, there are tables and a 
comfortable bar. You really 
expect to be able to see the 
ocean about a block away. 

Unfortunately, on a recent 
visit we found the food to be 
hit-or-miss. For appetizers, we 
recommend the barbecue 
oysters ($8.50) grilled on the 
half-shell, topped with 
Parmesan, olive oil, and 
lemon juice. Glenn’s Smoked 
Fish Spread ($6.50), clearly 
made with in-house smoked 
fish, is an excellent shareable 
snack. I enjoyed the plump New 
Orleans-style barbecue 
shrimp ($11.95) swimming in a 
Worcestershire-heavy sauce with 
caramelized onions and lots of 
rosemary, with plenty of French 
bread for sopping. And I could 


eat a few orders of the Shrimp 
Diablo ($8.50) with a cold beer 
or wash it down with the wonder- 
fully horseradish-y Bloody Marys. 

Then there were a few items 
that missed the mark. The cat- 
fish po’boy ($7.95) lacked fla- 
vor and texture: The catfish com- 
pletely disintegrated inside the 


bread, and the condiments were 
bland. We liked the Texas caviar 
side dish: black-eyed peas 
tossed with white posole kernels, 
chopped poblanos, tomato, and 
olive oil, but the restaurant was 
out of green salad, the cole slaw 
was flavorless (with no acidity, 
salt, or spice), and the fries were 
cold, limp, and clearly from a fro- 
zen package. 

Granted, the kitchen at Shuck 
Shack is temporarily housed in a 
(state-of-the-art) trailer on the 
premises, but that’s no excuse for 
cold food or a lack of seasoning. 

It is, however, the reason every- 
thing must be served in dispos- 
able containers (by city ordi- 
nance), but Shuck Shack is doing 
its best to recycle, and the card- 
board boats actually add to the 
seafood shack feel. Overall, I like 
Shuck Shack and will return for 
the summery vibe and friendly 
service - but I hope it works on 
fine-tuning the food a bit to round 
out the experience.

TWGGA Grape Camp 

Ever wonder how someone gets into the 
wine business in Texas? 

Ask almost any of them, and they’ll tell 
you that, as nascent winemakers and grape 
growers, the single most helpful thing they 
did was go to the Texas Wine & Grape 
Growers Association Grape Camp. 

Gene Estes, current president of TWGGA 
and president of Lone Oak Winery, is a per- 


fect example. “Grape Camp was a great first 
step for me,” he said. “They break it down 
into a beginner’s day [Sunday, Nov. 15] and a 
more technical day [Monday, Nov. 16]. The 
best part for the new folks is that they get to 
g meet a lot of real professionals as well as 
| viticulture and enology teachers. They tell you 
5? the real nuts-and-bolts stuff, like how much it 
o costs per acre, how to set up your irrigation, 
g and which grapevines and rootstocks to use.” 
| That’s what happens during the day, but 
some of the best learning happens Sunday 
night at the barbecue. It’s bring-your-own- 
wine, and historically, many of Texas’ best 
winemakers got their first public exposure 
by showing up as amateurs and pouring 
samples of their wines for the gathered pro- 
fessionals. “In the beginning, 14 years ago, 
Grape Camp was really a retreat where we 
spent a lot of time around the campfire 
learning from each other,” Estes explained. 
“Of course now, it’s outgrown that. The 
attendance is up so much, we needed to 


have more education. But the Sunday night 
thing is still really great. Besides getting 
feedback on your wines, growers share prac- 
tical stuff that never comes out in lectures. 
Like the type of end-posts you use or where 
to buy sodium percarbonate.” 

TWGGA offers what it calls a “friend mem- 
bership” for just $35, which opens a whole 
world of information for anyone who wants to 
make wine, grow grapes, or both. With that, 
the cost for attendance is $100 per very 
complete day, or $150 for both days, and the 
BYOW barbecue costs $35. Presenters 
include the cream of the Texas Extension 
Service’s brain trust as well as some of the 
state’s most respected grape growers, wine- 
makers, lawyers, and financiers. 

The 2009 annual Grape Camp will 
be held at the Inn on Baron’s Creek 
(308 S. Washington St., Fredericksburg, 
830/990-9202). For more info and to buy tick- 
ets, go to www.twggastore.org or call TWGGA head- 
quarters at 817/424-0570.

food-o-file

Television cameras are focused on the 
Central Texas food and wine scene. Austinite 
Ross Outon emerged as the winner of the PBS 
reality competition series The Winemakers, 
and a standing-room-only crowd watched the 
final episode at Twin Liquors Marketplace 
(1000 E. 41st, 451-7400) and sampled 
Outon’s winning 45 RPM wine a couple of 
weeks ago. The omnipresent Rachael Ray did 
some serious multitasking last March when 
she was in town for South by Southwest, host- 
ing A-list, invitation-only parties and sampling 
authentic local farm-to-table fare. The results 
were showcased in a segment of Rachael's 
Vacation titled “Farm to Table” on the Food 
Network last Friday, featuring a shopping trip to 
the Austin Farmers’ Market Downtown, a Dai 
Due Supper Club feast in the field at Boggy 
Creek Farm, and chefs from Olivia doing their 
weekly farmers’ market shopping. Bill Geist 
and a production crew from CBS Sunday 
Morning spent a couple of days at Royers 
Round Top Cafe (www.royersroundtopcafe.com) 
last weekend, shooting a story about the cafe’s 
“pie a month for life” program. The finished spot 
should air on a Sunday morning later this month. 

Local bakeries and restaurants are gearing up 
for holiday baking. Most of the places we spoke 
with are taking orders now for pickup Monday 
through Wednesday, Nov. 23-25, and most will 
have extra desserts available for sale on a 
first come, first served basis.

Longtime Austin caterer Joe Cook and his wife, 
Connie Green, have recently expanded their 
catering operation at the corner of MLK and 
Chicon to include a cozy dine-in space. The light 
menu includes a soup du jour, a few salads and 
sandwiches, a daily hot lunch special, and des- 
serts. Everything we tasted on a recent visit - a 
savory soup, sandwiches on house-made bread, 
a satisfying meat loaf, and a velvety chocolate 
mousse - was fresh, tasty, and reasonably priced.

Chef/owner Reina Morris opened the first 
Buenos Aires Cafe back in 2005 to the delight 
of 78704 neighbors who fell for her hospitality 
and the delicious food of her native Argentina. 
She quickly garnered a following, and soon 
the small space on South First Street was not 
enough. Now there’s a location on the 
Eastside, where even more people can delight 
in her well-deserved reputation. 

The renovation of the building formerly 
occupied by Tony’s Southern Comfort is amaz- 
ing. The warm colors and sparse decor some- 
how make the space feel bigger. Upon entering, 
patrons are greeted by a small wine bar with 
choice Argentinean selections and a pastry case 
filled with Morris’ incomparable pastries. 
There’s a small room to the left with bar tables 
for quiet conversation, and the dining room is 
inviting and cozy. The kitchen staff prides them- 
selves on the use of fresh ingredients and their 
effort to support local farmers and markets 
whenever possible. Vegetables appear in season, 
and both the pork and beef are naturally raised, 
hormone free, and certified organic. This atten- 
tion to detail translates beautifully to the food. 

Because of the thousands of Argentines liv- 
ing in Mexico City, I became familiar with their 
traditional cuisine at an early age and make it 
a point to visit Argentine restaurants whenever 
I go home. At Buenos Aires Cafe, lunch is a 
casual affair, with a menu of sandwiches, sal- 
ads, soups, and pastries. I started with a 


superb butternut-squash soup ($3.49, cup) 
followed by a sampling of traditional Argentine 
empanadas ($2.59 each), which provided a 
gustatory flashback to my childhood. Both the 
came picante (spicy picadillo with raisins and 
green olives) and the tuna (cooked with olives, 
tomatoes, pimentos, onion, and oregano), 
encased in the flakiest of pastries, were superb. 
If I could make a menu request, it would be for 
jugo de came , the traditional Argentine beef 
consomme. I crave the stuff. And maybe some 
grilled chistorra as an appetizer? 

I recently returned for dinner with friends. 
As a starter we shared a large ensalada mixta 
($6.99) of field greens, tomatoes, grated car- 
rots, red onions, and hearts of palm, dressed in 
a light balsamic vinaigrette. Although there are 
only six items on the dinner menu, they cover 
a range of interesting choices. I enjoyed the 
pastel de papas ($10.99), beef picadillo (same 
as the empanadas) baked in a large ramekin, 
topped with golden mashed potatoes. The tasty 
Milanesa a la Napolitana ($13.99), a breaded 
beef cutlet covered with homemade marinara 
sauce, ham, and melted mozzarella, is served 
with Yukon Gold mashed potatoes and broc- 
coli florets. Everyone agreed that the colorful 
gnocchi quartet ($12.99), in pumpkin-cinna- 
mon, sweet-potato chipotle, cilantro-jalapeno, 
and potato-herb flavors, tossed with roasted 
red peppers, artichoke hearts, mushrooms, 
haricots verts, butter sauce, and fresh Parmesan, 
was our favorite entree. The evening’s special, 
pan-seared salmon with lemon-caper beurre 
blanc, was perfectly cooked and beautifully 
presented, if a bit overpriced at $24. 



The most important thing to remember 
when dining at Buenos Aires Cafe is to save 
room for dessert. Morris’ pastries, the likes of 
which are found nowhere else in Austin, are 
delicacies worth every calorie, and they repre- 
sent flavors and textures I have not experi- 
enced outside Mexico City. Try the Pionono 
($5.49), a Kalhua-and-coffee-soaked cake 
rolled with fresh strawberries, real whipped 
cream, and homemade dulce de leche; the Mil 


Hojas ($5.49), puff pastry cake layered with 
dulce de leche; or the Pastafrola ($4.99), a 
quince-paste tart encased in a perfect crust 
and dusted with shredded coconut. All are 
unique and delicious, especially with a cup of 
their strong cafe cortado. With so much inter- 
esting dining now going on in that section of 
East Sixth, Buenos Aires Cafe should not be 
overlooked as one of the best dining options 
in the neighborhood. - Claudia Alarcon

When Pierre Pellegrin and his 
wife, Justine Gilcrease, decided 
they wanted to start their own 
business, their first idea was to 
open a bar. But the thought of a 
bar with no food seemed sterile to 
Gilcrease, who envisioned an envi- 
ronment more like her living room. 

So the couple created a menu 
based on French classics, thus 
beginning what seemed to friends 
and family to be an interminable 
process of converting a 1937 bungalow on 
East Fifth Street into a restaurant. 

The buzz about Justine’s went viral even 
before the restaurant opened. Pellegrin, a for- 
mer waiter at Chez Nous, and Gilcrease, an 
artist, cast a wide social net, and news about 
their restaurant began percolating through the 
rumor filters months in advance. The business 
was so anticipated during the two years the 
couple spent remodeling that cars would drive 
by frequently to check on its progress. And 
since its opening two months ago, word about 
Justine’s has spread faster than H1N1. Case in 
point: We arrived at 6:30pm on the Sunday 
after Halloween and were greeted with an 
hour wait for a table inside. By 7:30pm, both 


inside and outside eating areas were full with 
an hour wait for a table anywhere. Everyone is 
talking about Justine’s. 

Sure, Pellegrin and Gilcrease have done a 
great job transforming the interior space into 
a lively study in red and black, warmed by 
antique wooden tables and a cozy bar. 
Outside, tiny marble-topped tables sur- 
rounded by wooden folding chairs also make 
a charming impression. Guests crowd around 
these sipping Kir Royales and pastis, while 
others play petanque on a crushed-granite 
patio. Sure, the crowd is international, 
urban, and chic. 

But scene-mongering aside, Justine’s is fun- 
damentally a no-frills brasserie serving old-fash- 


ioned Gallic comfort food. The 
menu is unambitious, affordably 
priced, and it makes few promises 
that it can’t deliver. Simple dishes 
such as steak topped with herbed 
butter, steak tartare, duck confit, 
and grilled pork chops form the 
backbone of the menu. Just about 
all the main dishes are served with 
homemade frites (that’s french fries 
to us Yankees). 

Justine’s charcuterie plate ($14) 
is a good place to start. This usu- 
ally features a trio of homemade 
pates and potted meats. Ours 
included excellent allspice-scented pork ril- 
lettes, a satiny liver pate, and a country pork 
and duck pate. The French onion soup is a 
fine example of a well-loved classic, made with 
beefy broth sweetened with caramelized 
onions and topped with a thick slice of French 
bread and melted Gruyere ($6.50). On the 
lighter side, the kitchen turns out a lovely 
endive, pear, and Roquefort salad ($8.50), 
though I was a little underwhelmed by the 
white asparagus drizzled with a sabayon 
($6.50) that seemed just a little grainy to me. 

Seared snapper served over lemony buerre 
blanc and crisp blanched green beans ($18) 
make a delightful main course. And I confess to 
practically drinking the strong celery and butter 


broth from the Moules Mariniere (with frites) 
the kitchen served for a special one night ($12). 
On another visit, I was disappointed at not hav- 
ing the opportunity to sample the duck confit 
($15), which people tell me is excellent. Justine’s 
had run out the night before, and its new batch 
was still more than an hour away. Instead I set- 
tled for the Coquilles St. Jacques Grille ($16). In 
French, Coqilles St. Jacques typically refers to 
any dish containing scallops rather than a spe- 
cific preparation. Justine’s scallops are dusted in 
black pepper, studded with lardoons (bacon), 
skewered, and grilled en brochette. The skewers 
are served atop a bed of lightly dressed frisee, 
the mustardy vinaigrette of which cleverly bal- 
ances the opulence of the scallops. Genius? No. 
Well-executed and satisfying? You bet. 

There are only two regular desserts on the 
menu: creme brulee and a pear-and-chocolate 
tart (both $5). These are both competent but 
not stellar, and a true dessertavore may leave 
feeling a little unsatisfied. They do prepare 
specials on weekends, though, and I was hap- 
pily surprised by a delicious homemade ice 
cream topped with a tart currant syrup. 

The kitchen serves food until 1:30am, 
attracting a late-night dining crowd from other 
restaurants. This makes for splendid people- 
watching. And it really does feel like a party in 
Pellegrin and Gilcrease’s busy living room.

“I don’t want anything from anybody. 

I’m Nikander ... ex-butcher, now a gar- 
bageman. Bad teeth and stomach, liver 
barely hanging on, which is more than I 
can say for my head. No use asking what 
I want.” - Matti Pellonpaa as Nikander in 
Shadows in Paradise 

Nikander the garbageman is typical of 
the characters that populate the film 
world of Aki Kaurismaki, Finland’s best- 
known filmmaker. Ostensible losers, often 
through little fault of their own, these men 
and women dwell in society’s periphery - 
a periphery so large that without them 
society’s center could not hold. They are 
not so much unhappy people as they are 
lonely, maladroit, inarticulate, or unlucky. 
There’s no doomed fatalism hanging 
about these characters though. Any 
sense of downbeat working-class realism 
is ameliorated by Kaurismaki’s ironic 
humor and life-affirming zest. The title of 
the new Austin Film Society series, which 
showcases five Kaurismaki films (a sixth, 
La Vie de Boheme, was shown a couple of 
weeks ago), aptly refers to the director as 
a “chilly humorist.” 

Flaving made movies for nearly three 
full decades, Kaurismaki has shown a 
productivity that is only rivaled by that of 
his older brother Mika, who is also a 
filmmaker. Though a few years younger 
than Mika, Aki’s films were the first to 
connect internationally, and he achieved 
his first flush of widespread success 
with 1989 ’s Leningrad Cowboys Go 
America, a film about a band with more 
style and determination than skill and 
smarts. 2002’s The Man Without a Past 
earned the Grand Prix award (the sec- 
ond-highest honor) at Cannes and is 
probably his widest-seen film. Finland 
nominated it for Oscar contention; how- 
ever, as a matter of principle, Kaurismaki 
refused to come to the U.S. for the cere- 
monies in order to protest America’s for- 
eign policy. 

Aki may be the more celebrated of the 
Kaurismaki brothers because his films 
have great visual and thematic consisten- 
cy, the hallmarks of an auteur. The afore- 
mentioned losers are always in evidence, 
and they generally persevere because ... 
well, they don’t really aspire to do any- 
thing else. As Nikander says in the open- 
ing quote, “No use asking what I want.” In 
The Match Factory Girl, all the titular char- 
acter Iris (Kati Outinen) wants is to have 



someone pay attention to her and to be 
less lonely. Her assembly-line job is dead- 
ening, her home life as an indentured ser- 
vant to her ungrateful parents is dismal, 
and no one asks her to dance at the 
neighborhood bar. On an impulse, she pil- 
fers her own wages to buy a red dress 
she sees in a store window and goes 
home with the first man who asks her to 
dance. Things go from bad to worse, yet 
Iris finds her own strange way to rebal- 
ance her universe.

All the characters work at proletarian 
jobs, except maybe the bohemian artists 
in La Vie de Boheme. Ariel begins as the 
local mine shuts down, forcing the lead 
character to head out on his own. Fie 
later falls for a woman who works three 
or four jobs, changing from her hotel maid 
uniform to that of a meter maid. Jobs 
come and go, and characters are fre- 
quently laid off. Typical of Aki Kaurismaki’s 
humor is the way he treats Nikander’s 
fleeting hope for career advancement in 
Shadows in Paradise. Nikander is to 
become a foreman in a new business 
venture, but no sooner does he receive 
the job offer than the extender of the

offer keels over dead. 

Rare is the Kaurismaki film that bub- 
bles with dialogue. The characters are 
laconic and can almost say more by gaz- 
ing into the distance and lighting another 
cigarette. There is always music on the 
soundtrack, playing in the background 
of scenes or linking them together. 

It’s in the music we can most 
directly experience Kaurismaki’s 
love for American popular culture. 
Rockabilly appears to be his 
favored idiom, though he likes it 
best when performed by jangly 
Scandinavian groups. 

Kaurismaki is often mentioned as a 
European soulmate of America’s Jim 
Jarmusch, with whom he is good friends. 
Yet one can also detect in his work a 
soupgon of Robert Bresson and Rainer 
Werner Fassbinder, as well as a few silent 
comedians and a bracing touch of Jean- 
Luc Godard. Sam Fuller and Louis Malle 
both show up in cameos in La Vie de 
Boheme. Perhaps it’s from Fuller that 
Kaurismaki gets his passion for brevity. 

Fie believes there’s little reason for a film 
to last more than 90 minutes, and most 
of his works run more toward the 75-min- 
ute range. 

Prone to downplaying his abilities, 
Kaurismaki contributes to his own mythol- 
ogy. In an interview he once said: “I am a 
lousy filmmaker; this I admit. But I refuse 
to make shit. Bad films I can make. Shit, 
no.” Aware of his limitations in budgets 
and technical skills, Kaurismaki makes 
the most of his restrictions, and this is 
probably his greatest strength as a direc- 
tor. That and his desire to make movies 
that count. ■

BALLAST 

Kino International, $29.95 

Although Ballast was one 
of the most highly praised 
films of 2008 (it received 
awards for both direction 
and cinematography at 
Sundance in January of that 
year and appeared on many 
critics’ Top 10 lists by the 
time last December rolled 
around), the film never 
made its way into many 
movie theatres. Therefore, 

this new DVD release will be the first opportunity for 
most people to finally see Ballast, and, even though 
we’re about to close out 2009, the film is likely to 
become one of the most memorable films you’ve 
seen in the last two years. This small independent 
movie stars nonprofessional actors and seems to gur- 
gle up from the mud of the Mississippi Delta locale in 
which it is set. Lance Hammer, a former visual-effects 
designer, makes a confident debut as a writer and 
director in his first feature film. Assisted by cinema- 
tographer Lol Crawley, Hammer creates a palpable 
sense of location, indelible characters, and a viscer- 
ally felt tension between his storytelling’s emotional 
restraint and measured poignancy. 

An offscreen death opens the film, which then pro- 
ceeds to untangle the effects of the dead man Darius’ 
absence on three other people. His twin brother, 
Lawrence (Michael J. Smith Sr.), who shared the 

property on which both men lived (he also 
worked alongside his brother at the little 
grocery store that their father left them), 
initially attempts suicide in his despair. 
Twelve-year-old James (JimMyron 
Ross), who’s on the verge of getting 
into some big-time trouble, starts com- 
ing by Lawrence’s place. The boy is on 
his own most of the time as his single 
mother, Marlee (Tarra Riggs), works long 
hours scrubbing urinals to support them 
both. Slowly, the film reveals the backstories of these 
people and their relationships (or perhaps more accu- 
rately, nonrelationships) with one another. 

In other hands, Ballast would turn into a melo- 
dramatic Southern Gothic, but Hammer keeps the 
tone demonstratively cool, as if the damp chill of the 
Mississippi Delta in winter has suffused the charac- 
ters’ bloodstreams. A “making-of” extra on the DVD 
reveals some of Hammer’s two-month rehearsal pro- 
cess and improvisational work with the actors that 
led to such realistic and finely tuned performances. 
Ballast is a quiet wonder that will continue to play in 
your mind long after the film is over.

Ed Radtke’s ‘Speed of Life’ opens the 2009 Austin Asian American Film Festival

Speed of Life, filmmaker Ed Radtke’s third 
feature, is set in Brooklyn and centers around 
a trio of young teens who scrounge a living by 
stealing video cameras from tourists and then 
selling the stolen goods to the local pawn 
shop. The film’s nominal protagonist, Sam, 
is more interested in watching the videos of 
other people, places, and lives than he is in 
the hot Handycams’ actual resale. 

Voyeuristic and borderline experimental by 
design but never exploitative, Speed of Life is 
a bracingly honest examination of the human 
condition in the age of technologically assisted 
emotional and physical disassociation. The 
characters, of which there are many, are all 
looking backward to a past that likely never 
existed in the first place while trying to circum- 
vent a future that looks grimmer than it actually 
is. They’re striving mightily to make connec- 
tions and to weave a tapestry of life from the 
errant and knotty threads of what once was. 

Radtke recently moved from New York City 
to Austin to take a tenure-track position at 
the University of Texas Radio -Television-Film 
Department. The Chronicle spoke to him 
about his work on the eve of Speed of Life's 
premiere as opening night film at the Austin 
Asian American Film Festival. 

Austin Chronicle: Speed of Fife focuses on 
several at-risk kids and fragmented families. 
I know from your bio that you've worked with 
social services and taught film and video skills to 
street kids in real life. How much did you draw 
from your own experiences and incorporate 
them into the film? 

Ed Radtke: It’s a hybrid. I’ve worked a lot 
with at-risk kids, and I’ve learned a great 
deal. I also, as a teenager, was trying to work 
through and figure out what was important 
to me. In the film, the [character] Sam is a 
filmmaker, but he doesn’t necessarily know 
that he’s a filmmaker, and I really wanted 
to explore that. It’s 
not revolutionary, this 
notion of not really 
having family per se 
and living vicariously 
through the imagery 
of others, but there is 
a fair amount of my 
own experiences in the film. I was a pretty 
reflective kid, and the notion of being an out- 
sider is certainly something I can relate to. 
AC: Were any of your at-risk students involved in 
the actual production of the film? 

ER: They were a part of the process of devel- 
oping the material. We actually worked with 
at-risk kids a couple of times trying to figure 
out how to drop cameras successfully from 
rooftops or tether them to helium balloons. 
That was something I knew I wanted to do 
in the feature, and I thought it was a great 
opportunity for at-risk youth, either in the 


field or in their lock-up facility, to try and do 
something like that. Because it could be both 
of great value to them but also of great value 
to something larger than their own work. 

AC: Speed of Fife is an incredibly layered film 
with a very large cast and multiple points of view, 
some “real, ” others “reel. ” What was your pre- 
production like? Controlled chaos is my guess. 
ER: We actually created a media-making work- 
shop for at-risk teens three summers in a row. 
For two summers, during the preproduction of 
this movie, we had teenagers from New York 
City make media based on the themes that we 
were exploring in the story [of Speed of Life] . 
They all read the script, critiqued the script, 
and talked about what was authentic in it and 
what was not. We 
also had them shoot a 
lot of video, knowing 
that the video they 
were shooting could 
conceivably end up 
in the finished film. 
It was an opportunity 
for a type of collaboration that, certainly for 
me, was very rare but really exciting. I mean, 
it was very complex and exhausting, but it was 
also part of the reason why I was so motivated 
to try and make it happen. 

AC: One of the most compelling aspects of 
Speed of Fife is the fragmented, nonlinear 
storyline and imagery, which mirrors both the 
main character’s state of nonfamilial life and 
also the collapse of the traditional, all-American 
nuclear family as a whole. 

ER: That’s definitely a part of the whole, 
but I’d like to think there’s a number of 


things we’re wrestling with. It took me a very 
long time to conceive of this, figure it out, 
and finally write it. As you mentioned, it’s 
fragmented in a number of ways, both in its 
timeline and in the fact that there are a lot of 
characters, some of whom intersect and some 
who never do. The last two features that I’d 
made were very straightforward linear narra- 
tives - you knew the hero in the first frame, 
you knew the hero in the last frame, and you 
knew the hero in every frame in between - 
and Speed of Life was a very different model. 
I don’t consider myself an intellectual or, 
frankly, all that amazingly creative or talent- 
ed. I just feel like I’ve fought really hard and 
have been patient and persevered. 

AC: Speed of Fife is screening as part of the 
Austin Asian American Film Festival. Do you 
consider yourself an “Asian-American filmmak- 
er”? Or do you eschew that sort of labeling? 

ER: No, that means a great deal to me. It’s 
very much a part of who I am. In fact, some 
would say that I’m kind of in denial because 
during my childhood, my formative years, I 
was an Asian-American kid in an all-white 
town in Ohio in the late Sixties and early 
Seventies during the Vietnam conflict. For 
all practical purposes, we were a family of 
gooks. That was a very, very challenging 
time for me. And a lot of it I really didn’t 
even understand at the time. I was so young 
and idealistic and naive. I think my work is 
layered with all those formative experiences, 
but I also think it’s nothing that I’ve worked 
through overtly in my films. It’s definitely a 
part of who I am. I feel a real kinship when- 
ever I have the opportunity to share and be 


with other Asian-Americans, especially Asian- 
American filmmakers. 

AC: Speed of Fife is a densely packed film, 
filled with multiple storylines, a myriad of char- 
acters, multiple deconstructions of reality, and 
pretty much the entire spectrum of human emo- 
tion. What would you most like your audiences 
to take away from the film? 

ER: I think [like] any storyteller that’s trying to 
tell a story that’s very character-based, there’s a 
number of things I’d like people to get from the 
film. One is the indelible nature of film when it 
really works, with characters that resonate and 
almost live on after the film. Also, the notion 
of being dreamers and having idealistic goals 
about what we hope to achieve in our lives and 
how feasible that can be if it’s nurtured and 
fostered. And, too, a sense of connection and 
belonging, even if it’s not via blood. 

AC: The young protagonist of your film literally 
surrounds himself with video monitors and tape 
decks as a way of immersing himself into the 
presumably better, happier family units that he dis- 
covers on the videotapes. What’s your take on how 
youth are feeding and being fed by this massive 
media revolution we’re currently undergoing? 

ER: We all now shoot video, we all have cell 
phones and Flip cams, and we’re all document- 
ing who we are, where we come from, and 
what’s important to us. We’re both inundated 
with this barrage of imagery, but we’re also, I 
think, very much empowered by its possibility. 
It’s affecting our attitude in regards to how we 
see ourselves, which ultimately affects the way 
we see others and the world around us. ■

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A New Look for Late Night

Make no mistake: I like Wanda Sykes. And 
I like George Lopez. But after watching their 
entries into late-night talk and entertainment, 
I miss Arsenio Hall. The African-American- 
actor-tumed-late-night-talk-show-host of The 
Arsenio Hall Show (1989-1994) was a hyper, 
superficial host, but what he lacked in inter- 
viewing skills, he made up for by throwing a 
good party. I still count Prince’s appearance 


most memorable in my TV viewing 
experience. Since the Hall show, 
there has been no high-profile, 
truly viable entry into the late- 
night market that did not feature 
a nonwhite host. (I don’t include 
The Chris Rock Show - 1997- 
2000, HBO - only because it didn’t 


that the newcomers appear to be casting, 
and forget about The Mo’Nique Show, which 
premiered on BET in October. After her stun- 
ning performance in the feature film Precious: 
Based on the Novel ‘ Push ’ by Sapphire, I think 
Mo’Nique should give up that mess and get 
back to acting.) 

But that all changes this month, with the 
premieres of The Wanda Sykes Show on Fox 
and Lopez Tonight on TBS. From both camps, 
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there are lots of promises to shake up the late- 
night formula. Fine. Neither Sykes nor Lopez 
wants to be what’s already on hand. So then, 
what will they be? 

Of the two shows, Sykes’ is definitely edgier. 
Lodged on Fox, she’s the antithesis to the 
conservative watchdogs on the Fox news out- 
lets that she gleefully takes shots at. Sykes’ 
decidedly liberal politics are front and center, 


usually unspoken of, even on late- 
night TV - eco-friendly sex toys, 
for instance - is exciting, until she 
(like Lopez) veers into the vulgar. 
I’m no prude, but I just don’t find 
the idea of recycled condoms or 
fart jokes funny. 

Between the two, Sykes is the 


opening monologue (still holding to that 
late-night routine) like a child who decides 
she’s going to say something naughty at the 
top of her lungs. It’s off-putting, as is it per- 
plexing. Sykes really is funny. The problem, 
perhaps, is that the nervousness about the 
show’s success is showing. That, and there 
is too much packed into one short hour. The 
Wanda Sykes Show seemed to settle into a 
groove when she borrowed a page from Real 


Time With Bill Maher and had a panel of guests 
assembled to discuss various issues (spank- 
ing, space travel for the rich). Depending on 
the improvisational abilities of the panelists is 
a risk, and the evening’s guests -24’ s Mary 
Lynn Rajskub, Daryl “Chill” Mitchell of 
Brothers, and the host of The Amazing Race, 
Phil Keoghan - were checkered in their abili- 
ties to deliver bons mots. As the panel-talk 
continued, there was a sense that something 
unexpected might happen - just as the show 
came to its end. 

Lopez Tonight is leaner and more stream- 
lined. After the debut show’s opening stand-up 
routine, which ricocheted from one topic to the 
next (and where said fart joke appeared), and 
a “surprise” visit by Ellen DeGeneres, Lopez 
led a segment where he invited two audience 
members on stage to test their prejudices of 
various men and women on the street. The 
result was as funny as it was revealing. Premiere 
guests DeGeneres, Eva Longoria, and Kobe 
Bryant were affable and delighted to be there, 
but the show took wing when Carlos Santana 
appeared. That’s when the party really started. 
So when my DVR inexplicably did not finish 
recording the last few minutes of his perfor- 
mance, I was as aggravated as a concertgoer 
when the electricity has been cut off. 



Neither Sykes nor Lopez is a gentle teddy 
bear to cozy up to - which is their appeal - 
and that stands in direct opposition to what 
late-night talk is. That fact is obvious enough 
without the shows constantly calling attention 
to it. So why not dispense with the promise to 
revolutionize late night? The party is just getting 
started, and with time, both have the potential 
to be the parties you don’t want to miss.

Fun Fun Fun Fest may brand itself as an “anti-fest," but 
the two-day jaunt at Waterloo Park still endured the same 
fate as every other major music gathering this year, as the 
so-called “Danzig black clouds of rain” toppled even the 
mighty Mohawk of the Krum Bums’ Dave Tejas on Sunday. 
While the muddy ground conditions made last year’s dust 
bowl pale in comparison, aside from some minor delays and 
rescheduling King Khan & BBQ Show’s set to a free after- 
party at Red 7, FFFF had one perfect day and still upped its 
ante in every possible regard. 

On the local tip, Joe Staats from the Altercation Punk 
Comedy Tour had the crowd eating out of his hands at the 
Yellow Stage, but the Laughing’s early morning jungle fever 
on Saturday proved no joke, unlike the by-design sole power 
and manicured choreography of a costumed Foot Patrol. 
Alan Palomo’s Neon Indian attracted more attention, but 
the vintage disc-glow grooves of his side project Vega, 
which just inked a deal with Fool’s Gold, proved the better 
bet, recalling MGMT’s breakthrough three years back. Filling 
in for Flipper, the Sword brought the fury of biblical propor- 
tions, sharpening its blade and thickening its deep Texas 
swagger with its new “Lawless Land.” 

Sunday morning, Bankrupt & the Borrowers paid an 
emotionally unnerving final tribute to the band’s founder, 

Jon Pettis, who died last month in a tragic house fire. 

From tragedy to triumph, Riverboat Gamblers’ guitarist Ian 
MacDougall, who was severely injured in a bike accident a 
few weeks back, got in on the action against doctor’s orders 
for the communal exultation of the hometown heroes’ set 
closer “The Art of Getting Fucked.” Meanwhile, Super! 
Alright! filmer Christopher Rose put down his camera 


long enough to turn out a serious dance party 
on the Blue Stage with custom remixes aided 
by hypeman and local MC Neiliyo, but the ulti- 
mate mash-up came courtesy of Metal lagher, 
who splattered watermelons to the tune of 
Metallica’s “Blackened.” The start of a beauti- 
ful friendship, Mika Miko’s Jenna Thornhill 
added acerbic sax to the Strange Boys’ “Poem 
Party,” the perfect chaser to Harlem’s punch- 
drunk 1960s pop. | 

The most notable improvement this year was = 
the official afterparties, which were more of an 3 
extension of the fest than an encore, with no x 
repeat performances. The 
UK’s Lowers bashed out 
brash garage-pop at Beerland on 
Saturday, while Austin’s Octopus 
Project worked electronic wizardry at 
Mohawk and local instrumentalists the

Jazzus Lizard took their final bow later inside. Then again, noth- 
ing could really follow the celebratory psychosis of the Jesus 
Lizard, whose headlining reunion matched the Stooges’ hulla- 
baloo at Stubb’s for South by Southwest 2007. 

Other highlights included Les Savy Fav’s “ladder surfing,” 
the boutique flair of Chi-Town’s Cool Kids, Royal Bangs’ 
compact electro-jams, and the shrill, lo-fi skuzz of Times New 
Viking and No Age, not to mention Astronautalis’ trademark 
word-bank freestyle. There was plenty of nostalgic punk glory, 
courtesy of Face to Face, hardcore champs Gorilla Biscuits, 
and Detroit’s Death, while Of Montreal, with a wardrobe culled 
from the set of Donkey Skin, delivered softcore glam-rock that, 
along with Ratatat and Kid Sister, bolstered Transmission 
Entertainment’s crossover appeal. Much like the downpour at 
the Austin City Limits Music Festival last month, Sunday’s 
rain only accentuated the atmosphere for the terror-alert laptop 
drone of Fuck Buttons, Broadcast’s abstract lullabies, and the 
slow-motion balladry of Atlas Sound. “I like to make people 
moist but in a different way,” offered ever-awkward frontman 
Bradford Cox. 

Make no mistake, though, the Sabbath belonged to Danzig. 
“On his rider it says not to look him in the eyes,” joked Brian 
Posehn with slacker sincerity. “Fie also doesn’t like it when you 
pat him on the head or pick him up by the scruff of his neck.” 
Tell that to the St. Elias Eastern Orthodox Church, whose 
Sunday early morning mass was interrupted by the evil one’s 
sound check - a matter resolved in time for the 10:30am ser- 
vice. Bringing the ceremony full circle, a fan took the stage after 
the band’s festival closing apocalypse and, fulfilling a final wish, 
spread the ashes of her deceased friend where Glenn Danzig 
last stood. “To tell you the truth,” admits Transmission’s James 
Moody, “we were all a bit freaked out by it.” 




Young Forever 

Without a doubt, AC/DC caters to the (quite expensive) cheap 
seats. Returning to the sold-out Frank Erwin Center on Friday 
for its first local stopover since 1996’s Ball breaker tour, the 
Aussie locomotive brought two hours’ worth of backseat rhythm 
and maximum rock & roll all the way to OTR’s last row seats of 
the upper deck. From the iron toll of “Hells Bells” and Brian 
| Johnson’s gigolo strut for “Dirty Deeds Done Dirt Cheap” 

> through the cannonade of encore finale “For Those About to 
S Rock (We Salute You),” guitarists Malcolm and Angus Young 
§ carried their troops with firecracker intensity, leaving no essential 
touchstone unturned. 

Four nights later, Jay-Z rose to the same occasion, taking cen- 
ter stage from the same elevator shaft as Angus Young. Over 
100 minutes, the Brooklyn mogul (he’s a business, man) rattled 
through all 99 of his problems, heavy on latest The Blueprint 3 
(opener “Run This Town,” “Empire State of Mind”) and touching 
on just about everything else, including his verse on “Diamonds 
From Sierra Leone,” the Collision Course version of “Dirt off Your 
Shoulder,” and an encore medley that coupled flashbacks “Can I 
£ Get A ...” and “Hard Knock Life.” With a 10-piece band, the

It’s a fitting description of what 
Church of the Friendly Ghost 
has become in Austin: ground 
on which unclassifiable ideas 
volley and where experimental, 
outsider, and improvisational 
music freely hyphenate. 


Inside a dark room at the Salvage Vanguard Theater, a man 
stands behind a table alight with burning candles. He’s wear- 
ing glasses and a black T-shirt, reciting from a book. 

“Black Bullet, Black Bum, Black Burn, Black Candle, Black 
Candle’s Mist, Black Candles, Black Candles.” 

Behind him, the Waco Girls - at lam this Saturday, just drum- 
mer Nick Hennies of the Weird Weeds and Brent Fariss on bass 
- play a doomy, repetitive riff for what feels like hoooouuuuurs. 

“Bloodeagle, Bloodening, Bloodfalls, Bloodfart, Bloodfeast.” 

Well, no one else in town was going to stage a marathon 
reading of 50,000 names from Dan Nelson’s All Known Metal 
Bands. Except this night, titled Vexations, is exactly the kind of 
thing Church of the Friendly Ghost relishes. 

While ancient seals are possibly broken through the rep- 
etition of certain demonic invocations, tonight’s conjunction 
with Gnap! Theater Projects’ three-weekend-long Just Like the 
Rodeo Fest melds two groups’ creative minds for a curative 
collection of experimental music and outsider theatre. Folks 
wander in and out, amused or confused. 

“We’re basically offering the most interesting/boring thing to do 
on a Friday,” laughs Aaron Mace, Church founder and presenter. 

He’s either lamenting the night’s turnout or antici- 
pating what’s to come later that morning (the cops 
were called), but it’s a fitting description of what 
Church of the Friendly Ghost has become in Austin: 
ground on which unclassifiable ideas volley and 
where experimental, outsider, and improvisational 
music freely hyphenate. As one of the only consistent 
venues for this, performances have gone from a few 
gigs a month to weekly events. 

It’s a bit different from 2003, when its home was an 
actual church off Pedemales and Cesar Chavez. The 
idea was to fix the place up so Mace and three friends 
could live there while hosting musical performances 
in the chapel. 

“My idea was straight from Epistrophy Arts,” 
explains Mace, 32, referring to the local music arts 
promotions entity (Pedro Moreno). “I saw those first 


performances at 33 Degrees in 1998 and thought it was a really 
important thing. I thought we could do that at [the Church].” 

Those were the so-called salad days. Bad Livers fiddler 
Ralph White played one of his earliest solo shows there and 
received a standing ovation. Soon after came a performance 
of John Coltrane’s Om, organized 
by local sax corrosive Carl Smith. 

It was the site of the first No Idea 
festival. The Weird Weeds put on 
their earliest gigs at the Church, 
where the Invincible Czars also 
performed their first Nutcracker 
Suite. Japanese blues rockers 
DMBQ set the Church’s pews on 
end, then karate-chopped them. 

Sound artiste Alex Keller remem- 
bers one night in particular. 

“[In 2004] Josh Ronsen, Elana Logsdon, and I put on Flux 
Cafe, a Fluxus performance evening which had no admission. 
Instead, the audience ordered - and paid for! - performances 


from a menu. I fried and boiled microphones, some- 
one played baseball with fruit, the audience was 
bound, and I shaved Josh’s head.” 

For all the Church’s firsts, noise complaints from 
neighbors became more regular, and one especially 
rowdy South by Southwest ’05 day party, in which 
bleary-eyed hordes spilled out of the Church and into 
the street, didn’t help. 

“The cops showed up,” remembers Mace, “and sort 
of shrugged their shoulders, as if to say: ‘What can we 
do? No one’s doing anything bad.’” 

A month later, the city came a-knockin’ and a cease 
and desist was issued. 

“I wanted to continue it somehow,” he adds. “It had 
gained a lot of momentum just as it was shut down. A 
community had coalesced around it.” 

When the Church took up residence at the Salvage 
Vanguard Theater in July 2007, it was a serendipitous 
if shaky transition. The theatre allowed for more space, 
as well as a whole new think tank. 

- Mace, a former KOOP DJ who grew up in Wyoming, 
i has his sights on the outre to be sure, but his heart 
| is in the homegrown. He’s rarely cynical, which helps 
| when presenting and promoting performances that 
i are often sparsely attended, not highly publicized, or 
appeal to a smaller audience. He uses the term “musi- 
cal appreciation” to describe his education over the years, the 
process of sifting, listening, and relistening to countless finds 
like music obsessives do. 

It also extends into Church performances, like last year 
when he and others played then 
destroyed a bunch of orphaned 
cassettes and mixtapes collected 
as part of the “Twilight of the 
Little Boxes” installation. 

“There were some tapes I just 
couldn’t destroy,” he laments. 
“And with mixtapes - they’re very 
expressive, and you wonder why 
someone made it. So I thought, 
here’s something cast aside for 
some reason, this musical artifact. 
Let’s play it and then end it! In 
the process of smashing them, we pulled out so much tape it 
looked like black melted cheese was hanging from the rafters.”

What are you looking for when you’re 
booking acts? 

“The undercurrents in creative music, the ones 
not getting picked up by venue culture or the 
more academic culture. When music is such an 
economic driver, as it is in this city, it becomes 
subject to the games of economics. So it’s hard 
for people on the fringes to have a point of access 
to those landscapes. Were that middle ground.” 

Are there other venues doing something similar ? 

“It seems like any city this size, and bigger, 
has a culture of house shows. Nothing beats 
a good house show. There are slightly more 
organized institutions, like Machine Project 
in L.A., which is more education- oriented. 
That’s what I’d like to strive toward.” 

As recently as five years ago, house shows here 
were more prevalent. 

“Well, it goes along with development and 
the culture that draws. Austin is a heavily 
policed town, and it is Texas after all. Fines 
for noise violations are ... prohibitive. I’ve 
personally gone broke trying to pay them.” 

Texas is such a huge state. Even in El Paso, 
Lubbock, Denton, there are little pockets of cre- 
ative or noise culture. 

“There’s a certain spiritual yearning for cre- 
ativity that’s the same in all kinds of music. 
What you call punk rock is really a yearning to 
express something new, deal with material that’s 
uncomfortable. It’s the same with improvisation 
and noise, making things for people to observe 
and take in. Just because something’s been done 
once doesn’t mean it’s been done enough. Jazz 
is regarded as a classical form, which has always 
sort of offended me. Within that genre, there can 
be reinterpretations of interpretations.” 

There’s a dadaist spirit to what Mace is doing, 
the concept of the cafe, the shared vision space. 

“It didn’t take the Church long to become 
somewhat of a home away from home for me,” 
relates guitarist Doug Ferguson. “I was there 
several times a week. It was great knowing that 
I could call up Aaron and get just about any 
date for any type of weird off-the-wall idea I 
had for a show.” 

“His dedication to creative music is very 
devout,” offers Smith. “He always treats musi- 


cians with respect and takes on shows often 
to his own peril. Without him, I and many 
of Austin’s creative music artists would have 
absolutely no place to play and no opportuni- 
ties to present their music to the public - an 
important part of the creative process.”

The city’s Cultural Arts Division has taken 
notice, and lends support with a cultural con- 
tract through Salvage Vanguard Theater, where 
Church of the Friendly Ghost stages its presen- 
tations. In the last year, the Church has taken 
full advantage and started approaching differ- 
ent people with different types of media and 



sounds: Lady Friends, a four-part summer series 
of female experimental musicians that’s picking 
up again this winter; the Austin Analog Synth 
Party; circuit bending workshops; Recreating 
the Domain, Keller’s audio walking tour of the 
slick new North Austin mall; Eric Archer, who 
builds his own mini drum machines; Thomas 
Fang, who leads the slightly unsettling Furby 
Youth Choir; ST 37 drummer Lisa Cameron’s 
experiments in feedback as Venison Whirled; 
and more straightforward acts like jazz greats 
Burton Green & Perry Robinson. 

“I envision it as kind of museum of musi- 
cal culture for Austin, though we don’t col- 
lect,” says Mace. “We exhibit and work to be 
engaged with the now. That is to say we aspire 
to more than an ‘alternative space.’ 

“We’re dedicated to working on the fringes 
of creative expression in music, at the farthest 
reaches possible from the academic or corpo- 
rate models on which music culture in Austin 
is largely based.” 

With like-minded volunteers now helping 
with various tasks, the service aspect Mace talks 
about begins to take shape, and the social aspect 
of church comes into focus. He only wants to 
increase the number of his parishioners. 

“The Salvage Vanguard is a forum where musi- 
cians may exchange all the kinds of information 
you might imagine musicians exchanging, includ- 
ing information about other things in Texas: 
Super Happy Fun Land in Houston; Metrognome 
in Fort Worth; Dave Dove in Houston, who 
works with Nameless Sound and does wonderful 
things; various houses and galleries around Texas 
that host the occasional performance. 

‘Austin is behind, in my opinion, and a lot of 
what we’re doing economically with music in this 
city is old-time thinking. Though almost everyone 
involved here is transitioning - be it forced or be 
it a tactical move - as a city we’re still behind. 

“We’re really just beginning to conceive 
creative ways to toss dust on the boundaries 
between medias and disciplines.” ■

“This is gonna be really fucking good,” warned David Yow just before the Jesus Lizard 
went Jurassic Park. Scalpel manufacturer Duane Denison had been sharpening his 
weapons of mass destruction during the latter half of Face to Face blowing their faces 
out on the other side of the townhouse stage, so the moment bassist David Sims and 
drummer Mac McNeilly snapped open the jaws of their long dormant reptilian back- 
breaker with “Puss,” Yow leapt atop the stage-front crush as if Oahu’s tide had just 
rolled in. Denison’s guitar shards pierced “Gladiator” next, Sims lurching back and forth 
in dog trainer attack-and-retreat mode, hellhounds raised by the Austin-hatched quar- 
tet’s sociopathic sonics in a Fun Fun Fun scrum. Yow festered vocally, “Seasick” hurling 
bile matched by “Glamorous,” “Mouth Breather,” and Down syndrome science manual 
“Destroy Before Reading.” The prowling frontman then dedicated an amputating “Nub” to 
“all the little Mexican boys in the audience missing an arm,” Dr. D’s razor slide quick and 
painless - malpractice by any name other than sheer, teeth-grinding ecstasy. Yow’s bed- 
wetting “My Own Urine” and backup “If You Had Lips,” both from the Jesus Lizard’s debut 
LP, 1990’s Head, joined with set closer “7 vs. 8” and its set-list predecessor “Chrome,” 
from the reissue of Head antecedent EP Pure , in cataloging the murderous, right-angle 
minimalism of the quartet’s femoral pulse. Save for 1998 swan song Blue, every album 
hacked off a limb for old-time Red River’s sake. “Then Comes Dudley” swaggered and 
staggered, “Boilermaker” bullied, and “Blue Shot” fired cannonballs. “Monkey Trick,” 
plus “Thumper” in the four-song encore, goosed a last-minute frenzy from the hourlong, 
19-song rebirth before TJL’s trademark cover of the Dicks’ “Wheelchair Epidemic” had the 
last mosh if not quite the last word(s). Pronounced Yow as coda: “Randy Biscuit Turner.”

FUCKED UP 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 7 

If Fucked Up is the hardcore version of 
Extreme Championship Wrestling, then front- 
man Damian Abraham, better known as Pink 
Eyes, is its people’s champion. Off his anti- 
anxiety meds for six days, the heavyweight 
took the stage with a classic homage to 
Sandman, crumpling a beer can against his 
forehead and sharing his mic from the bar- 
ricade for the better part of the set. While 
Fucked Up aims high on album, as evidenced 
by the prog pretensions and eccentric flourish- 
es on the band’s Polaris Music Prize-winning 
2008 LP, The Chemistry of Common Life, in this 
live setting the Toronto sextet struck below 
the belt, honing its hardcore anthems, notably 
the metallic sheen of “Crusades” and “No 
Epiphany,” into one giant tour de force, with 
a three-guitar battering ram and a relentless 
rhythm section. That gave the singer plenty of 
room to work his mojo on Chemistry anteced- 
ent Epics in Minutes' “Police,” at one point 
parting through the pit. He built off lead guitar- 
ist 10,000 Marbles impressively throughout, 
exchanging lines such as “it’s hard enough 
being born in the first place” and “who would 
ever want to be born again?” in the standout 
“Son the Father.” It was a cathartic confronta- 
tion - combat as performance. -Austin Powell 



SHONEN KNIFE/MELT-BANANA 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 7 

Japanese trio Shonen Knife has been retun- 
ing American rock & roll like the Beatles and 
Ramones for close to three decades now, 
going from something of an underground 
cult act to, well, a band that sounds like the 
Ramones. You pretty much know what you’re 
getting with SK now; the cult has become nov- 
elty. Dressed like go-go dancer Power Rangers 
Saturday afternoon, they put that theory into 
practice, as “Super Group,” the peppy open- 
ing title track of their new LP, could have been 
any of the other three-chord, two-minute pop 
songs they played. Still, kudos to founding 
singer/guitarist Naoko Yamano for keeping 
it weird as she nears 50. On the other side 
of the park was Melt-Banana, a band that’s 
managed to keep its cult intact since forming 
in the early 1990s. The quartet has no new 
material to speak of, but it was no matter live: 
the band’s genre-erasing punk/thrash/electro 
pinball machine of noise just needed one quar- 
ter and didn’t let up for 30 minutes. You could 
argue that Melt-Banana’s songs all sound the 
same too, but under Yasuko Onuki’s wood- 
chipper spray of vocals, there’s an alternate 
take on traditional punk and metal, and live 
they were on. - Audra Schroeder 


VEGA/NEON INDIAN 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 7 

Doubling down on Fun Fun Fun Fest 
Saturday, new Austinite-via-Denton Alan 
Palomo tested the much buzzed about electro- 
grooves of both his bands against each other. 
Vega unveiled first, gliding through the smooth, 
disco-ripped rhythms of “No Reasons,” from 
last year’s debut EP, Well Known Pleasures. 
Behind a burst of MGMT-tinged swagger, 
Palomo’s cheese-ball dance moves and the 
synth-laced retro 1980s beats of “All Too 
Vivid” would have pushed into ironic if the 
band hadn’t sustained such sincerity and an 
infectiously smooth composure in the sound. 
While Palomo’s newer outfit, Neon Indian, 
has garnered more national attention out of 
the gate, Vega held up as much more than 
a forethought. Announcing a new album for 
the band next year, the trio unloaded as a 
closer a guitar-scarred new tune that propelled 
Palomo’s most earnest Robert Smith croon 
with a power that transcended the digital foun- 
dations. Playing to a bigger crowd as the sun 
descended later in the evening, Neon Indian 
relaxed Vega’s more intense instincts, essen- 
tially the same trio adding Leanne Macomber’s 
keys and underused female vocals into the 
mix. While the intricacies of debut Psychic 
Chasms are allowed to develop and expand 
on disc, live “Terminally Chill” unfortunately 
drifted toward fulfilling its titular descriptor. 
“Deadbeat Summer” illuminated the dusk, but 
when Palomo’s computer shut down the beats 
unexpectedly, it revealed exactly how much 
further the band has to advance before it can 
fully inhabit its hype. Splitting the difference, 
though, both Vega and Neon Indian suggest 
Palomo’s promise is real. - Doug Freeman

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS 
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DANZIG 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

“I heard you were having a drought, so I brought you the black clouds of Danzig weather,” 
announced Lodi, N.J.’s spookiest Hair Club for Men candidate Glenn Danzig Sunday night. 
Vegas-worthy stage patter aside, Danzig’s first Austin performance in 15 years offered 
a stripped-to-the-marrow grim rocker that likely caused at least a few flatlines at neigh- 
boring University Medical Center Brackenridge. Banishing the rolling fog and driving rain 
that turned Waterloo Park into, fittingly, a charnel house of thick, black goop, opener 
“Skincarver” flayed the night wide open with scalpel-keen metal riffs courtesy of new 
Danzig inductee (and former Prong frontman) Tommy Victor. “Twist of Cain” came shroud- 
ed in Rick Rubin’s stainless, steely, 1989 metallics, backed by the punishing arrhythmic 
throb from skin-scraper Johnny Kelly, late of Type 0 Negative, and former Samhain drum- 
mer Steve Zing, now crunching skulls on bass duties. “I hear this festival is named after 
some good friends of mine. This is for the Big Boys’ Randy Biscuit Turner,” the lord of 
the left hand offered before hollering his way through a vicious “Am I Demon?” Danzig’s 
voice has matured and deepened - there were abyssal fissures in his high end - but 
as with prior incarnations, the stage show was short on distractions and long on the 
ghosts of Elvis past. Playing strictly a post -Plan 9 set, heavy on slashing standards (“Her 
Black Wings,” “Brand New God”) that sent the suddenly barricaded pit into paroxysms of 
churning, devil-locked glee, Danzig brought the rain, the pain, and curfew-sneering closer 
“Mother.” Danzig: Infinite sleep has ended, and he lives again. - Marc Savlov 


7 SECONDS 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 7 

Proof that old punks never die, they just 
grow more facial hair, Reno, Nev.’s founding 
straight-edgers 7 Seconds reclaimed reality 
from the seriously twisted Melt-Banana with 
Skeeno hardcore ease. If you closed your 
eyes, it was the summer of 1984 and BYO 
Records stone classic The Crew all over again. 
Precious few third wave punk-hardcore outfits 
have aged as stoically - or as relevantly - as 
vox/guitar sibling duo Kevin Seconds and 
Steve Youth. Reunited with 4/4 lockstep 
drummer Troy Mowat, the airtight set was a 
veritable history of maximumrocknroll hits, 
from hooky posi-punk opener “Here’s Your 
Warning” to a searingly mosh-ready version 
of “Clenched Fists, Black Eyes.” Ever the tour 
spieler, Seconds dropped shout-outs to found- 
ing label mates Youth Brigade before proving 
once more that, yes, he really is going to stay 
“Committed for Life,” “Young Til I Die,” and 
“Regress No Way.” Rules to live by in a mall 
punk-rock world, oh yeah, and more sing-along 
“whoa, whoa whoa!” choruses than most Walk 
Among l/s-era Misfits set lists. If it came as a 
zero sum revelation that the closing anthem 
was a crunchy-punk cover of Nena’s “99 Red 
Balloons,” it also arrived as a nonironic com- 
mentary on how little has changed from 7 
Seconds’ point of view. Skins, brains, and 
guts indeed. - Marc Savlov 



MISSION OF BURMA 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

“We picked up where we left off,” concluded 
Mission of Burma guitarist Roger Miller a few 
weeks ago by phone, shrugging off any second- 
coming hubris. MOB always came off as work- 
ing class punks, and on Sunday night, shrug- 
ging off an unrelenting mist of rain, the Boston 
trio punched in for its second shift. Opening 
with “1001 Pleasant Dreams” from 2006’s 
The Obliterati, Miller, bassist Clint Conley, and 
drummer Peter Prescott were delayed a bit in 
syncing up the beat, but amazingly Prescott’s 
yells from behind the kit have only gotten more 
furious. “1, 2, 3, Partyy!” and “Good Cheer,” 


from latest The Sound the Speed the Light, 
oiled the gears, extending the life on MOB’s 
patented formula of abrupt tempo changes and 
melodic hopscotch. By “That’s How I Escaped 
My Certain Fate,” off 1982 touchstone Vs., 
they had reached the dynamic state, filtering 
out the gunk for an ecstatic jam on “Trem 
Two.” To see twentysomethings singing along 
with closer “Academy Fight Song,” Jesus 
Lizard bassist David Sims backstage doing 
the same, brought MOB’s strange career arc 
around full circle. - Audra Schroeder 



BURAKA SOM SISTEMA 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

“Ladies and gentleman, now we’re gonna 
take you to fucking Africa,” shouted Andro 
Carvalho, the Cuban-born, Angola-raised MC 
of Buraka Som Sistema. The motherland that 
the Portugal-based ghetto-technicians trans- 
port listeners to is the Angolan underground, 
miles removed from the latest Putumayo 
compilation for sale at Starbucks. The group 

- DJ, drummer, percussionist, and three MCs 

- unleashed a fury of sinister skull-rattling 
beats and swirling sirens known as kuduro, 

a Lisbon-by-way-of-Luanda dance craze every 
bit as brash as Brazil’s baile funk. If you knew 
the genre before witnessing Buraka Som 
Sistema, you’re either an ethnomusicologist 
or a liar. Although taking the stage more than 
30 minutes late for an abbreviated set, BSS 
thumped live on the global sound clash of 
2008’s Black Diamond. The M.I.A.-assisted 
“Sound of Kuduro” primed the uninitiated, 
while the pounding rhythms of “Kalemba 
(Wegue Wegue)” required no translation. 
Neither did the posterior acrobatics of the 
lone female MC, decked in glowing neon lip- 
stick and waist-high silver hot pants (did we 
mention “kuduro” translates to “hard ass”). 
For an encore, the band blasted the crowd 
with water cannons, a wholly superfluous act 
given the wet weather. - Thomas Fawcett 

GZA 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

Fans planning to see GZA spit Liquid 
Swords in its entirety must have left with 
heads hung low. The Wu-Tang Clan veteran 
ditched his classic 1995 solo debut for the 
Wu’s “Clan in da Front” halfway through 
his set, and it nearly saved his show. After 
a “Liquid Swords” that rode mostly on the 
crowd’s reaction to the Shogun Assassin 
intro, GZA kicked into auto-drive. Falling 
out of rhythm and lacking any sort of stage 
presence, he wandered through “Living in 
the World Today,” “Swordsman,” and “4th 
Chamber” with the charisma of a sleeping 
monk. Even King Khan, sitting in on guitar 


for the first half of the show, looked like he 
had somewhere better to be. Things got roll- 
ing after the “W”s went up for “Clan in da 
Front.” A reinvigorated GZA then brought the 
heat to a thinning crowd through “Triumph,” 
“Reunited,” “C.R.E.A.M.,” and 01’ Dirty 


Bastard’s “Shimmy Shimmy Ya” before clos- 
ing with Pro Tools standout “Alphabets” and 
Swords' “Shadowboxin’.” The best part may 
have been his Whole Foods plug as roadies 
readied the stage for Kid Sister.

KID SISTER 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

Dancing around the stage like an infinitely more attractive 
Richard Simmons, Kid Sister was as energetic as GZA was 
lazy. Flanked by two dancers in black bodysuits and shiny 
reflective headgear, the Chicago MC rapped a mile a minute 
all while busting the latest club moves. She kicked off with 
the two opening tracks from Ultraviolet, her forthcoming 
debut due this month after a yearlong delay and several title 
changes. The set previewed the bulk of the album with “Get 
Fresh” and “Step” bleeding into “Big N Bad” and “54321.” 
With her real-life kid brother (J2K of Flosstradamus) on the 
tables, big sister chastised lames for blowing up her cell on 
“Telephone” and gave props to the 1980s Second City club 
scene on “I’ll House You.” “This is some Women’s Workout 
World bullshit,” Kid Sister panted. “Ladies, fuck the tread- 
mill, just get up here and dance!” Dozens obliged, filling the 
stage with estrogen for sassy salon anthem “Pro Nails,” an 
adorable toddler easily stealing the show. Rarely is a stage full of dancing female fans at a hip- 
hop show empowering. Leave it to Kid Sister to pump the girl power. - Thomas Fawcett 
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Procter & Gamble announced in October that it will once again create and 
host a public restroom for the holiday season in New York City’s Times Square 
as a promotion for Charmin tissue. Last year’s installation was merely specially 
outfitted toilet facilities, but this year P&G will upgrade by hiring five bloggers 
(“Charmin Ambassadors”) to “interact” with the expected “hundreds of 
thousands of bathroom guests” and write about their experiences with Charmin 
tissue on the company’s website (and include “family-friendly” photographs). 
P&G is calling the campaign “Enjoy the Go.” 


COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

“Therapeutic” Sex: 1) The U.S. Tax Court 
ruled in September that William Halby, 78, 
owes back taxes because he improperly 
tried to deduct $300,000 over a five-year 
period for “medical” expenses that were 
merely purchases of sex toys and pornogra- 
phy and payments to prostitutes. Halby said 
the activities relieved his depression, in that 
he had no other sexual outlets. The court 
reminded Halby (a retired New York tax law- 
yer) that prostitution is illegal in New York. 

2) James Pacenza, 60, of Montgomery, N.Y., 
who was fired by IBM in 2003 after he con- 
tinued to visit an Internet sex-chat room dur- 
ing work hours, renewed his challenge to 
the termination in September, telling a feder- 
al appeals court that his Internet sex addic- 
tion is a result of post-traumatic stress dis- 
order from combat in the Vietnam war. 

Robin Magee, a law professor at 
Minnesota’s Hamline University, was 
charged with state income tax evasion in 
September for failing to file in 2007 and for 
filing returns for 2004, 2005, and 2006 only 
very recently. Magee told the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press that she was unable to file on 
time because she has extreme attention- 
deficit disorder. Among the lapses of atten- 
tion, according to prosecutors, was Magee’s 
claim of eight tax exemptions, even though 
she is single and has no dependents. 


Parenting Made Simple: The father of the 
baby is only 13 years old, but his own dad told 
reporters in Manchester, England, in October 
that the kid “will make a good father” and “is 
taking his responsibilities very seriously.” He 
is “mature for his age” and “knows what he’s 
about.” The new dad said he plans to quit 
school and work full time to support the child 
and the 16-year-old mother (though the earn- 
ing power of a 13-year-old is uncertain). 

NO LONGER WEIRD 

Adding to the list of stories that were for- 
merly weird but which now occur with such 
frequency that they must be retired from cir- 
culation: 1) The apparently irresistible urge 
of curious men to tinker in workshops with 
live ammunition, such as the attempt by a 
57-year-old man in Charleston, W.Va., in 
August to drill through a bullet in order to 
make a keychain ornament. (The resulting 
explosion tore up his left hand, but he was 
not expected to lose it.) 2) The Lysistrata- 
style organized withholding of sex by wives in 
male-dominated Third World countries as a 
means of influencing their husbands’ behav- 
ior. (However, in Kenya, one husband fought 
back in May by filing a lawsuit in Nairobi High 
Court against the women’s group whose 
recent strike was somewhat successful. The 
man asked for compensation for his “anxi- 
ety” and “sleepless nights.”) 


THE LITIGIOUS SOCIETY 

With lawsuits piling up on Bank of 
America during the current economic down- 
turn, Dalton Chiscolm found a new angle. In 
September, he sued the bank in federal 
court in New York City for inadequate cus- 
tomer service concerning his checks’ routing 
numbers and asked for damages of “1,784 
billion, trillion dollars,” plus an additional 
“$200,164,000.” Judge Denny Chin gave 
Chiscolm 30 days to better explain his com- 
plaint but dismissed it finally Oct. 23. (BBC 
News reported that the first amount, which 
is 1,784 followed by 21 zeros, is more 
money than exists on the planet.) 

LEADERSHIP IN ACTION 

New Jersey’s Least-Savvy Politician: In a 
courtroom in October, Atlantic City (N.J.) 
Councilman (and Baptist minister) Eugene 
Robinson, 67, explained that he had no inten- 
tion of having sex that night in November 
2006 when a prostitute tricked him into a 
motel tryst (as a setup by his political ene- 
mies). “I was waiting for God to send me the 
[woman] that’s [destined] to be my Christian 
wife,” he said, and since he hadn’t had sex 
“since 1989,” he said he thought this was 
the chosen woman. Robinson, now in poor 
health, did not run for re-election. 

In his campaign for election to the school 
board in Birmingham, Ala., Antwon Womack, 
21, issued biographical materials claiming 
to be 23 years old, to be a graduate of a 
local high school and of Alabama A&M, to 
be a bona fide resident of Birmingham, to 
be properly addressed as “Dr.,” and to have 
chaired three previous political campaigns. 
After inquiries by The Birmingham News, 
Womack acknowledged in August that none 
of those claims is true. However, he defend- 
ed his campaign and his principles: “My val- 
ues are not lies. It’s just [that] the informa- 
tion I provided to the people is false.” 

SOMETHING IN THE DARWIN 
WATER SUPPLY? 

During a three-week period in September 
and October, three couples in the Darwin, 
Australia, area aroused police attention for 
having uninhibited sex in public. On Sept. 

13, a 29-year-old man and a 23-year-old 
woman were fully engaged in their vehicle 
(stolen, said police) at a gas station in full 
view of passers-by. They persisted, ignoring 
a police officer’s order to stop. Two weeks 
later, an intoxicated couple taken into custo- 
dy by police were seen having sex by the 
motorist following directly behind the police 
paddy wagon. On Oct. 6, 25 miles south of 
Darwin, a 33-year-old man was charged with 
reckless driving after he crashed his car into 
a concrete drain while having sex with a 
34-year-old woman in the front seat. (The 
woman later denied the charge, in earthy 
language, to a reporter from the Northern 
Territory News.)

The Lyndon B. Johnson National Grasslands north of Decatur, 
Texas, is where the wild things live. The federally administered 
natural area doesn’t conform to the image that most people 

have of rolling hills of prai- 
rie grass and open spaces. 

Instead of an open prai- 
rie, the grassland is a mix- 
ture of high bluffs with sce- 
nic views; sharp valleys 
clogged with thick stands 
of oak, walnut, and pine 
trees; and four small lakes 
surrounded by the ancient 
forest. Of course, there are 
also boundless meadows 
covered in tall grass and 
dotted with wildflowers 
where butterflies dance. 

Unlike most natural 
areas, the LBJ National 
Grasslands is a patchwork 
quilt of 73 parcels protect- 
ing more than 20,250 acres in Wise and Montague counties. When the federal government 
began purchasing tracts in 1937 around the end of the Great Depression and the Dust Bowl, 
most of the land had been overgrazed and badly scarred by erosion. 

Under the stewardship of a series of governmental agencies, the land has regenerated a com- 
plex mosaic of ecosystems. The rugged landscape is now home to healthy populations of game 
and a number of species of birds. 

In 1970, the area was renamed for the former president from Texas. Along with its sister natural 
area, the Caddo National Grasslands in northeast Texas, the LBJ preserve is the southern- and east- 
ernmost national grassland administered by the U.S. Department of Agriculture’s Forest Service. 

From a conservation point of view, the LBJ National Grasslands protects some of the largest 
remaining tracts of the Cross Timbers and the Post Oak Savanna. The ecosystems are the rem- 
nants of an ancient forest that separated the eastern deciduous forests and the grasslands of 
the southern plains. The unique mixture of geography, plants, and animal communities makes 
the area an incredibly diverse habitat. 

Not only does the forest service maintain the property for conservation and allows cattle graz- 
ing, but the park also provides ample recreational opportunities. There are more than 75 miles 
of trails through the woodlands open to horses, hiking, and mountain biking. Of the three main 
campgrounds, Black Creek Lake is the most scenic and developed. Primitive camping is also 
allowed in most of the units. Road cycling is popular on the miles of county roads that lace the 
wilderness tracts together. 

The LBJ National Grasslands begin about seven miles north of Decatur. Stop at the Forest 
Service office on U.S. 287 to pick up a map. The tracts are often used by hunters, and the rang- 
ers can give valuable information on what areas to avoid. For more information, call 
940/627-5475. 

If you can’t schedule a visit, maybe you can make a donation to the Forest Service’s Plant-a- 
Tree Program to memorialize a loved one or commemorate a special event. Donations of $10 or 
more help re-establish more wild places.

After falling short of the playoffs in their first year, the Austin Aztex 
announced Friday that they’ve released 14 players from their 2009 squad, 
including popular locals Zack Pope, AJ. Godbolt, Wes Allen, and Josh 
Alcala. That leaves goalkeeper Miguel Gallardo as the only roster player 
with local ties. Other notable drops: English striker Gifton Noel-Williams. 
hailed as a franchise player when he was the team’s second-ever signee 
last year, and defender Michael Dello-Russo, who had signed to a two- 
year contract right before the end of this season... Monday was the first 
day on the job for the Aztex’s new CEO, Djorn Buchholz, former general 
manager of the Minnesota Thunder. 

The UT Longhorn season ended last Friday with a 5-1 loss to Texas A&M in 
the Big 12 tournament; a 9-9-3 final record wasn’t nearly enough to earn a 
ninth straight NCAA bid. All in all, it was a down year for the Big 12, as only 
Texas A&M and tourney champ Oklahoma State made the 64-team NCAA field. 

St. Edward’s women are in the Division II NCAAs this weekend, facing 
Central Oklahoma at 7pm Friday, at Benson Stadium in San Antonio. The 
winner plays Incarnate Word Sunday for a chance to be one of the final 
eight. That would be a rubber match for the Hilltoppers, who split a pair 
with their Fleartland Conference rivals this year. The St. Ed’s men again 
failed to earn a bid, despite winning the Fleartland title for the first time 
since 2000.

I predicted last week that cooler heads would prevail in the rift between 
factions of the United Soccer Leagues. That hasn’t been the trend so far. 

On one side is the USL, now with strategic partner Nike, which has six 
loyal returning franchises in the Aztex, Cleveland, Puerto Rico, Rochester, 
Charleston, and Portland, plus expansion teams in New York and Tampa Bay. 
Last week, Nike hosted the first team owners meeting in Oregon with just five 
of last year’s 11 teams in attendance, but they are nonetheless “thrilled to be 
creating a new road map for a sophisticated future at new heights moving for- 
ward to 2010 and beyond with the current and future great, quality owners.” 

On the other side is the Team Owners Association, which includes the 
other five returning USL-1 teams - Carolina, Minnesota, Vancouver, 

Montreal, and Miami - along with the revived Atlanta Silverbacks and expan- 
sion St. Louis. This Tuesday, the association announced that they’ve formed 
a new pro league to begin play in April, although Vancouver is moving to the 
MLS after next year, Montreal is said to be right behind them, Minnesota 
has suspended operations, Atlanta did the same a year ago, Miami almost 
the same six months ago, and St. Louis doesn’t exist yet. Why the Carolina 
RailFlawks are hanging around in this company is beyond me.

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Does anyone else recall The Beverly Hillbillies’ crossover with 
Petticoat Junction? It all started when Granny went to Hooterville 
to help Bobbie Jo have ... well, what happened doesn’t matter 


as much as that it did happen, that these 
two separate sitcoms were suddenly in the 
same universe (with Green Acres, which 
was also set in Hooters-ville, as Eva Gabor 
habitually pronounced it). This sort of series 
interaction occurred so rarely in TV Land, it 
gave the standard tomfoolery a wacky kick. 

Kirk German seeks to, ahem, channel that 
particular TV vibe in Leave It to Beverly, his 
new play consisting of three “episodes” of 
different invented sitcoms that all take place 
in one suburban neighborhood, Morningwood 
Heights, and share the same cast. To ramp up 
the goofy factor further, his faux shows’ char- 
acters are mashed up from real series in the 
Fifties and Sixties. Beverly is a stare hed-dress- 
and-pearl-necklace-wearing hausfrau combining 
Leave It to Beaver's June Cleaver, The Donna 
Reed Show’s Donna Stone, and Father Knows 
Best’s Margaret Anderson. The lead in Trixie 
Knows Best is a magical, nose-twitching pixie 
made of equal parts Bewitched’ s Samantha 
and / Dream ofJeannie’s Jeannie. And Make 
Room for Lorraine centers on a perky bundle 
of high spirits in capri pants mixing The Dick 
Van Dyke Show’s Laura Petrie with / Love 
Lucy’s you-know-who. As we go from show to 
show (with Connor Hopkins’ one-set-fits-all 
kitchen mocking sitcom sets’ interchangeabil- 
ity), the separate episode plots link to a larger 
storyline playing on the characters’ awareness 
that they’re living in a world of canned laughter 
and easily resolved domestic dramas. 

Now, German knows his vintage sitcoms 
and shows in his script a clear affection for 
the women in them - both the actresses and 
the characters they played. But just because 
these shows abided by certain conventions, 


because they’d introduce problems and wrap 
them up in a brisk half-hour or lean on arche- 
types for certain characters (the nutty neigh- 
bor, the busybody) doesn’t mean they were 
simple or that their comedy is easily replicat- 
ed. These sitcoms remain memorable after 40 
and 50 years because of the coherent, cohe- 
sive worlds they created and the quality of the 
performances in them. As appealing and game 
as the actors in this Da! Theatre Collective 
production are, their levels of experience and 
talent are too varied to sustain the kind of 
even tone that would hold their sitcom world 
together. And German’s desire to add depth to 
these purposefully one-note characters and lib- 
erate his heroines from the shackles of their 
prefeminist society - shades of Pleasantvillel 
-just makes the tone all the more uneven. 

Not that Beverly is without pleasures. 

The material is well served when the per- 
formances are broad but focused, as with 
Heather Huggins’ sunny Beverly and Chris 
Gibson’s gruff, gray-flannel-suited hubby. 

The zippy dance breaks choreographed by 
Lisa del Rosario always give the show a lift. 
Jude Hickey’s spot-on channeling of Agnes 
Moorehead on Bewitched, complete with 
heavy blue eye shadow and thick false lash- 
es, deserves an award of some kind. And to 
be fair, when I saw the show, the crowd guf- 
fawed like one of those live studio audiences 
so many sitcoms were filmed in front of. If 
it appears I’m doing a mash-up of Petticoat 
Junction’s crabby Homer Bedloe and The Lucy 
Show’s cranky Mr. Mooney here, well, what do 
you expect from a guy who still recalls, fondly, 
the time the Beverly Hillbillies stayed at the 
Shady Rest Hotel? - Robert Faires

Choreographer Cheryl Chaddick returned to Austin in 2007 
after a 20-year hiatus, so she is still introducing herself with 
Chaddick Dance Theater’s second full-length show since her 
move back. Despite the program’s blah title, Freefall, the four 


pieces on it prove to be diverse, touched 
with a degree of rawness, and almost unfail- 
ingly interesting. 

In the first piece of the evening, “The 
Gambit,” April Mackey, Maia McCoy, and 
Kristen Studer make subtle gestures and 
mouth words toward the audience. Their 
shifting expressions are a bit cringeworthy, 
but it appears that the cringe is part of the 
point. The long skirts seem to be symbolic 
of situations for which the women don’t 
know the social rules, trapping them and 
causing alternating moods of fear, giddiness, 
anger, and solemnity. After a period of wres- 
tling with the cumbersome skirts, it seems 
obvious that of course the skirts will finally 
come off, but Studer’s character steadfastly 
retains hers, even as the others seem to 
shun her. The last one to leave the stage, 
Studer makes this gesture before walking 
off: She traces two circles around her face, 
points to her nose, and tugs her ear. I don’t 
know what this means, but it is surprising 
and a heck of a lot of fun to think about. 

Before the second dance, a pause is filled 
by a dizzying slideshow of photographs from 
India taken by Chaddick’s sister, Cynthia 
Chaddick. While a bit of a non sequitur, 
watching the slideshow is more interesting 
than it would be to sit in mid-darkness for 
five minutes, so why not. The next piece, 
“Three for Violin,” is a romp for five danc- 
ers, though the variety of groupings made 
them seem like more. In autumn-toned vel- 
vet dresses (designed by Elizabeth Vowell), 
the dancers show lots of euphoria and 
upstretched arms. This piece lacks dynam- 
ics but shows off the freshness and ease of 
Mackey and Lynn Forney in particular. 

Next on the program is “I’m Your Lullaby,” 
a campy study in which McCoy, Forney, 


Chaddick, and Kate Warren each portray 
a character from what might be called the 
suburbs of art. According to the program 
notes, McCoy’s character, “Teenie” Tahtas, 
“studied jazz/tap combo at Ms. Bonnie’s 
School of Dance” and now teaches S/'t and 
Be Fit on public access; Warren’s charac- 
ter, Toni Grover, sells the work of Thomas 
Kinkade as co-owner of the Art Is Beautiful 
gallery somewhere outside of Lubbock. With 
Forney as a chanteuse who opens for the 
tractor pull at county fairs and Chaddick as 
a modeling-school dropout and “plant aura” 
photographer, the piece is hilarious and has 
oodles of substance in the character devel- 
opment department. 

The final work, “The Watchful Sleeping 
Heart,” generally marries the unprocessed 
quality evident in “The Gambit” with greater 
clarity of form and a more crystalline motive. 
The work for seven dancers depicts an 
exodus, and while projected backgrounds 
of desert and then forest suggest the bibli- 
cal exodus, the piece plugs in to personal 
struggles or purges as well. The dancers 
wander and grapple, then find themselves 
splayed up against the back wall of the 
stage. McCoy is intense, hip, and fluid in a 
tormented solo section. Near the end of the 
piece, the ensemble rubs quick circles over 
their chests as if to restart their hearts’ 
beating before it ends in silence. 

While there is no clear thread connecting 
the pieces in the program, each is worthwhile, 
some are funny, and at times they satisfy 
both the eyes’ hankering for aesthetic and the 
brain’s hunger for complexity. The show runs 
for three weekends - an eternity for dance in 
this city - so there’s plenty of time to see it, 
then grab a drink and toast the new(ish) cho- 
reographer in town. - Jonelle Seitz

La Boheme 


Dell Hall, Long Center for the Performing Arts

La Boheme is the rare opera that captures audiences over 
and over, regardless of repeat viewings (this was, at quick 
count, my eighth). From Giacomo Puccini’s sweeping romantic 


score to the timeless story of youth, 
romance, and freedom, something about 
this work struck a chord more than a cen- 
tury ago, and it continues to resonate today. 
On this temperate night, a couple thousand 
Austinites buzzed their way into Dell Hall for 
this much-anticipated opener to the Austin 
Lyric Opera’s 23rd season. 

From the very first moments, it was clear 
there was much reason for the buzz. Bravo 
to Stage Director Garnett Bruce for helping 
his performers capture not only the whimsi- 
cal and tragic natures of their characters but 
also the great ease with which the set and 
props become playground for effective story- 
telling through movement. This was among 
the most natural and believable casts I’ve 
yet seen in an ALO production, backed up by 
the fine accompaniment of maestro Richard 
Buckley’s orchestra. 

The two leads, Dina Kuznetsova as Mimi 
and Sebastien Gueze as Rodolfo, had some 
trouble settling into their roles. Gueze is a 
talented performer with a dynamic stage 
presence, but he had some recurrent pitch 
issues in the first two acts; Kuznetsova, too, 
took some time to warm up to the challenge 
of Mimi’s soaring emotionality. By the third 
act, though, their performances gelled. As 
Mimi, propped up in Rodolfo’s arms, closes 
in on her death, Gueze and Kuznetsova’s 
tender duet rendered prior inconsistency 
moot, bringing tears to many. 

As the opera’s power couple, the tumultu- 
ous Musetta and Marcello, Sari Gruber and 
Craig Verm were tremendous throughout. 

The role of Musetta, the opera’s spitfire, 
calls for much more than your typical diva 
histrionics. Musetta is as much a bohemian 


as Rodolfo or Marcello but must straddle 
the competing landscapes of kept woman 
and bohemian muse (where her true char- 
acter thrives). Gruber nailed this dichotomy, 
bringing comedic grace and vulnerability to 
the role, as well as glorious vocal talent. 
Verm, in his ALO debut, met Gruber’s chal- 
lenge with an assured, hearty performance, 
capturing Marcello’s jealousy, wit, and 
pathos with an impressive artistic agility. 

The only oddity of the night was the set 
treatment for Act M’s street scene, a well- 
intended mosaic of art nouveau advertise- 
ments from the era, dropped in at different lev- 
els to create the scene around the infamous 
Cafe Momus. Unfortunately, perhaps because 
of their omnipresence in modern decoration 
(thanks to World Market and Pottery Barn), 
the result created visual distraction in a scene 
that already had a feast of activity on stage. 
For the opera’s set designer, however, this is 
in essence a compliment by juxtaposition. 

For the other three acts, the stage was set 
beautifully, creating such a believable late 
19th century Paris that upon the arrival of the 
impressionist street scene, I yearned for the 
gray, gritty realism of the city in winter. 

The performance was also the setting 
for ALO’s annual ball. At first intermission, 
General Director Kevin Patterson took the 
stage to announce Champagne for all, along 
with chairs Amelia Bullock and Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell, who surprised the audience by 
revealing himself as the drum major on stage 
in the previous act. Whether in jeans or a tux, 
no one complained about the bubbly. It was a 
refined, fun, and satisfying gesture - all quali- 
ties that described the performance around 
which it was orchestrated. - Michael Kellerman

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Everything about Scherfig’s coming-of-age story about a girl in 
the London suburb of Twickenham in 1961 is spot-on. The film 
tells a wonderfully nuanced story about a teenager’s longing to 
break free of her provincial surroundings and enter the world at 
large. It’s a story about her education in the university of life, 
an impartial proving ground that seduces many into its fold but 


whose revolving door is just as likely to hit 
you on the ass on the way out. With a steady 
but subtle hand, Scherfig (Wilbur Wants 
to Kill Himself) directs the drama, which 
is based on a memoir by Lynn Barber and 
adapted for the screen by Nick Hornby (About 
a Boy, High Fidelity). Crowning An Education 
is the central performance of Mulligan as 
16-year-old Jenny: In this breakthrough role, 
the actress stuns us with a range that goes 
from dimpled schoolgirl to oh-so-sophisti- 
cated teen to Audrey Hepburn look-alike to 
disillusioned-but-wiser adult. Mulligan makes 
a lasting impression as this student living at 
home with her bourgeois parents while study- 
ing to take her Oxford exams. She is a girl 
waiting for her life to begin. She fantasizes 
about moving to France, smoking, wear- 
ing black, and listening to lots of Jacques 
Brel. She sees herself in the mold of the 
bohemian Juliette Greco, whose records she 
pores over in her bedroom. Then into her 
life comes David (Sarsgaard), a man about 
twice her age, who dazzles her with invita- 
tions to concerts, auctions, and nightclubs. 
His manners and patter are so polished that 


he even sweeps Jenny’s parents (Molina 
and Seymour) off their feet. They don’t even 
seem to mind that he’s Jewish. Even though 
it occurs offscreen, the sexual relationship 
between the two is daring. Though set in 
1961, the consensual sex portrayed here 
remains illegal in the U.S. in 2009. In these 
times, which seem angrier than ever regard- 
ing such things as Roman Polanski’s sexual 
activities in the Sixties, An Education may 
face some moral resistance. Yet there is 
nothing prurient about Jenny and David’s 
affair. Wonderful supporting work is deliv- 
ered by Molina and Seymour as Jenny’s 
staid parents, while Cooper and Pike are 
also delightful as David’s best friends. As 
Jenny’s teacher, a single woman with her 
hair in a bun, Williams plays to the stereo- 
type before shredding it to bits. It seems 
all girls have their moment to undergo a 
certain education, and the woman who 
teaches them about Jane Eyre and Mr. 
Rochester may know that better than most. 
An Education is a distinctive story with uni- 
versal appeal. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE BOX D: Richard Kelly; with Cameron Diaz, 

James Marsden, Frank Langella, Sam Oz Stone, Gillian 
Jacobs, James Rebhorn. (PG-13, 115 min.) 

Based very loosely on a short story 
by original Twilight Zone scribe Richard 
Matheson, The Box is a convoluted and 
capricious morality tale that cobbles 
together sci-fi, absent body parts, NASA, 
Sartre, and Cameron Diaz into a not-alto- 
gether functional mix that is nevertheless 
creepy on its own terms. Or, really, Kelly’s 
terms, which, as in his breakthrough hit 
Donnie Darko, are infused with surreal, 
dreamlike, and philosophical elements. 
Indeed, The Box has no shortage of inter- 
esting ideas simmering at its core. It’s 
just that by the time the film ends, you’re 
wondering what the point is. More than 
a few critics felt similarly toward Donnie 
Darko, although the layers of reality in that 
particular film reward multiple viewings. 

The Box seems destined to be a single- 
rental misfire. Diaz and Marsden are a 
quotidian everycouple, Norma and Arthur 
Lewis. It’s 1976, she’s a teacher, he’s a 
NASA employee, and all is fine and right in 
their world until one evening they receive 
a visit from a mysterious stranger by the 
name of Arlington Steward (Langella, well- 
cast and sporting an eerie CG wound to 
his face). Steward arrives to explain the 
significance of the titular box, previously 
deposited on their doorstep. Atop the box 
is a big, red button beneath a glass dome. 
Steward presents the cash-strapped couple 
with a proposition: Push the button and 
receive $1 million, with a catch - some- 
one, somewhere, whom they do not know, 
will be killed when the button is pressed. 
Not your everyday bicentennial conun- 
drum, but possibly no more freakish than 
Queen’s “Bohemian Rhapsody” charting 
at Billboard’s No. 9 that same year. The 
button, needless to say, does not remain 
untouched for long, and from there on out 
The Box feels very much like a sprawl- 
ing jigsaw puzzle that may - or may not, 
because with Kelly it can be hard to tell 
- be missing some key pieces. Diaz and 
Marsden turn in fine, increasingly bewil- 
dered performances, but Langella, with his 
black hat and blacker eyes, is one of the 
more memorable instigators in a suspense 
film (and I can’t think of any other label to 
attach to this particular genre-defying Box) 
since Rod Serling exited the Night Gallery. 
Kelly’s writerly ambition gets the most of 
him here - most nonfan audiences will like- 
ly leave The Box baffled - as he layers on 
a deep-pile, Seventies shag rug’s worth of 
ominous subplots that, while undoubtedly 
weird, has neither the interlocking back- 
story nor the off-kilter oddness of Donnie 
Darko. It’s a mess and it might cost him 
some career freedom, but at least Kelly 
hasn’t cashed in his trademark narrative 
complexity for Hollywood pap.- Marc Savlov

BRIEF INTERVIEWS WITH 
HIDEOUS MEN D: John Krasinski; 
with Julianne Nicholson, Bobby Cannavale, Josh Charles, 
Dominic Cooper, Frankie Faison, Will Forte, Benjamin 
Gibbard, Timothy Hutton, John Krasinski, Chris Messina, 
Max Minghella, Christopher Meloni, Lou Taylor Pucci, Ben

They’re not all hideous, the men who 
sit for interviews with a graduate stu- 
dent (Nicholson) and unload their dirty 
laundry. Sometimes they’re just feckless, 
or crass; some are even pitiable. They 
are also superarticulate, but how could 
they not be, coming from the pen of the 
late David Foster Wallace, a masterful 
writer given to great pile-ons of words? 

In his directorial debut, Krasinski (best 
known as the everyman Jim on The Office) 
adapts Wallace’s three linked stories, 
all called “Brief Interviews With Hideous 
Men,” from a collection of the same title. 
In the book, the interviews are one-sided 

- monologues, more or less - with the 
interviewer’s questions shorthanded 
to a brusque “Q.” In the transition to 
screen, Krasinski has turned that “Q” 
into an actual character - Nicholson’s 
Sara - but made her no less unknowable. 
Via what can only be called a structural 
hash, Krasinski frames Sara during ses- 
sions and at psych department socials, 
where she drifts around the periphery, 
her mouth set in a rigid horizontal line. 

In flashbacks, there are flickerings of 
an old boyfriend (played by Krasinski) 
who has since jilted her; later he’ll show 
up to deliver the final, killing interview. 
Curiously, Krasinski, the actor, is one of 
the least effective at wrapping his mouth 
around Wallace’s distinctive, almost 
stilted-sounding rhythm and diction, but 
he does have an eye for casting: Charles, 
as a serial monogamist going through the 
paces of his exit speech, and Cooper, as 
one of Sara’s students, make especially 
jazzy work of their limited time onscreen. 
But the first-time filmmaker’s stylistic 
tics bungle the good stuff. He chops up 
Cooper’s thread both spatially and tem- 
porally to confusing effect and abruptly 
cuts takes of the interviews, eliminating 
the space in between lines of dialogue 
where the actor would breathe or react or 
reflect (seemingly the whole reason for 
bothering to transpose Wallace’s words to 
the screen: for the dimensionality of what 
an actor brings to the text). Krasinski 
re-creates the interviews using Wallace’s 
original, but this isn’t exactly a letter-of- 
the-law adaptation - he tightens the inter- 
views and defangs some of the language 

- and in that tinkering, he loses the spirit 
of the source, too. Wallace was an exact- 
ing wordsmith, and when he wrote about 
a woman’s body being “blown out,” you 
can be sure those words were chosen for 
maximum visceral effect. Krasinski strips 
them from the film, and where there was 
once a shuddering quality, what’s left 

is little more than a boy-feminist frown. 
(Krasinski will be in attendance for a Q&A 
following the Friday and Saturday screen- 
ings at 7pm and 9:45pm , which are cur- 
rently sold out.)

Forget career criminals: Charlie Bronson 
is a career prisoner. Born Michael Peterson 
in a British suburb in 1952, he first went 
to prison at the age of 22 for burglar- 
izing a post office. He stole £26.18 and 
received seven years for the crime, but 
that sentence was quickly extended as 
Peterson’s infractions inside began to pile 
up: insubordination, violence, blackmail, 
and multiple hostage situations. As his 
reputation grew, he took on the moniker 
Charles Bronson (the film refers to it as 
his “fighting name”). He’s now spent more 
than three decades in jail, with the majority 
of those years in solitary confinement, and 
has become a tabloid sensation as the so- 
called “most violent prisoner in Britain.” A 
figure this luridly fascinating, a personality 
this ludicrously outsized, warrants some- 
thing more than your typical biopic, and 
Danish filmmaker Refn (the Pusher trilogy) 
smartly cuts together something just as 
raging and exhibitionist as its namesake. 
Bronson is a spectacle, and at its center is 
the bloody spectacular Hardy (RocknRolla), 
scarily bulked-up and sporting the curling 
mustache of a circus strongman. Refn first 
shoots him in solitary confinement, naked 
and bathed in a red light that obscures 
exactly which bodily excretion - blood? 
feces? - he’s wearing like war paint. Hardy 
paws the floor like a bull, readying for bat- 
tle - in this case, with the armed guards 
about to storm his cage. It’s a kicky open- 
ing salvo, but we’ll soon see the same 
scene, or its endless variations, again: 
Bronson, fists ever balled, deliciously antic- 
ipating the fight, and then another slo-mo 
bare-knuckle brawl, set to a rousing sound- 
track that ranges from Verdi and Wagner to 
blood-pressure-rising electronic beats from 
Glass Candy and the Pet Shop Boys. (Refn 
has a knack for lighting on inspired musi- 
cal selections: He sets an assassination 
attempt, filmed from behind a curtain with 
all the formalist beauty of a Godfather kill, 
to an incongruous-seeming easy-listening 
song, all zippy Fifties strings and horse 
clomps.) Still, a sameness starts to settle 
over the picture, despite Refn and co-writer 
Brock Norman Brock’s enlivening framing 
device, in which Bronson, ever the show- 
man, orates to an imaginary audience. 
Despite the occasional breaks in routine 

- brief jail respites, a new girl in his life 

- Bronson’s life, both inner and outer, is 
something of a dramatic flatline. Late in 



the film, in one of his many standoffs 
with prison authorities, Bronson is asked 
his terms. “What do you want?” won- 
ders his hostage. Genuinely stumped, 
Bronson replies, “What have you got?” 
Bronson’s first instinct is to fight, to cap- 
ture, to win. He never makes it to phase 
two of planning, just as Refn’s artful and 
energetic film never goes further than 
face value. - Kimberley Jones

FLAME & CITRON D: Ole Christian 

Madsen; with Thure Lindhardt, Mads Mikkelsen, 
Christian Berkel, Stine Stengade, Peter Mygind, Hanns 
Zischler. (NR, 130 min., subtitled) 

Admittedly influenced by Jean-Pierre 
Melville’s Army of Shadows and freighted 
with historical and contemporary rel- 
evance, this Danish film from former 
Dogme ’95 member Madsen is some- 
thing of a reality check in an increasingly 
duplicitous world that’s stuck in multiple 
forever wars. No matter that the events 
portrayed in Flame & Citron are 65 years 
past. The themes of wartime partisan 
resistance (in this case the titular pair of 
ordinary Danes who track down and kill 
Nazi collaborators in the waning days of 
the German occupation) and the fragile, 
errant swing of men’s moral compasses 
during the insidious, roiling fog of war are 
perpetual. War makes lunacy justifiable 
and turns men on all sides into madmen 
adrift in a sea of inhumanity. Madsen 
drives the point home with doomy, film- 
noir panache: No one is innocent, and the 
good guys wear black, metaphorically and 
otherwise, with unnerving and increasing 
frequency. Flame (Lindhardt) and Citron 
(Mikkelsen, who played James Bond’s 
Quantum of Solace nemesis Le Chiffre) 
are dispatching Dutch Nazis frequently 
enough that the SS has put bounties on 
their heads. But these are not men manu- 
factured for murder. Citron gulps pills on 
what seems an hourly basis and recoils 
(to the point of physical sickness) from 
the brutal acts he is committing. Flame,

the cockier and younger of the pair, begins 
a dalliance with Resistance courier Ketty 
(Stengade), whose own true alliances are 
blurry. The pair are assisted in their deadly 
endeavors by the Copenhagen police and 
a spider-webbed network of potentially 
untrustworthy underground affiliates. Their 
killings escalate from complicit Danish 
men to complicit Danish women to actual 
German officers. It’s a downward spiral 
of perceived heroism, made no less har- 
rowing by the fact that the enemies are 
the uberenemy. Mikkelsen and Lindhardt 
are spectacularly invested in their roles. 
The script (based on actual events) by 
Madsen and Lars Andersen wades right 
into the ambiguity of wartime morals and 
self-deceit. Beyond that is a drop-dead 
gorgeous period noir, rife with paranoia, 
femmes fatales, and good men inexorably 
sinking into the bloody mire and opaque 
texture of life (and death) during wartime. 
Resistance isn’t futile, but it does come 
with its own terrible cost. - Marc Savlov

PIRATE RADIO D: Richard Curtis; with 

Philip Seymour Hoffman, Bill Nighy, Rhys Ifans, Nick 
Frost, Kenneth Branagh, Tom Sturridge, Talulah Riley, 
January Jones, Emma Thompson. (R, 116 min.) 

Despite a title change from The Boat That 
Rocked to Pirate Radio, this British import 
exudes about as much outlaw swagger as 
Tom DeLay in a dance competition. Forget 
about historical veracity in which this film’s 
offshore radio broadcasting ship Radio 
Rock is a fictional stand-in for the actual 
operation, Radio Caroline, which was shut 
down by the British government in 1967. 

The politics of Pirate Radio never get any 
weightier than its general oppositional tone 
of Us against the Man. And when it comes 
to the old sex, drugs, and rock & roll equa- 
tion, writer-director Curtis ( Four Weddings and 
a Funeral, Love Actually ) pretty much leaves 
out the middle entity: drugs. However, the 
biggest problem with Pirate Radio is its lax 
narrative structure. The film is a series of 
episodic scenes which spotlight a host of 
characters who, without narrative material, 
become a mere collection of quirks, cos- 
tumes, and gestures. This is all the more 
frustrating because the performances are 
good. Hoffman more or less reprises his 
Lester Bangs schtick from Almost Famous : 
always good but nothing new. He’s the radio 
station’s American import and main attrac- 
tion, a cool cat dubbed the Count. We expect 
fireworks to occur with the return of Gavin 
(Ifans), a Carnaby Street dandy and babe 
magnet who was the station’s previous top 
deejay. But nothing passes between these 
two apart from a couple of stony glares. 

Nighy also cuts a memorable figure as the 
station’s onboard owner. As much as there is 
a story, it takes shape with young recruit Carl 
(Sturridge), who comes aboard after getting 
kicked out of boarding school. Carl is the 
audience’s surrogate, through whose eyes we 
experience the waning months of the pirate- 
radio experience. We meet all the deejays 
along with Carl and witness the loopy mer- 
riment that occurs when a dozen or so guys 
are locked up together on a boat. Women are 
shipped in every couple of weeks, and there’s 
plenty of shagging, one wedding, and a lesbian 
cook thrown in for good measure. Branagh, 
however, is drydocked with his role as the min- 
ister tasked with finding a legal means to shut 
down the offshore broadcasters. Whenever 
Curtis cuts back to Branagh’s landlubber 
scenes, the film loses energy and the actor’s 
consternation and efforts seem an effete 
stereotype. The ending of Pirate Radio turns 
into a poor man’s Titanic, made even worse by 
all the valedictory speeches about the future 
of rock & roll not going down with the ship. 

But it’s true: One thing the Man can’t stop is 
rock & roll. Pirate Radio is awash in nonstop 
music. (I’m guessing that a fair amount of the 
film’s budget was spent on music rights.) You 
can almost shut your eyes and be transported 
back to 1966 (minus a few glaring exceptions 
where rights must not have been conferred). 
With your eyes closed, you can at least pre- 
tend that you’re listening to commercial-free 
radio. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Amiable and proficient, this indie roman- 
tic comedy is never more or less than 
reliable. The film, which made its world 
premiere at South by Southwest ’09, gener- 
ates no great sparks but zips by pleasantly. 
Newcomer Middleditch stars as Justin, 
a directionless young man in his early 20s 
who lives with his single mom (Thompson) 
and mows lawns with his best friend, Wayne 
Chung (Rogel), for a living. He is ripe for the 
picking when a beautiful blonde with excel- 
lent cleavage cons him out of $60 at a gas 
station. We later learn her name is Galaxy 
(Taylor) and that she works for a carnival 
which has pitched its temporary tent in 
town. Despite her ruse, Justin is fully head 
over heels by the third time the two meet 
up. Galaxy introduces him to her hobby of 
geocaching, an activity which, to my knowl- 
edge, is making its feature film debut. 
Complications and tangents are piled on 
following the pair’s first meet-cute. She has 
an abusive jerk for a boyfriend (Winters), 
Wayne always embarrasses Justin by trying 
to find them an orgy in which to partake, 
and the local police sergeant (McDonald, 
who is quite hilarious) used to date Justin’s 
mom and wants desperately to get back 
together with her. There is also the issue 
of Grandpa (Lyndeck), who, at the age of 
116, is crowned as the world’s oldest living 
human. (Although he is referred to through- 
out as Justin’s grandfather, at the end of the 
film Justin clearly states that the man is his 
great-grandfather, as though someone on the 
set finally did the math and determined the 
improbability of the age relationships, which 
had been bugging me the entire movie.) 

Given that the film’s cinematographer is 
Michael Simmonds, who shot all of Ramin 
Bahrani’s stunning-looking films, including 
Goodbye Solo (as well as Big Fan and parts 
of the documentary The Order of Myths), the 
prosaic look of Splinterheads is disappoint- 
ing. Writer/ director Sersen previously made 
the paintball comedy Blackballed: The Bobby 
Dukes Story, which kind of pegs him as an 
auteur of the pseudo-sports movie. Someone 
has already made a beer pong movie, so 
it’s hard to predict what Sersen will come 
up with next. A Frisbee golf movie, anyone? 
(Brant Sersen will attend the 7:10pm screen- 
ing on Friday and the 12:20pm screening on

Life is simple in Emmerich’s films. 
Confronted with unprecedented perils on a 
scale never before seen, the characters in 
his disaster epics manage to reaffirm their 
broken loves, make amends for slipshod 
parenting, and, most impressively, outrun 
fireballs and, certain death with their hides 
and wits intact. This is true whether the 
peril comes from a sudden influx of illegal 
aliens ( Independence Day), a pregnant and 
irradiated escapee from Ishiro Honda’s 
nightmares (Godzilla), or nature run amok 
(The Day After Tomorrow, which, handily, also 
appears to double as a flip-book condensa- 
tion of Al Gore’s nightmares). Cinematic 
catharsis of this sort is probably necessary 
and certainly entertaining and is based on 
a series of melodramatic tropes understood 
and undertaken by everyone from Cecil B. 
DeMille to Ray Harryhausen to Irwin Allen. 
The German-born Emmerich takes the disas- 
ter-movie genre to its logical conclusion 
in 2012, obliterating or reconfiguring vast 
swaths of the planet’s surface (solar storms 
boil the Earth’s core; tectonic havoc ensues) 
and providing a 158-minute thrill ride that 
zips by like the real thing. Over the duration, 
there are homages (or lifts) to apocalyptic 
exercises of decades past (particularly 
producer George Pal’s terrific 1951 When 
Worlds Collide, which - ha! - is currently 
being remade by Stephen Sommers) and 
plenty of cheeky references to Emmerich’s 
own resume. Cusack plays beleaguered 
writer Jackson Curtis. Separated from 
his wife (Peet) and kids (James, Lily), he 
stumbles across Harrelson’s conspiracy 
theorist/wild-eyed prophet Charlie Frost 
while on a dad-weekend visit to Yellowstone 
National Park. (At this point in his career, 
Harrelson deserves some sort of genre- 
spanning award for the 2009 triple threat 
of Zombieland, The Messenger, and 2012.) 
Cut to the White House, where ultranoble 
President Wilson (Glover) and his squir- 
relly Chief of Staff Carl Anheuser (Platt) are 
already way ahead of the masses - they’ve 
known about the end of the world for a 
while now - and from there to myriad sub- 
plots and secondary characters as disaster 
looms and, well, you pretty much know 
the drill by now. 2012 is PTSD - Popcorn 
Thrills and Sappy meloDrama - supersized 
to counter current collective real-world ter- 
rors, and it is, by turns, thrilling, ridiculous 
(the script, by Emmerich and longtime 
co-writer Ha raid Kloser, is riddled with howl- 
ingly goofy lines and seriously improbable 
deus-ex-machina moments), and just plain 
big, dumb fun. Where else are you going 
to get a chance to see the aircraft carrier 
USS John F Kennedy drift down the side of 
a mile-high tsunami and take out the White 
House?

The most successful efforts 
are the ones that aim low: Iwai’s compact meet- 
cute between a twitchy Bloom and a disembodied 
voice, and Turkish filmmaker Akin’s short built on a 
timeworn, even threadbare, setup - a beautiful girl, a 
besotted painter.

Don’t believe the hype: Paranormal Activity 
may be a lot of things, but the words “scary” and 
“movie” are not among them. It is instead noth- 
ing more or less than an excruciatingly tedious 
YouTube gag cleverly marketed to go viral in the 
broadest and most box-office-friendly way. (On the 
other hand, Paramount’s midnight-screening, street- 
team hype machine is to be congratulated for pull- 
ing such a fast one on both audiences and critics 
alike.) Like The Blair Witch Project, its far creepier 
antecedent, Paranormal Activity purports to exist as 
actual found footage - the opening text says it was 
discovered by the San Diego Police Department 
- but that’s no excuse for foisting a poorly acted 
(whoops! make that “realistic”), shoddily conceived, 
anti-art-directed nonstarter that pays off only in its 
final 10 seconds on a gullible moviegoing public 
that only wants to have its collective hair raised.

EMINENT DOMAIN - WHAT IS 
FAIR COMPENSATION? 

The government made a lowball offer to condemn 
a portion of my property. The offer is only pennies on 
the dollar of what they should pay. They don’t even 
offer any money for the damage the project will cause 
to the property that I’ll still own. Is that right? 

No. Once the condemnor has established its 
legal authority to condemn the subject prop- 
erty and has complied with relevant law, most 
disputed condemnation cases boil down to 
one main issue - money. The U.S. Constitution 
protects a property owner’s right to “just com- 
pensation” for condemned property; the Texas 
Constitution offers “adequate compensation.” 
Adequate compensation is generally considered 
to be fair market value, which is the price a will- 
ing buyer would pay to a willing seller. 

Fair compensation is also determined by 
the type of “taking” that occurs. For example, 
if an entire property is condemned, the land- 
owner is entitled to receive the fair market 
value for the entire property. But, as in your 
case, if only a portion of the property is con- 
demned, Texas law allows the landowner to be 
compensated for the portion of the property 
actually taken and the damage to the land- 
owner’s remaining property. 

Do condemning authorities ever offer less than the 
fair market value of the property they seek? 

Yes. Determining the correct amount of just 
compensation is often hotly contested by the 
parties and can be a slippery task (as evidenced 
by the wealth of Texas cases on the topic). It is 
often essential to have an experienced attorney 
and appraiser to ensure that fair market value is 
determined properly.

HIDDEN OIL-CHANGE 
CHARGES EXPLAINED 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I’ve noticed that car businesses that lube and 
change oil for passenger cars are now charging for 
recycling oil filters. Is this a scam, since I never see 
“recycled” oil filters for sale? Personally, I think oil 
filters would be too expensive to recycle. Thank you 
for your answer. - Chuck 

RAY: You’re right, Chuck, that actually recycling 
old oil filters and turning them back into new oil 
filters would be very expensive. But the materials 
still get recycled. 

TOM: Just like when you recycle an empty box of 
Cheerios, it doesn’t necessarily come back as a new 
box of Cheerios. But the material - the cardboard - 
gets recycled and reused for something else. 

RAY: Based on my most recent visit to a public 
restroom, I think those Cheerios boxes are coming 
back - basically unaltered - as toilet paper. 

TOM: When you have hazardous waste like oil, 
it has to be disposed of properly. So the owner of 
the garage has to pay a licensed handler to come 
and take it away and dump it in our water supply 
in the middle of the night when no one’s looking. 

RAY: Now, I know your next questions, Chuck: 
“Why are they charging me separately for that? 
Why isn’t it just part of the price of the oil change, 
like it used to be?” 

TOM: Good question. The answer is advertis- 
ing. If your local Pokey Lube wants to advertise 
an oil change for $19.95, but it can’t really make 
money doing oil changes for $19.95, then it adds 
on additional fees. 

RAY: These could include a recycling fee, a 
waste-oil-disposal fee, a fee for use of shop rags and 
lubricants, or a fee for the Cinemax the owner is 
showing in the waiting room. You have to read the 
fine print, Chuck. 

TOM: You’ve probably noticed that the airlines 
are doing this, too. The fare from here to East 
Armpit is only $59. But the airport departure fee 
is $47, the fuel surcharge is $82, the landing fee 
is $107, the Federal Aviation Administration’s “Oh 
You Want Us to Pay Attention While You Land” fee 
is $68, the peanuts are $5, the blanket is $10, the 
aisle seat is $35, and checking two bags costs $50. 

RAY: There’s also a charge for supplemen- 
tary oxygen, but only in the unlikely event that the 
cabin loses pressure. But bring a bunch of quarters 
just in case. 

TOM: Just like with your oil-filter recycling fee, 
all of these additional charges are based on real 
expenses. They’re just being separated out of the 
base price so you think the price of the service is 
lower than it actually is.

This Saturday East Austin will be teeming with art lovers, or at the very 
least people who want to believe they are. Expect to see clusters of trendy 
looking people wandering around trying to read the East Austin Studio Tour 
Google map on their iPhone. Statistically there should be a correspond- 
ing bump in hit-and-runs and muggings, but the Eastside has become so 

seem to have more to 
do with architectural 
design than they do 
with personal injury 
The latter gets more 
press understand- 
ably. It’s very rare 
that an Austin Police 
Department officer 
riddles a tangerine- 
and-teal postmodern 
condominium quadplex with a hail of gunfire - regardless of how much 
it deserves it. He might upchuck a little bit of doughnut in the back of his 
mouth when he’s driving by, but as far as a voluntary corrective action, 
nada. It’s probably all for the best. You definitely don’t want to cross the 
Austin arts community - even if you’re strapped. There are nearly as 
many artists in Austin as there are musicians. You might be able to take 
out some of the first wave (and what makes the first wave so formidable 
is that all artists consider themselves to be in it), but eventually your 
clip will be empty and you’ll be overwhelmed with an relentless tide of 
bitterness and resentment. Hey, it could be worse. You could be a music 
critic. Now there’s a suicide mission. Devoting your life to making com- 
pelling arguments on why people should suppress their urge to create is 
a thankless job to say the least. Fortunately, most visual artists don’t mail 
in copies of their artworks for review. More often they’re likely to have a 
website with a memory-hogging flash intro followed by 7-point text at the 
bottom of the page that says, merely, “enter.” If you’re willing to squeeze 
your waning interest through the eye of that cybemeedle, you’re probably 
ready to experience the artist’s work in all its two-dimensional, pixilated, 
broken-linked glory What did you expect? Internet art can’t be a fulfilling 
substitute for the real deal. If that were the case, you would be totally satis- 
fied with Internet pom. You have to admit, as truly awesome as Internet 
pom is, to get the payoff you still have to do the dirty work yourself. It’s 
pretty much the same thing with art. Seeing a 360-by-420 JPEG of dogs 
playing poker is a horrible substitute for the real thing - even if the dogs 
are really just bad taxidermies with spotty fur and creepy poker faces. To 
see real art, sometimes you have to get up and leave the house rather than 
just buying on it on the Home Shopping Network. Of course, if you’re 
going to have to go traipsing all over the Eastside just to look at art, it had 
better be some good shit ... or at the very least you should be able to get 
some nice snacks out of the deal. Well, there’s a good chance of getting a 
little of both this Saturday when the East Austin Studio Tour kicks off its 
sixth year. Print yourself a map and spend the next two weekends visiting 
the 154 studios, 20 exhibition spaces, 49 happenings, and 30 programs 
that make up EAST If you somehow manage to tick off every box on that 
to-do list, you’re a tme art lover . . . and you have way too much time on 
your hands. Perhaps you should be come an artist yourself?
